The National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration (NHTSA) is moving to 
amend federal motor-vehicle safety 
standards to reduce glare from motor 
vehicles equipped with daytime run- 
ning lights (DRLs), according to the 
AMA. This action is in response to a 
petition from the National Motorists 
Association (NMA) seeking the prohibi- 
tion of hard-wired DRLs on all vehicles 
for sale in the United States. The agency 
has also received numerous complaints 
from the public about glare from the 
lights, commonly found on some 1995- 
and-newer GM, Freightliner, Volvo, 
Volkswagen and Saab vehicles. On 
August 7, NHTSA proposed a three-step 
program that will reduce the intensity 
limits of DRLs on newly manufactured 
cars by as much as 78 percent over four 
years. The NHTSA is seeking public 
comment on the issue. "The impact of 
DRLs on motorcycle safety remains a 
concern," said Sean Maher, AMA leg- 
islative-affairs specialist. “While the pro- 
posed amendment is a step in the right 
direction, NHTSA continues to ignore 
the motorcycle equation. By their own 
admission, they have no data to show 


DRLs result in fewer crashes in the Unit- 
ed States, but they've never stopped to 
consider whether DRLs may be causing 
more crashes - the motorcycle kind."

sium in Australia. "Already, motorcy- 
clists could be classified as ‘endangered’ 
given the regulatory attacks we see on 
issues like noise and safety," Rasor told 
rider groups, members of the Australian 
Parliament and industry leaders from 
Australia and other parts of the world. 
“Increasingly, we're seeing these issues 
dealt with in terms of a global market, 
with decisions made as broadly as pos- 
sible. It's a trend that could leave motor- 
cyclists’ freedoms around world vulner- 
able to restrictions and laws that 
originate far from home.” The solution, 
Rasor noted, is for motorcyclist organi- 
zations to respond by building global 
networks of their own that use open 
lines of communication and cooperation 
to monitor potential threats - and then 
work to overcome them.

rainerd International Raceway 

and Pikes Peak International 

Raceway have nothing in com- 
mon besides the two words they share 
in their names. One is a true racer's race 
track, fast and flowing; the other is for 
survivors, a mostly one-lined stop-and- 
go torture trap. Young Eric Bostrom 
proved at Brainerd in August that he 
could ride a fast motorcycle to victory 
on a fast race track. With a win at Pikes 
Peak today, he showed he has the versa- 
tility to win anywhere. 

Bostrom was simply dominating, 
winning his second successive AMA 
Superbike National and making this one 
look easy. He trailed his older brother 
Ben for a few laps, then blasted around 
the outside of his sibling to take the lead 
on the fourth lap. He was never headed 
again as he waited a dozen or so more 
laps before really taking charge and 
pulling away. By the time an oil- 
induced, four-rider crash brought out 
the red flag on the 42nd lap, Bostrom 
was some seven seconds clear. When 
the race wasn't restarted, he was 
declared the winner - a worthy winner 
indeed. And let's not forget, that's two 
race victories in only three career starts 
for Bostrom in the premier class in AMA 
racing. 

This race actually featured two races 
within a race. There was the race for vic- 
tory, which Eric Bostrom ended fairly 
early by setting a demoralizing pace that 
the others couldn't match; and there 
was the race for the AMA Superbike 
National Championship between Amer-

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ican Honda's Ben Bostrom апа Muzzy 
Kawasaki's Doug Chandler. That one 
went the distance and ended up in à 
draw. | 

With Ben Bostrom circulating near 
the front and Chandler battling toestay 
in touch with the lead group, it 
appeared that this was going to be an 
all-Bostrom day. Eric would win, Ben 
would finish second or third and would 
leave Pikes Peak with the points lead. 
That looked good on paper, but not so 
good on pavement. Ben Bostrom started 
slipping backward when he, like Chan- 
dler, encountered trouble. Chandler's

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woes were traction-related; Bostrom’s 
were mechanical. Both persevered, with 
Bostrom finishing fifth to Chandler’s 
sixth. 

Chandler came into Pikes Peak with 
a two-point advantage over Bostrom. 
They leave Colorado tied, both clutch- 
ing on to 323 points. Neither has yet to 
win a Superbike National in 1998, and 
the championship will be decided at Las 
Vegas Motor Speedway the first week- 
end in October. One race for the title - 
yet another prizefight in Sin City. 

Rewind to Pikes Peak, though, and 
the only fight at the top was the one for 


(es Peak International Raceway - 
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second. That featured Yoshimura Suzu- 


ki^'s Mat Mladin vs. Vance & Hines 
Ducati's Jason Pridmore. Mladin came 
out on top for his second straight sec- 
ond-place finish as he continues to ride 
the Suzuki as hard as it can be ridden. 
Still, it was no match for Bostrom's 
RC45. 

Pridmore, like Eric Bostrom, showed 
that his fourth-place finish at Brainerd 
in his Vance & Hines debut wasn't a 
fluke. Pridmore started sixth and did 
nothing but move forward, finally arriv- 
ing at Mladin’s rear wheel. Whether or 
not he could have mustered up a chal- 











lenge for the gutsy Australian if the red 
flag hadn't been thrown will never be 
known, but Pridmore was thrilled 
nonetheless. And rightfully so - after all, 
he'd proven once again that he can run 
with the big boys. 

“I’m still learning а lot about super- 
bikes, and I wanted to conserve my 
tires," Pridmore said. "I saw Mat 
(Mladin) setting a good pace and I knew 
Eric (Bostrom) was gone. I saw Mat 
catching Ben (Bostrom) and I thought, 
"Well, there's no sense in me trying to 
race with Mat, and maybe we can all 
catch Ben.' Then Pascal (Picotte) went 
by, then Rich (Oliver) went by me. I 
thought, ‘Oh, Jeez, it's time to go.’ I was 
able to get back by Rich and back by 
Pascal. | had some ground to make up 
on Mat and again we started catching 
Ben. I was really content to watch what 
Mat did because I want to learn from 
these guys. The only way I'm going to 
learn is to keep it on two wheels and 
keep finishing races. I'd love to finish 
second or first, but I’m just as happy to 
finish third." | 

Fourth place went to Harley-David- 
son's Pascal Picotte. The French Canadi- 
an finally had things go his way and he 
rode the VR1000 hard, challenging 
Mladin and Pridmore the whole way to 
eventually finish fourth. Jt was by far 
his and Harley's best performance of an 
otherwise lackluster season. 

With Ben Bostrom fifth and Chandler 
sixth, the battle for seventh went the dis- 
tance, with Yamaha's Rich Oliver hold- 
ing off the Yoshimura Suzuki of Aaron 
Yates, who battled front-brake problems 
throughout the National. Filling out the 
top 10 were a pair of Yoshimura Suzuki 
TL1000Rs, ridden by Steve Crevier and 
Larry Pegram. 

АП six manufacturers (Honda, Suzu- 
ki, Ducati, Harley, Kawasaki and Yama- 
ha) were represented in the top 10, 
including both variations (square four 
and V-twin) of Suzukis. 

Notable nonfinishers included Fast 
By Ferracci Ducati's Tom Kipp, who 
was a victim of the oil-induced melee 
(which included Steve Teschke, Dale 
Kieffer and Chris Rankin) that prema- 
turely ended the race; Tommy Hayden, 
whose Muzzy Kawasaki didn't last past 
the 32nd lap; and Mike Smith, who 
parked his factory Harley-Davidson 
after just 11 laps. 

Brilliant sunshine and temperatures 
in the low 90s greeted the start of the 
second-ever AMA Superbike race at 
Pikes Peak International Raceway, and 
it was Ben Bostrom leaping into the lead 
from pole position when the lights were 
flicked to green. He had his sibling Eric 
breathing down his tailpipes, with 
Mladin, Oliver, Picotte, Pridmore, Yates 
and Chandler all following in single file. 

At the start of the fourth lap, Eric 
swooped around the outside of Ben on 
the exit of the fastest corner on the race 
track, the racer in him winning out over 
brotherly love. It was his intent for 
brother Ben to hook on, the pair of them 
riding into the sunset with victories and 
championship leads, but some things 
don't work out as planned. 

“I was actually thinking about him 
(Ben), but I seemed to have quite a bit 
more motor than him," Eric Bostrom 
said. "I was thinking, “Man, that's a 
bummer for Ben.' I went around him on 
the outside going down the back 
straight. I was thinking, "Well, hopefully 
he'll be able to tuck in and ГЇЇ tow him 
along and he'll be able to save his tire 
and we'll both be there in the end.” 

This one was far from over, though 
Eric Bostrom would never be headed. 
Ben and Mladin stayed close early on,

but Eric slowly started to pull away - by 
inches at first, then by yards and even- 
tually by seconds. He would have more 
than seven seconds in hand when the 
red flag was thrown. 

“I think we just really had our setup 
working good," Eric Bostrom said. 
"That's a big thanks to the crew - Al 
Ludington, Ray Plumb and Joey Lom- 
bardo. They did a fantastic job of getting 
the thing to hook up. This place is really 
slippery and it's all about having the 
bike track every lap." 

By the time the younger Bostrom had 
made this race his own, the battle for 
second still included his brother Ben. It 
was Ben Bostrom, Mladin and Picotte, 
with a small gap back to Pridmore - who 
had finally disposed of Oliver, who was 
ahead of another gap back to Chandler 
and Yates. 

By this point, Mladin had all but 
conceded second place to Ben Bostrom. 
The Honda was just too strong, and 
Pikes Peak offers little in the way of 
passing opportunities. Then Ben pre- 
sented the greatest passing opportunity 
of them all. With Bostrom, Mladin, 
Pridmore and Picotte approaching 
heavy traffic on the entrance to the 
right-hand carousel corner, Bostrom 
was a little too enthusiastic. He ran in 
hot, taking both himself and the lapped 
rider wide. Not one to let a good oppor- 
tunity pass, Mladin slid underneath and 
emerged in second place - bringing 
Pridmore with him. 

"There was a lapper, and I was on 


the outside and he was on the inside," 
Mladin explained. “We got to the corner 
and both sort of looked at each other. It 
was an ‘I’m not braking till you do’ sort 
of thing. Then I thought, ‘Well, it’s time 
to brake.’ He was still going and I knew 
he was going wide. He just got in a little 
hot.” 

Mladin later admitted that if Ben 
Bostrom hadn't erred, then there wasn't 
a place where he could have passed. 

“I was glad he ran wide because, 
honestly, I could sort of drive with him 
but I couldn’t stay close enough,” 
Mladin said. “By the time we got 
through that left over there (turn two); I 
just wasn't close enough to make a 
move on the brakes. I just had to sit 
there and hope something happened. 
And it did - and I got second. Fortunate- 
ly, I didn't make any mistakes. 1 rode it 
on line the whole race - for the first time 
in my life, I think." 

Suddenly, Bostrom was fourth 
instead of second. A lap later he would 
be fifth as the Harley and Picotte also 
thundered past. Bostrom's problems 
with his clutch were getting worse and 
he was, as he called it, "in survival 
mode." 

^] just had to keep late-braking so 
those guys couldn't sneak by me,” Ben 
Bostrom said. "It was getting worse and 
I thought it was shearing teeth off the 
back sprocket. I'm like, 'C'mon, red 
flag.’ I tried to stuff that lapper to get 
him between me and Mat (Mladin). 
Instead, all I did was take myself and 





the lapper real wide and he (Mladin) 
and Pridmore just went by. Then I got 
another lapper, couldn't get a drive and 
Picotte went by me." 

With Eric Bostrom still well out front, 
Mladin and Pridmore continued to bat- 
tle, with Picotte always lurking right 
behind in case they erred. As it turned 
out, the red flag came out before he had 
the chance. Picotte thought he'd have 
more for them based on the morning 
warmup session, and he wasn't pleased 
to see the red flag - but he was happy to 
finish fourth nonetheless. 

“The bike worked better this morn- 
ing," Picotte said. "We made some 
changes, very small changes - really 
minor stuff, but it wasn't as good. AII 
weekend I could go flat out through 
turn one, but I couldn't do it today. I lost 
the front three times over there. I was 
actually sliding the front and getting it 
back. Mat (Mladin) was a little slower, 
but I couldn't get by him. I was hoping 
for traffic near the end and I was catch- 
ing back up. I thought I had a shot at 
third place, maybe second." 

Although the red flag ended all the 
drama in the fight for second, it provid- 
ed a little excitement. With the four rid- 
ers sliding down in the oil, there was 
surprisingly no red flag shown - and the 
leaders were headed that way. Bostrom 
made it through cleanly, Mladin had to 
take evasive action and took to the 
grass, while Pridmore got things slowed 
down enough to avoid crashing. Then 
the red flag came out. The racers 
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weren't overly impressed with the 


AMA's timing on flag throwing. 

"Thinking back to the 600 race, a guy 
crashed and they had the red flag out 
before the guy even stopped rolling," 
Mladin said. "I saw the smoke as we 
were coming around the fast left and 1 
thought, ‘Oh, they'll have the oil flag 
out or the red flag.' Nothing was out, so 
I thought it must be clean. I got there 
and saw the shine and thought, ‘Here 
we go.’ I picked it up and went straight 
on the grass. I was lucky to save it. If I'd 
crashed there, I would have been real 
pissed at the AMA for not having the 
red flag out. If Eric (Bostrom) would 
have crashed - that would have sucked. 
The red flag should have been out 
before Eric even got there. It happened 
at least 20 seconds before Eric even got 
there and those marshals should have 
been able to see the shine on the track.” 

“1 don’t understand why they didn’t 
have the red flag out sooner,” Pridmore 
added. “(Tom) Kipp crashed right 
behind the guy and we had to wait until 
the front straight before the red flag 
came out. They really have to pick that 
up a little sooner. As soon as Kipp went 
down, the flag should have come out.” 

Though he was forced to settle for 
his second successive second-place fin- 
ish, Mladin was pleased with his 
effort. 

"| had a good race and | did the best | 
could do," Mladin said. "I pushed as 
hard as I could. About 10 laps into the 
race, we were all still bunched up - Eric, 
Ben and myself - and I had a couple of 
front-end losers. It was probably just a 
mental thing, but the front tire felt like it 
was vibrating a bit. That's when 1 
dropped back a little bit. I had a couple 
of slides in the fast left and I decided to 
cool it a bit. Eric got away and Ben got 
away - and that's sort of when it was all 
over for us. Besides that, everything 
went good and I pushed as hard as I 
could. Eric just smoked everybody 
today and that was it. He rode too good 
for us." 

A modest Eric Bostrom refused to 








give himself much credit, even though 
he'd won his second straight AMA 
Superbike National - the two wins com- 
ing on two distinctly different kinds of 
race tracks. 

"The lap times from the whole week- 
end say it all,” Bostrom said. "Everyone 
was just so close. It was going to be a 
Municipal Stadium Daytona dirt track 
kind of a thing and you stood a chance 
of it getting broke up if the lappers 
worked into it. I think I got a really 
clean line through the lappers. Some- 
times you do and sometimes you don’t - 
and I did. It's really great. The Honda 
was hooked up and fast. It was a pretty 
smooth race. I lost the front end once 
going into that turn-one chicane, and 
that opened up my eyes. That was about 
L-15 (15 laps to go). After that I just said, 
‘Okay, you better calm down.’ That's 
one place you don’t want to crash. I saw 





Miguel’s (DuHamel) bike after he 
crashed there last year.” 
Behind the top four came Eric’s 


brother Ben - happy to just have fin- 
ished, but a bit displeased at finishing 
fifth. Still, a crash in the 600cc Super- 
sport final had left him a bit battered 
and bruised - another factor that didn’t 
help him much come race time. 
“The crash wasn’t my problem in the 
superbike race,” Ben Bostrom admitted. 
“It was something in the clutch. It 
would make bad noises and I'd have to 
back off. I couldn't come on to the 
straightaways. I was really fast in the 
infield, but I couldn't come on to the 
straightaways. I’m really lucky that red 
flag came out because something could 
have broke." 
Behind Ben Bostrom came his 
championship rival, defending AMA 
Superbike National Champion Chan-

dler. He was somewhat subdued, but 
prepared to put it all on the line in Las 


Vegas. 
“I blew my tire up a little past 
halfway," Chandler said. "I never had 


any trouble all week with it (the tire). 1 
guess the red flag helped me. We had a 
pretty good motorcycle after this morn- 
ing's practice. We were able to do really 
consistent lap times. We're even going 
to the last race - the rest of the year 
doesn't even count. It's a similar situa- 
tion as before with Miguel (in 1996). We 
just really have to work on getting a 
good setup for Las Vegas. We were just 
going backwards out there. I saw him 
(Ben Bostrom) and I knew where he was 
the whole time." 

Oliver had ran straight at the chicane 
during the race, but he made his way 
back to the track in a legal fashion. He'd 
hoped for more laps because he thought

or at least another day, the boxing gloves would go unused.

together as teammates while Miguel DuHamel recuperates from his broken leg, boxing 
gloves were purchased and placed in the truck - just in case a rivalry between the two heated up. 
Things did just that at Brainerd when Eric Bostrom won his first AMA Superbike National with 
championship contender Ben finishing third. Fortunately, it was Ben Bostrom taking pole position 
at Pikes Peak International Raceway and earning the championship point that goes with the 
honor. As of Saturday afternoon, Bostrom was only a single point behind Doug Chandler in the 
race for the AMA Superbike National Championship - and the gloves were still just hanging there. 

Just behind Ben was Eric - with only .132 of à second separating the two brothers. But just 
think what would have happened in the back of the Honda truck if Eric had stolen that valuable 
point from Ben. 

"Oh, dude," Ben Bostrom said at the thought of it. "We actually have boxing gloves in the rig - 
some big padded ones so no one gets hurt. But I’m happy for Eric - he went really quick.” 

Not as quick as big brother Ben, who seemed at ease and comfortable at Pikes Peak. He was 
enjoying the tight and twisty 1.315-mile, 10-turn layout, with its abundance of left-hand corners. 
When all was said and done, Ben Bostrom had lapped at 54.661 seconds - good enough for the 
first pole position of his superbike career. 

"There's a lot of lefts,” Bostrom said. “You just keep going left, then you throw it right twice, 


-and then keep going left. The bike's really good. The only problem is the same as everybody else - 


it’s all traction. I think mine might be working a little better right now than everyone else's. I think 
last year the track felt like it was real abrasive, but this year it feels like it got smoothed off or 
something. Last year | don't remember it being this slippery." 

Bostrom's first pole came at an opportune time, earning him a valuable point in his battle with 
Chandler. What about the championship point? Was Bostrom thinking about it? 

“You know, I was," he admitted. “We put that thing on there (the qualifying tire) and we went 
pretty quick. Then there was like three minutes left and Doug (Chandler) went out - I didn't get 
off my bike. I just sat there in the sun and stressed. Everyone else was watching the TV monitor, 
watching him circulate. Then he did a 54.8 and it was like, 'Oh, God, he's going out for another 
lap.’ It was high stress. | was getting gray hairs in two minutes. Then I saw him pull in and I about 
fell off my bike." 

Muzzy Kawasaki's Chandler was also well aware of the championship point, though there 
wasn't a lot he could do about it. Apparently, the Kawasaki works well in the morning but strug- 
gles with finding traction when the conditions heat up in the afternoon heat. Since Chandler 
couldn't get the AMA to run the race either in the early morning or at night, he was looking for 


answers from his setup and he hoped to find them by Sunday afternoon. The defending АМА 
Superbike Champion settled for third on the front row with a 54.868. 

"| was looking up at the board so I could see the order,” Chandler said. “I just didn't have 
enough today. I tried. In the morning, everything we do works really well, but in the afternoon it 
doesn't. It's probably more of the bike setup than anything else. We just don't have it right yet." 

Splitting the two championship protagonists on the front row was Eric Bostrom on the ex- 
DuHamel Honda RC45. The younger Bostrom had lapped at 54.793 in the final session. 

“Ben has been going really fast all weekend," Eric Bostrom said. “1 didn't think Га be up as far 
as 1 am. The team did a great job of changing things last night - chassis, suspension and gearing. 
It’s much better for me now. I'm glad Ben got pole - it's really good for the team. I think we have 
an advantage on the guys when it comes to going 48 laps. Our setup is right on.” 

Filling out the front row was Friday's provisional pole position holder, Jason Pridmore; on the 

Vance & Hines Ducati. Pridmore couldn't match his 54.881 from Friday, slowing slightly to a 
54.965 on Saturday after failing to get a clear lap when the Ducati was fitted with the ultrasoft 
Dunlop qualifying tire. He was also battling with an extremely sore lower back that made hard 
braking difficult. 

“It’s a little bit more difficult here," Pridmore said of riding the Ducati here compared to Brain- 
erd International Raceway, where he made his debut on the bike in July, “just because of the 
throttle control coming off the slow corners. It’s a little bit different in that area and that’s what 
we've been working on - trying to get traction coming off the slow corners. At Brainerd, every- 
thing was so flowing and fast, it was pretty easy. I’m glad I'm as close as I am to these guys 
because it seems like I’ve been proving myself the last couple of races. It shows that I can go from 
one track to another, in really two different extremes, and be competitive - so that's good. I think a 
mid-54 was well within, but my qualifying was just a joke. Pascal (Picotte) crashed right in front 
of me and put debris and stuff all over the track in my first flier. I wasted my tire for half a lap just 
getting back to start/ finish. I did a 54.9 on that next lap, but by the time I did my third lap, it (the 
tire) was going off. I didn't really get the clear track, I guess you could say." 

A pair of Yoshimura Suzukis would lead the second row of the grid, with Aaron Yates barely 
topping his teammate Mat Mladin. Then came Harley-Davidson's Pascal Picotte, seventh despite 
his crash last session, on the VR1000. Filling out the second row was Yamaha's Rich Oliver, the 
lone factory Yamaha in the field as his teammate Jamie Hacking continues to recover from the 
broken pelvis he suffered at Brainerd. 

Row three was headed by Yoshimura Suzuki's Steve Crevier, besting Vance & Hines Ducati's 
Thomas Stevens, Harley-Davidson's Mike Smith and Fast By Ferracci Ducati's Tom Kipp. 

A total of 13 riders ended up within a second of Ben Bostrom's pole-winning time as the Pikes 
Peak layout, and its sub-one-minute lap times, bunched the top riders together like no other track 
in the series. 





he could have made another run at 
Chandler. 

“I lost the front going into the chi- 
cane and ran around the banking," Oliv- 
er explained. “I did it the proper way. I 
just kept going and was catching back 
up when the red flag came out. It hurt 
us because I was feeling really fresh and 
the bike was working good. We weren't 
that far behind. We're looking for a 
good Vegas. I know where I messed up 
there last year. We have а better bike 
now and I'm better on it." 

Yates came home just behind Oliver, 
struggling with a lack of front brakes. 
Then came the two Yoshimura Suzuki 
twins, ridden in solitude by Crevier and 
Pegram. CN

Although the rest of the track remained unchanged from last year, 
the changes to the makeshift chicane that makes up turn one 
at Pikes Peak was altered. Nearly all of the riders were pleased 
with the change that opened up the first corner, making it faster 
and more user-friendly, especially for passing. The changes 
dropped lap times by a second over last year in both Superbike 
„апа 600cc Supersport. “I think opening it up like this will hopefully 
make it better іп traffic,” Chandler said. "Last year, if you didn't 
get а guy going in there, you had to follow him all the way to the 
big sweeper: Now, you might have. to follow him through the first 
part but it's wide open after that.” 


Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug Chandler still hasn't gone back to 
using the linked. braking system with which he experimented earli- 
er in the season. "It's been off the bike since midyear," Chandler 
said. “I'd like to keep trying it, but it never came back with the 
revised valving. | thought it worked good. When it works right, it's 
good - but when the bias changes. it's too much rear brake for 
me. 


Surprisingly, despite his strong showings on the Vance & Hines 
Ducati, Jason Pridmore still hasn't received any offers to race 
for a team in the United States. "| don't have any idea where I'm 
going to be," Pridmore said. 
over here. It's a little depressing because I'd love’ to race over 
here next year." Pridmore finished third in the AMA Superbike 
National and the question as to his future was brought up again. 
“I'm not really sure," Pridmore said. “I'm hoping | really don't 
have to prove myself anymore. | hope that everyone can see that | 
can ride with these guys. | belong up here and | hope that some- 
body gives. me that opportunity. If they don't do it over here, then 
I'll go somewhere else. I've been waiting an awful long time: over 
here and nobody seems to want to hire me. Maybe I'm not wear- 

ing the right deodorant. I'll let my riding do the talking.” 


Mat Mladin has long been a supporter of Jason Pridmore and 
he was quick to give his honest assessment of Pridmore's 
chances of getting à superbike ride for 1999. "If he doesn't get a 
ride next year, that's bullshit - plain and simple," Mladin said. 


Pridmore had his first nasty moment on the Ducati when he 
almost crashed at high speed in turn one, the makeshift chicane 
at the end of the front straight, during practice. "We were testing 
tires and | just peeled it off into turn one, the chicane there,” Prid- 
more explained. "I just lost the front end and immediately thought 
of Miguel (DuHameb last year because he fell there. Somehow it 
straightened out and | jumped off the curb. My mechanics are 
going to make me pay for a wheel now because | destroyed one 
of their wheels. | took it all the way up to the hay bales and got it 
stopped. It was a little bit hairy. | haven't had any problems with 
the Ducati at all - | had never even come close to doing anything 
silly on it. That was the first time, and hopefully the last." 


Ben Bostrom is having a hard time adjusting to the fact that, 
barring some kind of miracle negotiations, his career with Honda 
is over. With American Honda signing Nicky Hayden through the 
year 2000 and with brother Eric Bostrom and Miguel DuHamel 
signed through the end of 1999, Ben Bostrom is going to be 
forced to look elsewhere for the coming season. "When l'm at 
the track, | don't think about it," Bostrom said. "But at night | 


sleep pretty crappy. | go to bed and | just lay there. Then it's four 
| in the morning. Then, when | get up at seven, I’m tired and can't

drag myself out of bed. I've got to calm down, but | just want to 
get a good ride for next year. | guarantee that my ride right now is 
one of the best. Where l'm.at right now is really good as far as my 
mechanics go and my bike. My bike is superfast and | can burn 
the tire all the way down the straightaway. It's pretty impressive." 
As for the negotiations between Honda and Bostrom's manager, 
Alan Labrosse, Bostrom said, "Something got screwed up in 
there. " 


One of the major pieces in the silly-season puzzle is Aaron 
Yates. The 24-year-old's contract with American Suzuki will run 


out at the end of this season, making the Georgian a free agent | 


for next year and a sought-after commodity. "| came today to talk 
to different people,” said Yates’ manager, Cliff Nobles. "I'm here 
to see Mr. Ito Cof Suzuki), Terry Vance (of Vance & Hines Ducati), 
Gary Mathers Cof American Honda) and Rob Muzzy (of Muzzy 
Kawasaki). In the next couple of weeks, we'll make a decision. 
There's also a lot of interest in Aaron out of the country, mainly 
from Yamaha's World Superbike program and with Davide Brivio 
(the team manager). They're very interested in his aggressive 
style and what he does. Aaron has a five-year. association with 
Suzuki and you can't find that anywhere else in the paddock. And 
you see what that did for somebody like Kevin Schwantz. We'd 
definitely like to stay with Suzuki.” 


Another silly-season question that has yet to be answered is 
exactly who will take over the HyperCycle Suzuki team for Ameri- 
can Suzuki. The top candidates for ruining the team are Chapar- 
ral Racing and Robert Nutt. the former owner of the now- 
defunct Kinko's Kawasaki Supersport team, though others are 
also being considered, including Flite Racing, Cycle Gear and 
Valvoline. Emgo Suzuki. All the interested parties were present at 
Pikes. Peak, including Chaparral team owner Dave Damron and his 
crew chief, Kel Carruthers. According to American Suzuki vice 
president Mel Harris, a decision will be made as to who will get 
the team at the end of September. Damron's Chaparral Racing 
team won the AMA 250cc Supercross Championship with Jere- 
my McGrath and Yamaha, and he is set to again run Yamahas in 
the 1999 AMA Supercross and 250cc National Motocross 
Series. 


American Suzuki vice president Mel Harris announced at Pikes 
Peak that Jeff Wilson has taken over for Bill Syfan as the Team 
Suzuki Sport supervisor. Syfan now works for Dunlop tires. 


Winners never win. Believe it or not, not a single rider ranked 
in the top five in the AMA Superbike National Championship point 
standings has won an AMA Superbike National in 1998. Scott 
Russell (Daytona), Anthony Gobert (Phoenix, Road Atlanta and 
Road America), Miguel DuHamel (Laguna Seca, Willow Springs, 
Sears Point and Atlanta), Aaron Yates (Loudon and Mid-Ohio) and 
Eric Bostrom (Brainerd.and Pikes Peak) are all ranked outside the 


top five"in the series standings. 


Dunlop tire technician Jim Allen was happy to report that all went 
well at the Dunlop tire test that was held at Daytona Interna- 
tional Speedway, August 13-15. Both Mat Mladin and Ben 
Bostrom took part in the three-day test. and Allen said they came 
away with better tires than what they raced with in the Daytona 
200 back in March. "We ended up with. one front and two rears 
that worked better than what we had," Allen said. "We didn't get 
out-tired at Daytona in March. we just got beat." Scott Russell 
won his. record-setting fifth Daytona 200 this year, using Michelin 
tirés on his factory Yamaha. Dunlop also had a new dual-com- 
pound tire in use at Pikes Peak, with all the top Dunlop runners 
opting to use it in the Superbike National. 


Many of the top racers in the AMA Series have started looking for 


an edge when it comes both to training and to maintaining their 
strength and endurance over the course of the weekend, so it 
seemed natural that a company would start showing up at the 
race track to help that cause. AST Sports Science had а 
canopy set up in the garage area at Pikes Peak, offering up high- 
protein shakes to the riders. The high-protein, multi-vitamin meal- 
replacement liquid proved to be popular with many of the top rid- 
ers who were "looking for an edge," 


An appeal board met on Friday, September 5 at Pikes Peak to 


consider the case of Jason Pridmore and Nicky Hayden, who both 
appealed the disqualification of their results from the July 18, Mid- 
Ohio round of the 750cc Supersport. class. Pridmore and Hayden 
were both disqualified when a postrace tech inspéction revealed 
that the frames of their Suzuki GSXR750s had been illegally modi- 
fied.. "There is no contention by any of the parties involved that 
the riders were unaware of the frame modifications," the appeal 
board stated. "However, in order to maintain the integrity of the 
class and to preserve fairness in enforcement, the disqualifica- 
tions are upheld." 


Despite the fact that he may have blown an opportunity to pull 
away from Doug Chandler in the championship, Ben Bostrom 
said he is looking forward to the challenge of going into Las 
Vegas tied with the defending National Champion. "Isn't that kind 
of awesome?" Bostrom mused. “1 think it's really good for the 
sport. | hope they build this for TV and stuff. I'm looking forward 
to it. | think it's really good for the sport.” 


‘Miguel DuHamel was spectating at Pikes Peak, still not fully fit 


from the broken leg he suffered in June at New Hampshire Inter- 
national Speedway. DuHamel said he definitely won't be racing at 
Las Vegas in October and will wait until off-season testing before 
he rides again. DuHamel's RC45 was ridden to victory for the 
secorid straight time by Eric Bostrom. 


Tom Kipp had a miserable weekend end when he crashed the 
Fast By Ferracci Ducati in oil during the Superbike National. The 
incident brought out a red flag, ending the race prematurely. “| 
don t think they could have gotten an oil flag out that quick," Kipp 
said. "| saw a waving yellow flag and then crashed. | was just wait- 
ing there for more crashes. | ràn out and grabbed the nearest 
cornerworker and told him to get out an oil flag or call the race.” 
Kipp was already riding with a broken fairing after having clipped a 
cone that was protecting the AMA's timing system on the front 
straight. He was also struggling as one of the only top riders using 
Michelin tires - a struggle similar to the one that Mat Mladin faced 
last year when he used the French rubber at Pikes Peak. "It's 
ridiculous to have cones on the racing line," Kipp said. "Can t the 
timing light go somewhere else? | spent two days thinking that 
having the cone there was an accident waiting to happen. We 
struggled. with rear tires all weekend. We had one tire that we 
knew wouldn't chunk and that's what we ran. Unfortunately. it 
lacks grip. It was hard, too hard.” 


‘Thomas Stevens had a race he d rather forget. The Vance & 


Hines Ducati rider ended up being credited with 11th, though he 
had to suffer through the embarrassment of being lapped not only 
by race winner Eric Bostrom but also by his new teammate Jason 
Pridmore. "From the beginning of the weekend, we were fighting 
some grip problems," Stevens said. "We couldn't make it work. 
Today we tried a fuel-mapping change to see if it'd hook up bet- 
ter, and it just killed it. Five laps into the race, my computer 
stopped working. Then, 10 laps in, the rear brake bracket broke.

Round 12: Pikes Peak International Raceway 


Pegram, 
finally!

FOUNTAIN, CO, SEPT. 6 
here are those in racing circles 
е who firmly believed that Larry 
Pegram would never win a 600cc 
Supersport race. And you couldn't real- 
ly blame them for thinking that way, 
especially based on his performances of 
late. Believe it or not, Pegram's best fin- 
ish of the season in 600cc Supersport 
coming into Pikes Peak was a sixth at 
Mid-Ohio - and that was one of only 
three better-than-10th-place finishes on 
the year. 

But that was then, this is now. 

Just a day after his 26th birthday, 
Pegram went out and did what many 
thought he would never do - he won! 
Riding his Yoshimura Suzuki to perfec- 
tion, Pegram beat the very best the class 
has tó offer in a straight fight. He was 
fast from the very first practice session 
and no one had any excuses for losing to 
him. Pegram was just simply better on 
this sunny and hot day in Colorado and 
it was enough to give him the victory in 
the red-flag-interrupted race. 

“It was a good race - I won," Pegram 
said. "It certainly wasn't the way I want- 
ed it to go. I thought from the times we 
were running all weekend, that if I got 
the holeshot I could get away. I thought 
maybe that Doug (Chandler) or Tommy 
(Hayden) could run with me, but I 
thought if I really put my head down I 
could get away. I got the holeshot both 
times and couldn't get away." 

He couldn't get away, thanks to the 
strong outings turned in by Erion Rac- 
ing's Eric Bostrom and Muzzy Kawasa- 
ki's Tommy Hayden, the only two riders 
who had a crack at Pegram and at least 
kept him honest. Bostrom ended up tak- 
ing second, just .807 of a second behind 
Pegram and only fractions ahead of 
Hayden. 

For Eric Bostrom it was really just 
business as usual as he continues his 
impressive late-season charge. It was 
Bostrom's sixth podium finish of the 
year, though he still hasn't come away 
with a win in 600cc Supersport racing. 

Tommy Hayden continued the trend 
at Pikes Peak of the lesser-known broth- 
ers upstaging the better-known broth- 
ers. Hayden finished on the podium for 
the second time in the last three races as 
he continues to regain the form that 
earned him a berth on the Muzzy- 
owned Kawasaki team in the first place. 
Tommy's younger brother Nicky fin- 
ished fifth on his Team Suzuki Sport 
GSX-R600. 

Sandwiched between the two Hay- 
dens was Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug 
Chandler, the man who sits second in 
the 600cc Supersport Championship title 
chase. The man who leads the way in 
the championship, Yoshimura Suzuki's 
Steve Crevier, did all that he needed to 
do to maintain his cushion going into 
the final round at Las Vegas Motor 
Speedway. Crevier did nothing fancy 
and ended up sixth, thanks in part to 
some help from his friends. 

Team Suzuki Sport's Jason Pridmore 
slowed enough to allow his fellow Suzu- 
ki rider to pass in the final laps. Ditto for 
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Yoshimura Suzuki's Aaron Yates. Yates 
didn't put up much of a fight when 
Crevier came past. Pridmore ended up 
seventh with Yates eighth. 

Todd Harrington rode his 4&6 
Cycles-backed Kawasaki to ninth place, 
just ahead of the Erion Racing Honda 
CBR600 of Kurtis Roberts. 

With just the Las Vegas round 
remaining on the schedule, Crevier 
leads Chandler by 16 points, 343-327, as 
he tries to capture his first-ever AMA 
title. Eric Bostrom jumped ahead of his 
older brother Ben, who crashed out of 
the race on the final lap and was credit- 
ed with 16th, in the title chase. Eric 
Bostrom holds down third in the stand- 
ings, three points clear of Ben, 310-307. 
Nicky Hayden is fifth with 282 points, 
just five points ahead of his brother 
Tommy. 

The first attempt at racing lasted just 
two complete laps. A crash and the 
resulting debris on the circuit forced the 
AMA to stop the proceedings with a red 
flag. 

The restart didn't change things 
much. Pegram got the jump on the field 
again, leading Tommy Hayden, Eric 
Bostrom, Chandler, Crevier, Ben 
Bostrom and Pridmore to complete the 
first lap. Pegram continued to lead up 
front as the top three distanced them- 
selves slightly from the pack. 

On the 11th lap, Tommy Hayden 
took the lead for the first time as he 
passed Pegram on the brakes for turn 
three. It didn't last long, though, as 
Pegram fought back through to run up 
the inside of Hayden just one turn later. 

The incident that could have easily 
changed the outcome of the race came 
on the 13th lap. Heading into turn three, 
Hayden again waited until the last sec- 
ond to brake. He ran up the inside of 
Pegram, but Pegram wasn't prepared to 
give any room. Finally, the pair were 
forced wide, allowing the patient Eric 
Bostrom to shoot underneath and into 
the lead. 

“I was going for the pass and I was in 
pretty hot,” Hayden explained. “Larry 
(Pegram) was right there and he wasn't 

wanting to give me any room and I 
wasn't wanting to get off the line too 
much. We were pretty much rubbing 
there for awhile." 

“He (Hayden) had me and I just tried 
to lean over," Pegram added. "When 1 
did, I think he picked up a little because 
he thought we were going to hit. That 
pushed us wider." 

The incident left Pegram in third 
place, but he was in no mood to stay 
there. He forced his way underneath 
Hayden in turn four on the 16th lap and 
set out after Bostrom. On the 20th lap, 
Pegram barged his way past Eric 
Bostrom in turn three to take the lead. 
And he wouldn't give it back. 

"| was being really aggressive, not 
just with traffic but with these guys 
00," Pegram explained. "Anytime there 
was an opportunity to stuff it in there, I 
did. On this type of track, that's what 
you have to do. I just tried to be aggres- 
sive and it just paid off." 

. From there he only had to battle: his 
own nerves. 








"I knew going into the race that I was 
capable of winning it, so I think I was a 
little bit nervous,” Pegram said. “I 
wasn't as fluid as I wanted to be and it 
probably cost me a couple of tenths a 
lap." 

Seemingly always happy, finishing 
second on this day did little to alter 
Bostrom's mood. He was still happy, 
still smiling. 

“It was a really good race,” Eric 
Bostrom said. "These guys did a fantas- 
tic job. We just pushed hard every lap. 
When you ride the best you can every 
lap, you have to be happy with it. I’m 
never happy to finish second, but it's 
really good: competition and it was a 
really good race. I didn't get through the 
lappers too clean. I guess I just hit 'em 
wrong. That put me back a few times, 
but for the most part everything was 
pretty smooth. About 10 laps from the 
end, I started losing the front end real 
bad all the way around the race track. I 
just had to cool it. Otherwise, I was 
going to be on my head." 

Hayden was also pleased and 
thrilled to back where he belongs - full 
of confidence and running at the front. 

“It was a real tight race, but that's 
what I expected," Hayden said. "I want- 
ed to get a good start and that's what 

happened. Everything was pretty much 
going to plan in the beginning - I was 
right there. Larry (Pegram) got out front 
and for the first few laps I was just try- 
ing to hang there with him, and see how 
the race played out. I started trying to 
pass him and I got by him once in the 
back on the brakes. I got in a little too 
hot and. we bumped a little - that 
allowed Eric (Bostrom) to get by. Larry 
got back by me and I was pretty much 
third the whole race. I was dropping 
back and I was able to catch back up to 
him a little, but I was never able to make 
a pass on him there at the end - when | 
needed to. I’m happy with third. The 
last few races my bike has just really 
been dialed in and it’s definitely made it 
easier on me out there. Hopefully, I can 
carry the momentum I have right now 
into the next race and hopefully win 
one.” 

Pegram credited much of the change 
in his fortune to getting back to the 
basics. 

"^| thought I could do well, but the 
season this year has been terrible - just 
terrible,” Pegram said. “My confidence 


has gone way down. I was riding slower 


at all the tracks. I did well at some of the 
tracks last year and I wasn't doing well 
there this year on the 600. I came to this 
race with the attitude of not worrying 
anymore about my career. I felt like the 
superbike wasn't capable of winning yet 
and I wasn't riding it very well - 
because I wasn't real motivated. I think 
that hurt me on the 600 as well. I think 
my confidence level just continued to go 
down. I trained really hard for this race 
because I knew about the altitude, the 
length of the race. I just decided I wasn't 
going to worry about anything any- 
more. I was just. going to go out and 
have fun and ride like I used to - and 
not try to fix the superbike. This week- 
end, haven't even touched anything on

it. I just came here and decided I was 
going to ride and it seemed to work 
really well. We're going to go to Vegas 
with the same attitude." 

Behind the top three came first Chan- 
dler, then Nicky Hayden and finally 
Crevier, still the championship leader. 

"The bike just ran too hot and it 
wasn't accelerating off the corners,” 
Crevier said. "The break was bad for us 
- the bike just got too hot. I’m pretty 
happy. Pridmore had me clean and he 
gave me a position. And Aaron (Yates) 
helped as well. I owe it to the Suzuki 
riders in this опе, especially Jason (Prid- 
more). This was the worse finish of the 
season for me, and we're lucky we got 
what we got." 

One of the most eventful rides went to 
Ben Bostrom. The American Honda fac- 
tory rider was given the meatball flag for 
missing the chicane and was forced to pit 
for a stop-and-go-penalty. He fought 
back, only to crash on the final lap. 

“I bent it in there, clicked it into 
fourth and she found neutral," Bostrom 
explained. "I lost the front and went 
right on to the NASCAR track. I was 
like, "Look at this, they've got cones all 
set up. Should I go below them or above 
them? I'll go above ‘em.’ So I went high, 
did like one lap, and they meatballed 


me. I guess I was supposed to go below. - 


the cones. I came in, did a stop-and-go, 
went back out, found neutral again, 
went off the track again and lost more 
time. I was riding pretty easy, but I was 
catching up to those guys so fast I 
couldn't understand it. Then I just made 
a stupid move. I had nothing to gain. 
(Todd) Harrington and (Aaron) Yates 
were in front of me and I thought, 


‘Okay, I'll just finish right here.” But ? 


then there was а lapper and I was mad. 1 
thought, ‘I’m gonna stuff this asshole, 
but he wasn't. He was a fine guy. I went 
low and I was in the dirty part of the 
track. It stepped all the way out and 1 
think when the back end hit the tacky 
part of the track it just went wrrrrp. 1t 
sent me flying. I messed myself ир.” €N

Hayden, 
comfortably

here were a few certainties that 

fans of the 750cc Supersport Series 

had grown comfortable with this 
year..One was that one or both of 
HyperCycle Suzuki's team riders would 
be leading the pack at the end of the 
race; the other was that one or both of 
them just might be disqualified after- 
warci 

While the team remains, now called 
Team Suzuki Sport, the HyperCycle 
name is gone. So is teammate Jason 
Pridmore, who elected to withdraw 
from the 750cc Supersport class rather 
than perhaps end up with a somewhat 
questionable second consecutive cham- 
pionship. 

Ali that's left is Nicky Hayden - and 
if you're looking for certainty, here's 
one: He wins. 

It took seven laps for the AMA road 
racing rookie to turn his fourth-place 
start into a lead, but once he did, it stuck 
that way, with a certain certainty. By the 
end of the race, Hayden had just over 
six seconds in hand - and his fourth win 
of the season - over early leader and sec- 
ond-place finisher Steve Rapp. 

"I saw Steve getting away and I knew 
I had to get by those guys in a hurry or 
he was just going to be gone," Hayden 
said. "I got around them and I caught 
Steve and he made a little mistake and I 
was able to get by him pretty quick. | 
just got out front and put my head down 
and put in some quick laps, trying not to 
take too many chances in traffic." 

Карр, admittedly, had other fish to 
fry. А win would surely be nice, but a 
championship might be nicer. The San 
Gabriel Mountain Spring Water rider 
led the series coming to Colorado by 12 
points over Barnett Tool & Engineer- 
ing’s Rich Alexander Jr., and leaves 
leading by 15. He needed to beat 
Alexander to stay where he was in the 
points table, and beat Alexander he did. 
Rapp was off, the line well riding a bike 
with a "bone stock" motor after his 
good one went sour, and quickly pulled 
out a gap over the rest of the field. After 
being displaced by Hayden, Rapp rode 
a smart race, timing his moves through 
the heavy lapped traffic wisely to end 
up with about a second over third- 
placed Alexander.

"Sticking with Nicky wasn't really 
my main goal," Rapp said. "I mean, I 
always want to win, but at this point in 
the game it's like, you know, I'm not 
going to hang it out to try to win and 
lose the champoinship over it. Nicky 
was riding good, and good for him. 

"I had a great start,” Rapp added. ' 
didn't look at my pit board, I was just 
going. I didn't know how far Rich was 
until about halfway through the race. 1 
knew what I had to do and I feel good 
that I finished ahead of him." 

Alexander might have been more of a 
factor for Rapp had it not been for an 


early-race incident with Cycles of Palm 


Beach’s Jamie Bowman that dropped 
him from fourth to at least eighth. One 
of his main obstacles to getting back into 
a podium position was now a heated 
battle for third that involved Zero Grav- 
ity’s Jake Zemke, Bowman and Ricci 
Motorsports’ Jimmy Moore. 

“It was a really good battle when | 
was catching up,” Alexander said about 
his charge back to third after nearly tag- 
ging Bowman in the braking zone for 
the turn entering the infield. “Those 
guys (Zemke, Bowman and Moore) 
were going back and forth. I saw it was 
a good battle and I thought that when I 
got up there, it was going to be tough. 1 
just went through one each lap and just 
picked them off. I figured after 1 got by, 
I knew I was going to pull away because 
they were kind of holding me up. ! was 
assuming they would keep battling 
pretty harsh." 

They did keep battling after Alexan- 
der was past, and it was indeed pretty 
harsh. It was harsh enough, in fact, that 
it left one of them on the ground. 

“I had a little incident with Jimmy 
Moore there - he hit me going into the 
esses over here and knocked my pipe in 
and screwed me up for a lap or two,” 
Zemke said. "I was getting ready to 
bend it in to the right toward the hay 
bales (in turn seven) and he hit me right 
there and threw me up straight. I tried to 
throw it in the corner but I just had way 
too much speed, so I just went straight 
through the grass. I looked back and Saw 
no one was coming and out I came." 

Moore wasn't so lucky - he hit the 
ground, though he was able to remount 
and finish the race in 12th place. 

“I didn't want to let Alexander get by 
and take off, so I tried to put my move 
on Zemke and he came down on top of 














me and we touched а little (in turn 
буе), Moore said. "We came into the 
next turn and we touched a little more 
and I actually ran into the back of his 
bike. In trying to keep from running off 
the track, I tucked the front end and 
crashed. In hindsight, I just should have 
run straight run off the track and joined 
in the next turn. I guess that's what hap- 
ens when you're pumped." 

Pole qualifier James Randolph wit- 
nessed the melee ahead of him, unim- 
pressed, but unlike Alexander he was 
never able to muscle his way through 
and he ended up fifth after Moore left 
the party. 

"Seemed like those guys wouldn't let 
up on each other - they just kept on 
banging into each other," Ricci Motor- 
sports-sponsored Randolph said. “1 
would make time on them when they 
would do that, then Га get in there and 
they'd slam the door on me again. They 
were goofing themselves up and every- 
body up. You see what happens. Zemke 
rode off the track and rode right back on 
in front of everybody; Moore, he 
crashed; then bowman rode straight off. 
That's racing... 

Bowman recovered from his off-track 
excursion to finish seventh behind Don- 
nell’s Motorcycle's Shane Clarke, who 
moved up in the field from a lonely 
eighth to a lonely sixth on the errors of 
those ahead of him. 

Hooters Restaurant’s Paul Harrell 
trailed teammate Mario DuHamel until 
around the 14th lap to take over eighth 
place until the end of the race, with 
DuHamel finishing ninth. 

Yamaha Suzuki Sports Center’s Erik 
Schnackenberg, riding a GSX-R600, was 
lOth. CN

t the end of the hot Colorado 
afternoon, Erion Racing’s Kurtis 
Roberts had his second Elf Race 
Fuels/Lubricants 250cc Grand Prix win, 
and Performance Machines’ Roland 
Sands had his first 250cc title. Neither 
came easily, but of the two, Sands’ 
result, by virtue of him finishing third, 
was the more inevitable. Roberts’ result, 
though, was the more thrilling. 

First, the race. 

The boys were at it again on a sunny 
day at Pikes Peak International Race- 
way. World Sports Imports’ Chuck 
Sorensen and his Yamaha led all but the 
final two laps, when Roberts used a 
lapped rider to take over the lead. 
Sorensen didn’t wait long to strike back, 
but Roberts used his head, blocked the 
move, and added this win to the one he 
took at Mid-Ohio back in July. Sorensen 
was second, just .256 of a second back. 
That's the short version. 

The long version shows that the race 
was run in two legs after a red flag on 
the ninth lap brought the 22-rider field 
to a halt. Sorensen was out front at the 
time, with Roberts nipping into his lead. 

“I got a bad start and I think we still 
could've caught him," Roberts said. "He 
wasn't much more farther ahead on that 
start than the other one, but I was in 
fifth, and I came from fifth, and I had to 
get past Randy (Renfrow), which took 
forever. And I had to get past Roland 
(Sands), which took forever. They just 
held me up. Then, once we got around 
them, we started catching Chuck 
(Sorensen) a little bit. We took it from 
2.6 (seconds) to 1.8, so we were catching 
him. And we finally got the red flag and 
got a better start." 

The second leg would begin after 
only a 15-minute delay and would be 22 
laps. The riders were gridded from their 
positions at the end of the seventh lap, 
the last one the entire field completed. 

Serensen again got the jump, but this 
time Erion Racing's Randy Renfrow was 
second, in front of teammate Roberts 
(who'd botched turn one), Moto Liber- 
ty's Takahito Mori (who'd had a vicious 
high-side tumble in his heat race), and 
Sands. 

Roberts got around Renfrow on the 
10th lap, three laps into the restart, and 
set off for Sorensen. At the midpoint of 
the race he had it down to about 10 bike 
lengths, and he kept the pressure on. By 
lap 20, he was right on him, and 
Sorensen knew it. 

“When you're leading somebody like 
that, and you know you're going ten- 
tenths, you're just waiting for something 
to happen," Sorensen said. "Because 





you're looking at your lap board and 
you're going faster than you've gone 
before in practice and qualifying, and 
you know you're just waiting for some- 


thing to happen." 








It would happen, but it would take 
time, until there were less than three 
laps to go. Roberts saw his opening on 
the final, tight left-hand bend leading 
onto the front straight. There was a 
lapped rider there and Roberts made his 
decision to go on the inside. 

"| squared it off,” Roberts said. “He 
(Sorensen) went to the outside. I knew it 
was the wrong move. There was a lap- 
per there, he went on the outside, I went 
on the inside, I squared it off and just 
moved up over on him. You've just got 
to do it." 

“It was kind of frustrating, leading it 
for so long and then maybe I made 
some wrong decisions with some lap- 
pers, but I was just trying to be aggres- 
sive and get by them as quick as possi- 
ble," Sorensen said. "I went underneath 
a lapper and went wide. I knew he was 
going to get me on the exit and I came 
into turn seven with the wheel ahead of 
him, but his wheel was right there and 
it was like, with the wheel there, it 
would have bumped off and taken him 
out." 

There were more than two laps left 
and Sorensen wasn't finished. He tried 
Roberts again at the tight left at the end 
of the back straight on the next lap and 
made a final push in the same place on 


the final lap. His best chance would ` 


come in the ensuing corner, a 180- 
degree right, but Roberts anticipated the 
move. 

“I actually planned on him coming 
back by me," Roberts said. “Не tried to 
pass me, actually on the brakes - missed 
the corner a little bit, and I got him on 
the drive. This was on the last lap. I 
moved out when I passed him, to the 
white line, so he had to go to the outside 
of me, so we were even. And he's not 
going to do nothing from there. I just 
kept it straight up and moved him off 
the line. My bike was lacking a little bit 
this weekend. It ran the best it has this 
weekend. It worked out." 

Roberts credited some measure of 
this win to the work that American 
Honda had done to his Honda RS250 
recently. 

"The bike has a Showa front end. The 
front end's been changed, the geometry 
- we have an insert that we can change it 
now," he said. "We've also got the 
swingarm; we've actually got angle on 
it, which the Honda doesn't have. It's 
kind of a flat swingarm, which hurts. 
It'S actually got five inches of ride 
height. They didn't change the pivot, 
they changed it by using an RC45 shock; 
they raised it up just with linkage. 
That's the only different parts on it. It's 
not night-and-day better, but it’s more 
feeling, which helps. It's more feeling, 
so you can feel what's going on. You can 
feel the front end now, you can feel the 
rear, you can slide. Like I was squaring 
all the corners off by sliding it, just pick- 
ing it up and sliding it - which you've 
been able to do on a Honda. We still 
might want to get more traction in it, 
but it's a lot better." 

The race for third was as good as, if 
not better than, the race for the lead. It 
began with three riders - Renfrow, Mori 
and Sands - going after the spot, and 
ended up as a fight between Renfrow 
and Sands after Mori crashed out in turn 
three on the 18th lap. 

At that point he was a comfortable 
third, with Renfrow and Sands behind. 
Performance Machine's Mark Foster 
was at the tail end of the trio and not 
making any moves. Foster, who is 
Sands’ teammate, knew that Sands had 
to finish fourth or better to get the title 
and wasn't going to get in the way. 

“I didn't really want to be there 











because I knew Roland had to finish 
fourth," Foster said. "And there was 
times when I almost had both of them 
on the brakes and I was like, ‘I don't 
even want to be here; Roland's my best 
friend.' The championship means more 
than me getting third. I ended up back- 
ing off. I didn't want to be there. It 
meant a lot to me that he won the cham- 
pionship because we're such good 
friends." 

With Mori out, Sands was more or 
less assured fourth. In addition to win- 
ning five races this year, he'd been on 
the podium every other outing, except 
for a fourth at Sears Point, so getting 
fourth didn't seem like a stretch, though 
he was aware of it the whole time. 

"As much as I wished I could've 
been up there with them, I just didn't 
want to take the chance," Sands said. “I 
really did want to finish on the box, 
because finishing fourth would've 
sucked." | 

Fourth wasn't easy - not with Ren- 
frow in front. Sands took the spot on lap 
22 and looked to be pulling away before 
Renfrow reeled him in. He went by on 
the 26th lap and held him off until the 
last tour of the 1.3-mile facility. That's 
when Sands made his move. 

“1 saw Randy, and I saw Mori crash 
and Randy’s right there, and I was pret- 
ty sure if I set him right there in one, I 
could get him," Sands said of his early 
turn-one pass. "I did get him and I 
thought I could pull away and then I got 
tweaked by a lapper and kooked out 
and didn’t make a pass when I should 
have, because I was just kind of being 
too careful. Randy caught me again and 
passed me back again and I was like, 
‘Man I've got to get him, Гуе got to get 
him.' I was just happy to make that pass 
on the last lap to get third. Sounds like I 
was lucky I did." 

For his part, Renfrow said he wasn't 
able to get through the infield sweeper 
as well as he should have. 

“1 slid through the sweeper every 
lap," Renfrow said. "I couldn't make 
myself go any faster through there." 

The sweeper would be where Ren- 
frow would make his move on the last 
lap. 
E gave Roland a shot, but I couldn't 
get my drive," Renfrow said. He made 
one final push to the line, but came up 
short. "I started coming up on him and 
thought I had him." 

“1 feel relieved, mostly," Sands said 
of his first title. “This weekend I was 
pretty stressed out. I think it showed in 
my riding. I was kind of scared this 
weekend. I wasn't doing it like I usually 
do it. I was having to try hard to go fast. 
This weekend I kind of had to do that. 
l'm happy to have finished third today. 
These guys were riding real good today. 
I had about four or five hairy moments. 
That first lap, everybody tried to out- 
brake each other going into one and I 
was just kind of hanging back, thinking, 
‘Don’t get in the middle of this, some- 
thing's going to happen.’ I was kind of 
just waiting for something to happen. 
Everyone went wide and I just dove for 
the inside and Randy (Renfrow) came 
back across the track right into my front 
wheel and I had to totally bend the 
thing in. He smashed me and I almost 
went down, and it was pretty hairy. 

"From what I knew, I had to get 
fourth, and there was no way I was 
going to finish today and not get 
fourth," Sands added. 

Sands ended the day with 362 points, 
40 better than Roberts and 43 more than 
Sorensen. 

Behind Foster came Geep Terranova, 
all alone in sixth on the Terranova Paint- 











ing Yamaha. Then came Ranson Street 
Racing's Jeff Vos, who disposed of 
Longhorn Motorsports Ryan Landers in 
the final stages after passing him just 
before the halfway mark. Both were 
Honda-mounted. 

Behind Landers, in succession, came 
Fabweld's Greg Esser and Team Motor- 
ra-Rennsport's Perry Melneciuc. CN

AMA Pirelli Formula Xtreme Series 
Round 10: Pikes Peak International Raceway

raves Motorsports' Mark Miller 
took his first-ever AMA profes- 
sional road race win in the Pirelli 
Formula Xtreme class, but it wasn't 
enough to stop Erion Racing' Eric 
Bostrom from taking the class title on a 
hot and sunny afternoon at Pikes Peak 
International Raceway. 

“TH take it,” Miller said after com- 
pleting 29 laps, run in two segments due 
to an early red flag, on the 1.3-mile 
course. "I'll take this win for Yamaha 
and Graves Motorsports any way we 
can get it right now, and go on to Vegas 
and see if we can't do it with everybody 
finishing the race healthy." 

Miller was referring to the problems 
faced by both riders on the Erion Racing 
team. Eric Bostrom's Honda CBR900RR 
overheated while he had a commanding 
lead, dropping him to third, and Tripp 
Nobles was forced out with overheating

problems. Miller had problems of his 
own. 

Miller's job was made more difficult 
when he lost his left knee puck on the 
first lap of the restart, lap five of 29. It 

was a considerable loss on a track which 
is weighted heavily with left-hand 
turns. It didn't stop him, though, from 
taking his first win by nearly seven sec- 
onds. 

"This whole track is left-handers 
except for one turn, and | didn't have a 
left knee puck,” he said. “I was trying to 
turn the bike with the regular lines. A 
lot of really slow, really high-lean-angle 
corners - especially the bus stop, I think 

s three. You've got to really hang off 
5 just pick the bike back up on your 
knee and ] couldn't do it. So I basically 
was pushing all the weight on my bike. 1 
was pushing the front without the knee 
puck on it." 

Because the race had been red- 
flagged on the fifth of 29 laps, there was 
no official time or average speed. The 
margin of victory was 6.986 seconds. 

What Miller said helped him was the 

continued development of the Yamaha 
R1. 

"We're really happy with the Yama- 
ha and the R1, and Graves Motorsports 
have just been working their butts off to 
get that bike faster," Miller said. "There 
isn't a single component on that 
machine that isn't a stock component. 
They've reground an intake cam and 
reworked some stuff, but it's a stock 
engine. So this is the fastest it's been all 
year. We actually ran CV carburetors 
instead of our flat slides to make it a lit- 
tle more tractable around a short track 
like this. So that took away from our top 
speed just a hair, but it got us off the 
corners pretty good." 

What they're working on the most, 
he said, is acceleration. 

“We don't have a lot of compres- 
sion, we don't have a lot of the parts 
that we do need for this open-liter kind 
of unlimited class," Miller said. "And 
when we come off the corners, the 
main thing we're off of right now is 
acceleration. At a short track like this, 
we don't have a close-ratio gearbox, 
we don't have an electric shifter. And 
those two things right there I guaran- 
tee you is half a second. Because you 
can just slide all the way up to the 
banking. The way I’m doing it right 
now, our gearbox is spaced out so far I 
literally have to use the clutch from 
second to third, which makes a spin- 
ning motorcycle very abrupt, and then 
come back dumping the clutch with 
another spin and it's really kind of 
hairy. The bike is accelerating better, 
it's cleaner all the way throughout, and 
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it doesn't stop making horsepower. It 


just keeps making it." 

The only thing that has stopped 
Bostrom this year has been his motor- 
cycle. Except for his mechanical failure 
at Laguna Seca, he's won every race. 
Today the gremlins struck again. 

On the 21st of 29 laps, the Honda 
CBR900RR overheated, causing him to 
slow dramatically. He gave up the lead 
to Miller and was passed by one other 
rider before the bike came back to life 
and carried him to a solid third-place 
finish and his second AMA professional 
road racing title. He'd won the 1997 
Harley-Davidson TwinSports title and 
the 1996 Harley-Davidson 883 Dirt 
Track title. 

Bostrom was assured of the class 
championship when teammate and title 
rival Tripp Nobles dropped out with 
less than 10 laps to go. At that point 
Bostrom was in front, but he would 
soon fall back, though by virtue of 
Nobles stopping, he had the crown. 

“I was just trying to get out there and 
establish myself out in the lead and I 
thought we'd done a decent job of it and 
then, I don't know, it just cut out," 
Bostrom said. "It wouldn't run. I 
thought it was going to die. It didn't die, 
and then fortunately in the end it actual- 
ly picked back up and we were able to 
conserve it to third. I’m happy to be 
here. I feel lucky to be here." 

Bostrom went on to explain that he 
didn't know what it was at first. 

“It started to flutter a little and I was 
kind of wondering what was going on," 
he said. "I think it actually happened 
the first time on the front straight. There 
wasn't anything I could do about it. It 
was really weird. It was like fuel starva- 
tion. It would just barely get enough 
fuel to run. It, was weird, though. If I 
leaned it into the turns, it would run a 
little bit, then it would die again. So I 
was trying to actually get the thing to 
the side to make it run, but in the end it 
picked back up." 

The third-place finish netted Bostrom 
30 points and gave him an insurmountable 
51-point cushion with only the final race in 
Las Vegas to be run in a month's time. 

“I just want to win,” Bostrom said. 
“Every race I ride, I want to win. I’m 
planning on beating up on them next 
time for getting champagne in my eyes." 

Nobles’ day was jinxed almost from 
the start. First his electric shifter quit, 
and then his bike began to overheat, 
spewing water and making him think 
twice about continuing. He pulled in on 
the 20th of 29 laps. 

Second, in his first AMA pro podium 
finish, was a local rider, RYHO Racing’s 
Josh Graham, who lives in Littleton, 
Colorado. Riding a 1990 Yamaha OW01 
chassis, with an FZR1000 engine, Gra- 
ham scrapped early with Miller and 
Nobles before settling into third when 
his electric shifter broke, just before a 
gearbox gremlin which prohibited him 
from downshifting below third gear. 

“I had a quick shifter go out on me 
and that slowed me down a little bit in 
this back section back here," Graham 
said of the problem that arose just after 
the halfway point. "Then I had a prob- 
lem with third gear. I couldn't come off 
that back straight back there, I couldn't 
downshift past third. So Га come off 
sixth down to fourth gear and it 
wouldn't go past fourth. So I had to 
come off that horseshoe back there in 
third gear, which was just not the gear I 
needed to be in. I lost a lot of time right 
there. At that point I kind of relaxed and 
said, “Hey; let's finish this thing and see 
where we end up.’ " 

He ended up a solid second, about 12 
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seconds in front of Bostrom, who had 
more than 20 on fourth-place finisher 
Dean Mizdal, the Fastrax Racing Suzu- 
ki-mounted rider. 

Fifth, at some distance, and the last 


rider Miller didn't lap, was Orange 


County Triumph's Curtis Adams. 

Then came Hooters Restaurants' 
Mario DuHamel, followed at a distance 
by Majestic Pools & Spas' Mark Ledes- 
ma. 

A trio of Colorado riders filled out 
the top 10: Vickery Motorsports' Dou- 
glas Vickery was eighth, Stobridge 
Delivery's Russell Stobridge was ninth, 
and Vickery Motorsports' Martin Sims 
was 10th. CN

range County Triumph's Paul 
Harrell came to Pikes Peak Inter- 
national Raceway with but one 
thing on his mind when it came to the 
AMA's inaugural Pro Thunder Champi- 
onship: a number-one plate. 

As the series points leader coming 
into the penultimate round, he had the 
best shot at getting that much closer to 
what would be his first-ever AMA 
championship, and his uneventful win

in the red-flag-shortened 24-lap race did 
just that. 

“I really want to win a number-one 
plate in the AMA," Harrell said after the 
race on a sunny and hot Colorado Rock- 
ies afternoon. “This is, I have to admit, 
one of the easiest classes to win a num- 
ber-one plate in, but it's still an AMA 
National number-one plate and I want it 
bad. So, at the next race, the last race, 
I'm going to come out hard there. I want 
to win this thing badly, and I know I can 
do it." 

. At this point in the game, there are 
only two other riders who have a chance 
to stop him from his goal, and the order 
they finished in the race is the order 
they were running in the Championship 
entering this round: Tilley's Harley- 
Davidson /Buell's Shawn Higbee - sec- 
ond today -'ала Orange County Tri- 
umph's Curtis Adams, who finished 
third. 

Higbee - riding his B bike after a 
crash in practice destroyed his best bike 
- fired off the line at the start and pulled 
out a small gap over the pursuing Harell 
and Adams, the Buell rider setting a 
pace for the top three that would pull 
them out to a 38-plus-second lead over 
fourth place at one point in the race. 

After a brief early-laps tussle with 
Adams, Harrell broke free of his fellow 
T595 Daytona rider and began to close 
on Higbee, making up the most ground 
on the front straight. On the 11th lap, 
Harrell stuck a wheel in on the Buell 
rider entering the chicane but opted not 
to pass Higbee - whose air-cooled bike 
was getting hot enough that it began to 
burn his feet through his boots - just yet. 

“I was seeing if I could get him to 
make a mistake," Harrell said. "I was 
sticking a wheel in here and there, but 
he's usually pretty calm. I knew his bike 
was getting hot and I saw the smoke 
and stuff, so I just was trying to push 
him around a little bit but at the same 
time keep a smooth pace myself. My 
temperature was running in a good spot 
and I knew I could get him in a few 
spots, so I just kind of let him do the dri- 
ving." 

Harrell only let him lead for a few 
more laps, taking over at the start of the 
14th lap on the front straight as Higbee's 
bike appeared to have slowed. 

"It was burning my feet extremely," 
Higbee said. "I was taking my feet off 
the pegs, trying to get some air on them. 
I thought I was going to get some third- 
degree burns on my feet. The tempera- 
tures here are just really brutal on the 
bike. Being an air-cooled engine, I think 
we were at a slight disadvantage. It got 









extremely hot. It slowed down a little bit 
and that's all it took for Paul to get by 
me on the straight there." 

That was it as far as the race for the 
lead was concerned, with Harrell able to 
pull out to a three- to four-second mar- 
gin and keep it until the. red flag flew, 
despite having to "ride the temperature 
gauge," short-shifting and backing off as 
his bike heated up, then getting back on 
the throttle when it cooled. 

By the time Higbee had been 
dropped to second place, Adams was 
already into bike-conservation mode 
after his Triumph started misfiring 
about 11 laps into the race. He'd had 
high hopes about racing for the win and 
had clearly been able to keep the pace 
his fellow championship contenders 
were holding, but he was ultimately just 
happy to have finished the race and 
probably lucky it was red-flagged when 
it was, moving the finish line he was 
looking for a few laps closer to his ailing 
machine. 

"| felt like we were running a pretty 
comfortable pace and that I'd just kind 
of wait until the end and make a really 
good race of it," said six-time Pro Thun- 
der race winner Adams. "But probably 
about lap 12 or so the thing just felt like 
it started slowing down a little bit and 
just gradually got worse and worse. 
Then finally something began to fail on 
it. Automatically, your thought process- 
es go from trying to win the race to fin- 
ishing the race. So from lap 14 or so, all I 
was concerned with was trying to get 
the thing to the finish line." 

In the latter stages of the race, third- 
placed Adams was so far in front of 
then-fourth-placed Michael Gage - also 
riding for Orange County Triumph on a 
T595 - that he probably could have 
walked the final laps and still gotten 
third. Adams was about half a minute 
ahead when he started riding the low 
line on the front straight with his bike 
misfiring terribly, but during the 25th 
lap, Gage - who held fourth most of the 
race - crashed in the left-hand turn 
entering the infield and needed medical 
attention, so the race was stopped, with 
the finishing order taken from the previ- 
ous lap. 

Ultimately it was Tempe, Arizona's 
Mark Ledesma who landed fourth 
place, clawing his way up from as far 
back as seventh, riding a 500cc Kawasa- 
ki and passing fifth-place finisher 
Shawn Conrad late in the race. Ledes- 
ma, clearly at a power disadvantage, 
would get left behind on.the straights, 
but he was able to slowly chip away at 
the margin ahead of him in the infield. 

There were 13 finishers, the top five 
credited with being on the lead lap 
when the race was stopped. CN

DELMONT, PA, SEPT. 6 
eavy metal thunder rang out 
through the hills of Delmont, 
Pennsylvania, on Sunday after- 
noon as Doug Henry rode his Pete 
Steinbrecher-tuned Yamaha 
YZ400F to hard-fought 2-1 moto 
scores to take the overall victory at 

the 10th annual Steel City National. 

And in fairy-tale fashion, the Steel 
City National, held in the deep-green, 
tree-shrouded outskirts of Pittsburgh - 
once one of the world’s largest manufac- 
turers of steel - served as an ad hoc 
retirement party for Henry’s longtime 
mechanic and confidante, Pete Stein- 


brecher. The highly respected tuner has

decided to call it quits after a long career 
on the AMA National circuit. 

“I wanted to go out there and win for 
him today," said the 1998 AMA 250cc 
National Champion, Henry, from within 
the jovial Yamaha pits. "Just like every 
weekend, there're things that can hap- 
pen and go your way, and sometimes 
there are days when things don't go 
your way. Today, I was just lucky that 
the race went my way. 

"You know, at first it was definitely 
kind of hard to get up for this one," 
Henry admitted. "This week I didn't do 
much. I sat on my front porch swing 
and just kind of took it all in. I was just 
real happy and couldn't believe I won 
the title. It was tough this morning. I 
don't know what it was - it was just real 
quiet or something - and I ended up 
sleeping till like eight in the morning, 
and I was just laying there in bed, think- 
ing, 'Man, I really don't have to get up 
to ride today.' It felt kind of weird, so ! 
needed something to give me incentive 
to go. So I just kept thinking of Pete out 
there today and how nice it would be to 
give him that first-place trophy to take 
home to Texas." 

After watching his rider - and close 
friend - outduel Team Suzuki's Greg 
Albertyn to claim the second moto and, 








with it, his fifth National win of the 1998 
250cc campaign, Steinbrecher was able 
to bask in the warm glow of an extra- 
ordinary season. 

"You know what?" said the friendly 
mechanic, shaking his head. "I didn't 
know it was going to happen. Whatever 
happened today was going to happen. I 
knew Doug wanted to race this track, 
and he's never done terrific here - he's 
done good, but he's never won here. 
(Prior to Sunday, Henry had never won 
a moto at Steel City.) I thought it might 
be a little bit difficult. Then, when 
Albertyn won the first moto and proved 
he was a cut above on this track, 1 
thought he was going to be hard to beat. 
So I was content to take whatever we 
could get. And then, holy smokes! You 
saw what happened. Гуе always said 
that Doug is so neat to work for because 
he's so full of surprises. He's been like 
that his whole life. He gives you every- 
thing he's got. 

"Heh - one last thing," added Stein- 
brecher while taking the blue plastic off 
the mighty four-stroke that shook the 









world this season. "I want to say to all 
my buddies that are still working on the 
circuit that ГЇЇ be thinking of them every 
weekend and every night that they are 
working late, and I'll be sitting on the 
couch and drinking a beer for them." 
Finishing second on the day was 
South African export and soon-to-be- 
married man Greg Albertyn. After an 
impressive first-moto victory that at one 
point saw him stretch out a lead of as 
much as 18 seconds, the three-time 
World Champion became sick in the 
Suzuki pits, which wreaked havoc on 
his performance in the second moto. 
“Well, I'm obviously frustrated that I 
didn't win," said a pale and listless 
Albertyn, his feet soaking in a bucket of 
ice water. “I just kind of ran out of 
Steam between motos. I must have 
drunk too much, and I ended up throw- 
ing up, so that didn't make me feel too 
good for the second moto. So I thought I 
would make a big charge at the start of 
the second and try and get away and 
break loose, but it just didn't work out." 
South Bend, Indiana's Mike LaRocco 
rode his Factory Connection/Jack in the 
Box /O'Neal Honda to a third-place- 
overall finish, and that helped put the 
finishing touches on a fine season. 
Heading into the Pennsylvania race, 
LaRocco and Team Suzuki's Mickael 
Pichon were locked in a tight points bat- 
tle for third place in the final 250cc point 
standings, and Steel City signaled high 








noon for the two combatants. And when 
the dust settled, it was LaRocco, 
through а solid 4-3 moto performance, 
who came out the last man standing. 

“I had to beat Pichon today and that 
happened, so that will give me third 
place in the final standings this year," 
LaRocco said while holding his young 
son after the race. "The things I wanted 


to have happen today did, so I feel. 


good. I'm not too happy with my year, 
actually. I didn't really win any races, 
and I really wanted to do that. I felt 
good riding, but I didn't get the results 
that I think I should have, so I'm kind 
of disappointed in that. But I'm real 
happy with my team and my bikes, so 
maybe half the season was good for 
me, but resultswise I was kind of dis- 
appointed. 

^We learned a lot this year," he con- 
tinued. "We've committed to riding 
Hondas with Factory Connection next 
year. This winter, we will have more 
time to get everything prepared to cre- 
ate a first-class situation. The things we 
learned this year we can take into next 
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year and make the right changes and 
decisions. I’m definitely looking for- 
ward to what we've got going next 
year." 

After trading moto scores with 
LaRocco, Team Suzuki's Larry Ward 
ended his 1998 season with fourth place 
overall at Steel City. 

“If 1 would have gotten a better start 
in the second moto and had a chance to 
win, I think I could have dug deep, but 
it was hard to find motivation today," 
claimed Ward from within the Suzuki 

transporter. "I was stuck with my new 
national number today, so I couldn't 
move up or move down today, so I was 
kind of just riding around today. 1 
would have liked to finish out the year 
on the podium, but a 3-4 day isn't too 
bad. I now plan to get ready for the U.S. 
Open of Supercross in Las Vegas, and 
hopefully I can wrap up my deal with 
Suzuki and be there on a 1999 bike." 

А battered and bruised Pichon ran 
fifth on Sunday afternoon. After starting 
the day off with a hard shunt involving 
a privateer rider during a morning prac- 
tice session, things didn't get a whole lot 
better for the native of Le Mans, France. 

"| passed Henry and was in second 
in the first moto," explained the person- 
able Frenchman while sipping a Diet 
Coke. "I then went down hard and got 
up and was in а fog. I just fell too many 
times today. I had a big headache dur- 
ing the second moto and didn't ride that 





good. I felt bad and didn't want to 
crash, and I just wanted to go home. 
But, overall, it was a good year. I didn't 
get hurt, and I had very few DNFs. I 
won à National and got second at the 
Vegas Supercross. I'm now going to go 
home and relax and get ready for the 
Motocross des Nations and the U.S. 
Open. | also signed with Honda today 
for two years, so I'm very excited about 
next year.” 

And so it went. With the completion 
of the Steel City National, and with 493 
total points to his credit, Doug Henry 
will enter the 1999 AMA Pro Racing 
Media Guide as the 1998 AMA 250cc 
National Champion. Despite the fact 
that he had no overall victories, a very 
consistent Greg Albertyn will now go 
off and get married knowing he is 
America’s number-two man, with 430 
points. LaRocco heads into the off-sea- 
son in the show position with 390 
points. Placing fourth, fifth and sixth in 
the final series standings are Pichon 
with 384, former champ Jeff Emig with 
353, and Larry Ward with 329, respec- 
tively. 

Founded by the late Dave Coombs, 
who succumbed to leukemia last month, 
Sunday marked the 10th anniversary of 
the Steel City National, held on a post- 
cardlike early autumn day beneath 
sunny, blue skies. More than 15,000 
spectators, out to take in the last race of 
the 1998 season, surrounded the immac-

ulately prepared, sweeping, high-speed 
racecourse, 

At precisely 2:05 p.m., the gate 
dropped on the first moto and the 40- 
man field rocketed up the start hill and 
into the tight 180-degree left-hand turn. 
After the requisite banging and shuf- 
fling, it was Henry snagging the 
holeshot, with Albertyn, Pichon, Ward, 
Kames Sports / Pirelli /Pro Circuit-baked 
Ohio privateer Mike Katin, and Kawasa- 
ki's Ryan Hughes in his thundering™ 
wake. As the field ran up the first of the 
many hills present on the Steel City 
course, Albertyn found his way past the 
new National Champion and immedi- 
ately pulled two seconds on the pack. A 
few turns later, Hughes put a quick 
move on Katin and moved into fifth. 
One lap later, Henry and Pichon began 
fighting over the second-place position. 
Turn after turn, Pichon would pull right 
up on the blue rear fender of Henry’s 
Yamaha, only to be denied the spot by 
the stubborn champ. Finally, on lap five, 
Pichon found daylight and moved into 
second. By this time, Albertyn, all alone 
out front, had opened up a lead of 
approximately eight seconds. On the 
next lap, LaRocco, who had steadily 
worked his way through the field, 
zapped Hughes for fifth. Behind the 
Kawasaki rider, who will leave Team 
Kawasaki this winter, ran Great Lakes 
Airlines/Bill's Pipes/ Factory Connec- 
tion privateer Heath Voss, White 
Knuckle Grips/ESE-supported Texan 
Jeff Dement and Ty Wallace. One lap 
later, Pichon clipped a fence post in a 
fast switchback section, which sent him 
to the dirt and out of contention. As the 
race neared the two-thirds mark, Ward 
caught fire and closed in on Henry but 
wasn’t able to mount a serious charge. 

“I pumped up,” admitted Ward. "I 
should have been able to catch Henry, 
but I was a little too pumped up to find 
a line and get by him, and as the race 
wore on, it got a little bit slippery, and it 
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was hard to pass. Also, the vent tube on 
my gas tank came off, and I was getting 
splashed with gas real bad, and I was 
worrying about it and was trying to put 
it back in on the jumps. When I quit 
worrying about it, I rode a lot better." 
As the race clock wound down - 
toward the 30-minute mark - it was 
Albertyn all alone out front, maintaining 
a 14-second lead, followed by Henry, 
Ward (who was some six seconds 
adrift), LaRocco (some 30 seconds back), 


"Hughes, Voss, a ruffled Pichon, Dement, 


Japanese Yamaha rider Takeshi Koike- 
da, and Katin. When the checkered flag 
flew, the top 10 would finish in that 
same order. 
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"Man, it's weird," he said following 
the moto. “In some races you ride effort- 
lessly and everything just comes togeth- 
er and you end up flying - and that was 
one of those. It was just fantastic." 

At 4:35 p.m., the gate dropped on the 
final AMA moto of the season. Slam- 
ming into the first turn at the sharp end 
of the pack were Albertyn, Katin, 
LaRocco and Ward. Albertyn led the 
field around the majestic Steel City 
track, with Henry riding right in his tire 
tracks. Behind Henry were a fast-start- 
ing Koikeda, LaRocco and Ward. As the 
shadows began to lengthen, Albertyn 
gave it his all as he attempted to put dis- 
tance between himself and a persistent 


Canadian Jean-Sebastien Roy was 
awarded a check for $5000 from U.S. 
Tobacco for being the top-finishing 
privateer (placing ninth) in the 250cc 
National Series. 





Henry. LaRocco, meanwhile, who had 
fought his way into third place, began to 
lose ground to the two front-runners. 

“I was running the same pace for a 
while and those guys kind of got into a 
race, and I got stuck back there by 
myself," explained LaRocco. "Making 
up one more place on the track wouldn't 
have made a difference anyway. I just 
got stuck." 

At the halfway mark, Henry began 
chipping away at Albertyn's eight-sec- 
ond lead. Lap by lap, he would chip 


. away at the time difference to the point 


that, on lap 10, he outbraked the South 
African at the bottom of the circuit's 
steepest hill, snatching the lead and, for 
all intents and purposes, the overall. 

. “1 felt strong in the first moto, but I 
was kind of fighting the bike,” 
explained Henry. "This is the kind of 
track where you have to flow and set up 
and ride real smooth, and I didn't seem 
to be doing that too good in the first 
one. Between motos, I tried to think 
about the track and get prepared to get 
out there and ride smooth in the second. 
I think Greg just got tired in the second 
moto, and I don't think I was any 
stronger." 

Albertyn, who had ridden so well in 
the first moto and appeared to be on the 
way to his first National win of the sea- 
son, fell victim to a troubled stomach 


апа a loss of energy. 


"The second - well, it just didn't 
come together," said the valiant Suzuki 
rider. "Getting sick between motos real- 
ly hurt me." 

Crossing the finish line a distant 
third was LaRocco. Larry Ward, who 
was more or less in a race of his own, 
rolled beneath the checkers in fourth. 

"In the second moto, I almost caught 
up behind LaRocco and tried to pass 
him and tried to pass him, but - I don't 
know. | should have dug a little bit 
deeper and kept trying to pass him. But 
it's the last race of the year, and I just 
kind of settled for fourth. That's not 
very good, but that's pretty much what 


happened. It was a tough track today 
because it got real dry and choppy, and 
it kept pounding at my back really bad." 

Koikeda had another strong ride to 
place an impressive fifth in the moto, 
while Pichon went through the motions 
to place sixth. Streits Motorsports /КРІ 
Racing /Pro-Actions' Jason Thomas 
placed seventh, and Thor/Kawasaki 
Carrollton/Team Green rider Josh 
Demuth was eighth. CN

6 
n the last day of Robbie Rey- 
nard's resurgent summer Nation- 
al season, the Primal Impulse / 
Suzuki /Scott/ Answer /Dunlop- 
backed Oklahoman finally put two 
motos together to win his first 125cc 
National event in more than three years. 
Reynard racked up 2-1 moto finishes on 
his Rob "Factory" Walters-tuned Suzuki 
to end the AMA/Mazda National MX 
Championship Series on a winning note. 

“Гуе worked hard all year long to 
put two together and today I finally did 
it,” said Reynard. "I'm really happy 
with the way the summer ended, but I 
really wish that it would have happened 
a little sooner. I never stopped working 
hard and this is a good way to end a 
season." 

АП summer long, Reynard has been 
on the fast track back into a factory big 
rig after spending the last three seasons 
with satellite teams for Suzuki and 
Honda. But his sensational moto wins at 
Unadilla, Millville and Broome-Tioga 
were all offset by poor starts in the other 
motos. This time Reynard put together 
two solid starts on what has proved to 
be his best track - of his five career 125cc 
National wins, the 21-year-old former 
child prodigy has won three of them at 
Steel City. Now Reynard is heading 
back to a full-factory ride with Ameri- 
can Suzuki, ending his three-year jour- 
ney back to the big rig with an overall 
win. 

Having already clinched the series 
title, 125cc class king Ricky Carmichael 
was set to use the Steel City race as a 
test session for his Motocross des 
Nations bike. However, after feeling 
that the pump-gas bike was a little 
down on power during Saturday's prac- 
tice session, Carmichael went back to his 
regular U.S. race engine. Unfortunately, 
Carmichael was involved in a huge first- 
turn pile-up in the opening moto and 
could only muster a 10th-place finish. 

With nothing left to lose, Carmichael 
went into the second-moto showdown 
with Reynard determined to prove that 
he still controls the class. After a good, 
clean start for both riders, the battle was 
on. However, Carmichael just didn't 
have his "A game" at Steel City, and the 
SplitFire/Pro Circuit/Kawasaki rider 
lost the race straight up to Reynard. 

"I only rode once this past week 
because of a hurricane down in the Gulf 
(of Mexico), and I just got beat today," 
said Carmichael after the second moto. 
"Robbie kicked my butt in the seCond 
moto and that was pretty much it. I won 
the championship, and I feel really good 
about the whole year, but today just 
didn't work out. I will tell you that it 
only makes me hungrier to get over 
there to the Motocross des Nations and 
win. I’m not going to slack off, and I'm 
going to give 110 percent over there." 

Finishing second overall at Steel City 
with 3-3 scores was Team Yamaha / 
Fox/Bridgestone's John Dowd, who 
also finished second overall in the series 
behind Carmichael. The 33-year-old 
Dowd admitted before the day started 
that Steel City was not one of his best

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tracks, but by the 
time it was over, he was pleased with a 
secorid-place trophy. 

"This track has been funny to me 
over the years, like having good finishes 
on bad days and bad rides when I feel 
really good," said Dowd of his past per- 
formances on the Steel City circuit. 
"Today, I rode okay and I ended up sec- 
ond overall, which is good for me here. 1 
don't know what it is about this place. 
Those other guys were really going fast, 
so I’m happy to finish where I did and 
get through the' race healthy, because 
we have a pretty important race coming 
up." 

Dowd was referring to the MX des 
Nations, where he will be riding in the 
250cc class. 

Third overall went to SplitFire/Pro 
Circuit/Kawasaki's Casey Johnson, the 
Yamaha of Troy-bound Californian who 
handed his team a going-away present 
when he won the first moto on Sunday. 

"I ve been working hard all year long 
to do this, and it's like a dream come 
true," said Johnson in the first-moto 
winner's circle. “I really want to thank 
Mitch Payton, Jim Perry and Bones from 
Pro Circuit and my mechanic, Dave 
Finney, for giving me great support all 
year long. This was a great way to repay 
them for all their help and support." 

Finishing a season-best fourth overall 
was yet another SplitFire/Pro Circuit 
rider, Nathan Ramsey. The aforemen- 
tioned Carmichael rounded out the top 
five overall. 

In the final point standings for the 
AMA /Mazda Truck 125cc National 
Championships, Carmichael finished up 
his second full season of professional 
racing with 525 points and a second 
title. Dowd ends the season as the vice- 
champion with 477 points, followed by 
Johnson and his 407-point tally. Rey- 
nard's season total was 371 points, edg- 
ing out Honda of Troy's Mike Brown 
and his 356 points. 

When the first moto lit off the gate 
just after Marcia Boyesen, the wife of 
engineering legend Eyvand Boyesen, 
sang the national anthem, Carmichael 
appeared to miss a shift, losing the 
advantage of the far-inside gate on the 








uphill start. Things would get worse 
when the Kawasaki rider reached the 
first turn midpack and went down in à 
pileup that also included Brown, Primal 
Impulse/Suzuki's Tony Lorusso, priva- 
teer Joe Oehlhof, and KTM-backed 
David Kratz. 

Up front, Dowd pulled the holeshot 
on his Yamaha, followed by Reynard, 
SplitFire/Pro Circuit's Nick Wey, 
FMF/Honda's Brock Sellards, and John- 
son. Reynard seemed tense riding near 
the front and lost several spots on the 
opening lap. Meanwhile, both Wey and 
Johnson moved forward and, for part of 
the lap, Wey was in the lead before his 
older teammate, Johnson, moved up to 
take over the lead before the end of the 
first lap. 

Johnson was putting on the same 
early charge that he had last weekend at 
Broome-Tioga, where he split from the 
pack early and appeared to be on his 
way to his first-ever moto win before 
Reynard reeled him in. This time John- 
son was hoping to get away and stay 
away. 

“I got a good start and went to the 
front and just pinned it," said Johnson 
of his strategy. "I knew that some of 
those guys might be coming up later, 
but I was going to charge the whole 
time and see what happened." 

One rider who would not be coming 
was Carmichael. The champ would 
complete the first lap in 20th place and 
the second lap in 14th. Carmichael 
would move forward a few more spots 
before another crash would ruin his 
hopes of making it all the way into over- 
all contention. He would finish the moto 
in 10th place. 

After falling back as far as sixth, Rey- 
nard started moving forward after 10 
minutes. Wey, Ramsey, Sellards and 
Honda of Troy/Axo/Oakley-backed 
privateer Matt Walker were his first vic- 
tims. By the time the race reached the 
halfway mark, Reynard was back up 
into second, having passed Dowd when 
the veteran made a mistake in a fast, 
sweeping section. Dowd also left the 
door open to Ramsey, who has been on 
a roll lately himself. For the rest of the 
moto, Dowd and Ramsey would duel 
for the final podium spot. In the end, 
Dowd would emerge victorious from 
their pitched battle. 

“I tried really hard the whole time 
because I wanted to be on the podium,” 
said Dowd. "I really wicked it up when 
I| saw that time was running out. Nathan 
and I had a good race." 

"l've been working all year long to 
get up on the podium, but John just beat 
me out there at the end," said Ramsey, 
who finished the season 10th overall in 
the final rankings. “I’m really proud of 
how hard I rode that moto, but it would 
have been much better if I had stayed 
ahead of John.” 

Behind the Dowd/Ramsey duel rode 
Wey with a solid fifth-place ride, fol- 
lowed by Chaparral Yamaha rider 
Jimmy Button and Mike Brown, who 
came from the same pileup that snagged 
Carmichael. Honda of Troy’s Stephane 
Roncada was eighth, Noleen Yamaha's 
Tim Ferry was ninth, and Carmichael 
was 10th. 

Johnson's lead was about 12 seconds 
when Reynard broke back into second, 
and, just as he did at Broome-Tioga, the 
Suzuki rider went about chipping away 
at the lead by two or three seconds a 
lap. When the white flag waved, he was 
right on Johnson's back fender. Urged 
on by the crowd, Reynard made his 
move through a jump-filled sweeper, 
snagging the lead from Johnson with 
half a lap to go. But rather than go away 








again without a fight, Johnson went 
right back at Reynard and used a slick 
outside-in block-pass in the following 
off-cambered, downhill sweeper. 

"As soon as he passed me, I told 
myself that there was only half a lap to 
go, and then I put my head back down 
and went after him,” said Johnson. “He 
left the door open a little bit and I got 
back in there. After that I just held on 
and rode as fast as I could.” 

“Casey was riding really well the 
whole moto, and I tried as hard as I 
could to get him, all the way across the 
finish line,” said Reynard later. "I was 
riding really tight at the beginning of 
the moto, but once I started to loosen 
up, I reeled him in. He made a good, 
aggressive move on me, and I give him 
credit for that." 

Dowd again pulled the holeshot in 
the second moto, but Reynard and 
Carmichael also got good starts, setting 
the stage for another showdown of the 
summer's fastest 125cc pilots. 

Reynard took over the lead from 
Dowd in the back section, but 
Carmichael was going backward. He 
lost third to Ramsey and was nearly 
passed by Honda of Troy's Stephane 
Roncada before settling down. 

“I was having a little bit of trouble at 
the start of the second moto when 1 
should have been going right after Rob- 
bie," said Carmichael later. 

Reynard was not pulling away from 
Dowd, but the lack of early pressure by 
Carmichael gave the Suzuki rider а 
chance to settle down and relax. 

“I didn't ride as tight at the begin- 
ning that time, but when Ricky did 
come up, I started to get a little tense,” 
admitted Reynard. "I knew that if I just 
rode my own race and didn't worry too 
much about him, it would be okay, 
because I was not going to get tired. l've 
been training really hard all summer, 
and I just don't get tired out there any- 
more. I also want to thank John Dowd 
for giving me room on the inside of the 
first turn to get through without going 
down, because he could have shut me 
off hard, but he doesn't ride like that." 

Reynard would need every bit of 
strength he had from the third lap on, 
because once Carmichael displaced 
Dowd, he went right after the leading 
Suzuki and pulled up to his back wheel. 
However, Carmichael never made a 
pass on Reynard, and the highly antici- 
pated battle would prove to be anti- 
climactic. As the laps clicked off, Rey- 
nard and Carmichael rode in formation, 
with Reynard at the point. The longer he 
stayed ahead of Carmichael, the faster 
he seemed to get, with his confidence 
building along the way. After 25 min- 
utes, Carmichael was losing ground, 
and in the end he let the Suzuki get 
more than 10 seconds ahead of him. 

"| just didn't have a good day, and I 


didn't ride my best, but I was trying 


really hard," said the disappointed and 
ever-competitive Carmichael. "It was a 
good year for me and my team, but I 
would have really liked to have won 
today." 

Dowd was a lonely third, followed 
by Brown and Ramsey. Roncada was 
next; then came Wey, Button, rookie 
Shae Bentley, and Sellards. €N

SPRINGFIELD, IL, SEPT. 6 
fter just missing out on a $15,000 
payday some 24 hours earlier, for- 
mer AMA Grand National Cham- 
pion Chris Carr showed the overflow 
crowd at the Illinois State Fairgrounds 
that he never makes the same mistake 
twice. 

For it was in Saturday's inaugural 
Hall of Fame dirt track race that Carr, 
probably a future Hall of Famer himself, 
comitted the sin of leading the pack off 
the final corner in the 10-lap, $50,000 
race, got drafted by former teammate 
Scott Parker, and had to settle for sec- 
ond place in a thrilling finish. 

But that was yesterday, and this was 
the Springfield Mile. And with precious 
Grand National Championship points 
on the line, the 32-year-old Californian 
who now resides in Fleetwood, Pennsyl- 
vania, vowed that he would not let it 
happen again. 

Carr remained true to his word, as he 
ran his Kenny Tolbert-prepared, Harley- 
Davidson of Sacramento /Phoenix Rac- 
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ing-backed XR750 off the final corner in 
second place, drafted past Corbin Rac- 
ing/Supertrapp's Rich King and also 
held off USC Racing/Lancaster H- 
D/Dodge Brothers’ Dan Butler in a 
photo finish to lock up career Grand 
National win number 37; it was only his 
second victory at the most famous of all 
dirt track motorcycle-racing facilities. 

Carr drafted his way into contention 
after running eighth on the first lap, and 
it wasn't long before he was battling his 
old nemesis Parker, as well as title rivals 
King and Will Davis, veteran Ronnie 
Jones and the resurgent Butler at the 
front of the 18-rider freight train. Carr 
was in a fortuitous position when the 
red flag was thrown after Dale Jenne- 
man oiled down the front straight on lap 
21. After reverting back to lap 20, Carr 
was placed third for the restart and the 
zany five-lap dash that followed. He 
was as far back as fourth on lap 23, but 
he led lap 24 and, when it counted most, 
lap 25. 

"It was a good day, a real good day," 
Carr said. "Good race. I felt like I had 
what it took to win even before the red 
flag came out. This place is amazing. It's 
like our World 
Series, our Super 
Bowl, Daytona or 
the Indy 500. Win- 
ning at Springfield 
is the epitome of 
our sport. This is 
really an honor." 

Carr had his

work cut out for him in order to earn 
that honor, as a couple of hungry riders 
drag-raced him to the finish line, each 
wanting to win for any number of rea- 


sons, let alone the fact that this was. 


Springfield. On the one side was King, 
who is engaged in a tight championship 
race with Carr, Parker and Davis, and 
who is so focused that he would proba- 
bly gouge out his competitors' eyes for 
the number-one .plate if given the 
opportunity. On the other side was But- 
ler, who has certainly proved himself to 
be the most improved rider on the cir- 
cuit, and who had been riding a positive 
emotional wave all day after setting fast 
time and earning the pole position for 
the final. In the end, King chose to lead 
Carr off the final curve, while Butler 
elected to follow, and King netted sec- 
ond, with Butler a close third. Such are 
the strategies, and gambles, that can 
mean the difference between agony and 
ecstacy in a split second on the mile. 
Even so, King was in a little of both after 
the finish, because although he had 
failed to bring home the win on his Sam 
Wessley-tuned Honda, he now shares 
the top rung on the points ladder. 

"I'm satisfied, and I'm not," King 
said. "I'm second again, but this one 
feels good. The bike was real good 
today. I knew that I wanted to stay in 
the lead pack and save the tire, and it's 
hard to do that when you're catchin' up 
from behind. Today, you had to manage 
your tire to be there at the end. When 
the red flag came out, we changed to a 
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tire that we thought would be good for 
five laps, and it worked." 

^| had to do something today," said 
Butler, who was no worse than sixth 
during the entire race. "I wanted to be 
on the box. Once again, Johnny (Goad) 
and Kenny (Mohler) had the bike dialed 
right in. This whole weekend has just 
been a blast. I love Springfield. It's just 
awesome. I'm just glad that my parents 
were here to see this, and I’m also glad 
that this race is going to be on television 
so that my wife can see it." 

Suffering his worst day at Springfield 
in quite some time - if it's even fair to 
the competition to call it that - was 
Harley-Davidson factory / AGV / HOG 
rider Parker, who has some 13 Spring- 
field Mile victories to his credit and was 
first at the Memorial Day Weekend run- 
ning of the event. Today, Parker found 
himself running all the way back in 14th 
on the opening lap. But Parker did as 
Parker does, making his way to the front 
seven laps later. He would lead nine 
laps altogether - twice as many as Carr. 
But after the restart, the 36-year-old 
Michigander just happened to be in the 
wrong place when it counted, and he 
wound up fourth after just beating 
Davis to the line. 

"Man, that was crazy out there on 
that last lap," Parker said with a gen- 
uine smile. "Those five-lap shootouts, 
you take them as they come. You know 
that everyone's going to be berzerk on 
that last lap. Before that red flag, you 
kinda know what you're gonna do with 
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your strategy. After it, you never know 
what's gonna happen." 

Davis sure found that out. The 33- 
year-old North Carolinian ran in the top 
five all main event, and he was absolute- 
ly killing the field in all four corners 


while he wrung out his TCR/Michigan . 


H-D Dealers Association/ Accel special 
on the high line just about every lap. He 
appeared to be all set to take his first 
mile win. Instead, he wound up fifth - 
that quickly. Such are the fortunes on 
the mile. 

"| just wish they'd put the finish line 
in the corners," Davis said. "Unfortu- 
nately, they leave 'em on the straight- 
away. But the fun I get out of this racin' 
is when I can pass 'em in the corners 
like I did. I can all the way from the 
fourth row. Can you believe that? One 
of these days, I’m gonna get smart 
enough to build a big lead or get in the 
right place, or something." 

What Davis and three of the other 
aforementioned top-five finishers сап 
count on these days, is that they are all 
embroiled in one of the most fascinating 
championship-points tussles in AMA 
Grand National-Championship Series 
history. Try this one on for size: Davis 
and King are now tied for the lead, with 
239 points. Parker is one point back, 
with 238, and Carr is one point further 
adrift, with 237. As the series heads 
west, it is still very much anybody’s ball 
game. Eat your heart out, Mark 
McGuire and Sammy Sosa. 


HEATS 


Carr led the opening heat race, as he 
traded spots back and forth with Adkins 
Racing/KK/Winchester H-D's Geo 
Roeder II early in the 10-lapper, but the 
lead draft got even busier, as Rose Rac- 
ing /Schaeffer's Harley-Davidson/B&B 
Trading's Kevin Varnes and Team Pow- 
ell's J.R. Schnabel joined in the fray. 
Carr led all but two laps across the 
stripe, and he took the win, while 
Varnes and Schnabel drafted past Roed- 
er and sent him to the semis. 

"We're the slowest,” Carr said later, 
after all the heats were completed. "The 
track was going to be what it was at that 
point, but I was surprised that it was as 
slow as it was. It's usually faster in the 
main than it is in the heats anyway." 

TCR/Michigan Harley-Davidson 
Dealers Association / Accel part-timer 
Ronnie Jones led the first lap of heat 
two, with H-D of Missouri's Joe Kopp 
and Gardner Racing /Walters Brothers 
H-D/BBRP rider Dan Stanley, 
Audiovox/ Quaker State /Donahue's H- 
D rider Brett Landes and F&S/KK/ 
Shepherd & Dragoo-backed Steve More- 
head also in the hunt for the win. Bar- 


tels’ H-D's Shaun Russell jumped into 
the fight as well, as the six riders drafted 
their way around, vying for the three 
available transfer spots. Kopp and 
Morehead fell off the lead draft on the 
back chute on lap nine, while Stanley, 
Landes and Jones dropped Russell on 
the front chute and drafted to a three- 
way finish at the line. Stanley got the 
nod. 

"That was just patience," Stanley 
said. "I followed some vets in practice, 
and I learned a lot about where to take it 
easy. You can ride aggressive all you 
want to, but you gotta be there at the 
end." 

Bartels’ H-D/RC Trucking's Jay 
Springsteen led the way for the first two 
laps of heat three, but Springer had his 
hands full with the un-retired Davey 
Durelle, who was subbing aboard a 
Skip Eaken-tuned Saddlemen/ 1-800- 
FASTHOG machine, Parker and King. 
The pair ran three- and four-wide for 
practically the entire distance, with 
Durelle getting the best drive off turn 
four on the last lap and taking the win 
over King and Parker. 

“I thought we were going to have to 
ride a semi for sure," Durelle said. “1 
didn't know if we'd be in the right posi- 
tion or not. But the bike is working good 
today, and I think that Гуе picked up 
the pace since yesterday. That was a lot 
of fun, but how can you come here and 
not have fun?" 

Butler and Davis battled it out with 
H-D of Missouri/Dave Burks Motor- 
sports’ Kenny Coolbeth and Coziahr 
Harley-Davidson's Paul Morgan III in the 
final heat race, with Morgan running just 
behind the other three for much of the 
race. Just when Morgan got into con- 
tention, Butler finally put together the 
winning move by blasting past Davis and 
Morgan in three and four on the last lap. 
Coolbeth also got past Morgan for third. 

"How was that for a last-lap banzai?" 
Butler said. "I could get Will real easy 
coming off the turn and pass him way 
before the line. I just distanced him in 
three and four, and it worked for me." 


SEMIS 


USC Racing/Sakaida Trucking /Sal- 
paka rider Terry Poovey had his new 
Honda RS750 running in top form as he 
beat Kopp to the line by 15 lengths in 
the first eight-lap semi. Frontier H-D/H- 
D Central's Dale Jenneman outran Rus- 
sell in the second semi, with Rookie of 
the Year-elect Bryan Bigelow being put 
on the trailer. Springsteen won the third 
semi, while Morehead just nipped fel- 
low Ohioan Roeder by the width of the 
front wheel to claim the last transfer 
spot of the day.

Davis, Poovey and Varnes got off to a 
bad start before the start, as all three 
jumped the line before the light turned 
green and were sent to the penalty line. 
On the second try, Durelle and Landes 
shared the holeshot, with Landes and 
Stanley pulling inside and past the 
leader as the 18 best dirt trackers in the 
country barreled down the back 
straightaway. Durelle led lap one but 
soon found himself steadily falling 
backward, however, as did Landes and 
Stanley. New players came to the fore, 
as Butler held the point on lap two after 
an incredible charge around the top in 
turns one and two. 

“I buzzed that thing around the top 
and just rolled around 'em in the first 
corner," Butler said. "Our bike was fast, 
and we knew it. I had seen Davis and 
Morehead go up there before, and 1 
knew that's where I could go in a 
pinch." 

Morehead, Davis and King were 
coming on strong as well. Carr was 
ninth, Parker 14th. 

Though the field never did stretch 
out, the men who would be fighting for 
the win began shuffling forward early, 
with Parker taking the biggest bite out 
of the field, as he was fifth by lap three. 

Carr was steadily progressing, and 
he soon found his way into fifth place. 

"| knew that the main would be hotly 
contested," Carr said. "I wasn't too wor- 
ried about the start. It was just a wall of 
guys until the red flag, and a wall of 
guys at the end." 

King led at the line on laps three, 
four and five, while Butler held the 
point on lap six, and then Davis poked 
his nose ahead of an almost-five-wide 
pack on lap seven. 

Meanwhile, Schnabel was back in the 
pack, bouncing between 10th and 13th, 
but the '96 Rookie of the Year admitted 
that he was having a ball. 

"That was so fun," Schnabel said. "I 
could see the leaders up there, but I just 
couldn't get to them. Everyone was so 
close it was unbelievable. That was the 
funnest race I ever rode." 

Ultimate ninth-place finisher Stanley 
wasn't in quite as jovial a mood. 

"I waited too long," Stanley said. 
“We ruined our tire and had to put a 
new one on for the final. Greg (Crow) 
told me to take it easy for about eight 
laps, and somehow I didn't see the 
halfway flags. By the time that we got 
restarted, I thought that we had 10 laps 
left." 

The torrid pace began taking its toll 
early, as Kopp dropped out with motor 
problems just a few laps into the race. 





He would ultimately be followed in by 


.Poovey (engine), Morehead (primary 


chain), Durelle (drive chain), Varnes 
(engine), Springsteen (ignition), and, 
finally, Jenneman (oil). Russell was the 
last rider to finish all 25 laps. 

Parker appeared to be the strongest 
rider in the middle stages of the race, as 
he ran wherever he wanted to and when- 
ever he wanted to aboard his Bill Wern- 
er-tuned piece. He led the field across the 
stripe on a string of laps, controlling the 
pace from laps 11 through 15 before 
Davis looked strong again, as he ran high 
in the turns to remain on the lead pace. 
King got upped his own personal pace 
on lap 17 as he ran second to Davis. 

Then Carr got back into the thick of 
things with a double draft of King and 
Parker, and he led lap 18. Springer final- 
ly came to the dance at about the same 
time, as he muscled his way from fourth 
to eighth before the red flag, which 
came when Jenneman's bike took a rock 
on an oil-line nipple and began hosing 
down the front straight. AMA starter 
Steve Faraci saw the oil and acted quick- 
ly, throwing the red flag. 

After a lengthy delay for the clean-up 
process, the field was restarted, with 
Davis taking his position at the front, 
followed by Parker, Carr, Jones and then 
King, as fifth-placed Springsteen had to 
start at the back after his crew exceeded 
the work time limit in an effort to repair 
his ailing machine. 

Jones, who was as high as third dur- 
ing the main event, remained in the 
hunt aboard his loaner bike, dropping to 
sixth at the finish. 

"Man, I ran right into the back of 
Chris on the restart,” Jones said. “The 
light went green, and I let out the clutch 
and looked up, and he wasn't gone. I 
smacked his back tire and had to pull in 
the clutch to avoid stalling the motor. 
Rich came up the inside of me by the 
time I got going again. I guess I just 
knocked Chris right to the front." 

Davis wasn't in the catbird seat for 
very long, as Parker, Carr, Butler and 
King all came calling, and although he 
was still making the outside line work, 
Davis found himself shut out when the 
leaders filed off the last corner. _ 

"I was expecting two guys to pass 
me, and instead four of 'em came up 
there," Davis said. "I had three on the 
inside of me, and one on the outside. 
Butler did what he was supposed to do. 
He came around me, and then cut across 
my front tire. It just killed all the 
momentum that I had." 

“I knew that Will was pretty much 
smoked," Parker said. "He'd been run- 
ning up there the whole time, and you 
knew where he was going to be. I might 
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have let him back in line on any other lap, 


but not on the last lap. Nobody will. I was 
looking for maybe two guys to be ahead 
of me there at the end. Three guys were." 

King was inside of Carr, and he was 
the one who elected to lead off the last 
corner. When they hit the stripe, Carr 
was the one who had the juice. Even so, 
AMA officials took an extra-close look 
at the videotape footage before handing 
Carr the checkered flag. 

“I felt very confident that I had won 
it,” Carr said. "I'd have been disappoint- 
ed if they had told me that I didn't win 
it. But this (points race) is unbelievable. I 
look back to Du Quoin, where I was in 
fourth place, 42 points out of the lead. 
Now I'm still in fourth place, and I’m 
two points out. I'm just glad that I have 
the chance to win this championship. I 
just have to finish it up." 

Second-placed King echoed Carr's 
thoughts. 

"This is where we want to be,” King 


said. "You've got four great riders going. 


for it out there. It ain't going to be over 
until Del Mar. This is the best weekend 
that I can ever remember for dirt track 
racing." 

Parker seemed less excited about the 
points chase, and even less concerned. 
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“It’s a race," he said. "Isn't that what 
you want?"

The rumblin' and bumblin' 883s took 
to the mile for their 12-lap finale just 
before the 750cc semis, and it was in that 
class that another talented miler, S&B 
Racing /Suburban Motors H-D/ Motion 
Pro's Bret Beyer, backed up his win in 
last year's race with a convincing victo- 
ry over Paul Morgan III, who was 
aboard a Saddlemen/1-800-FASTHOG 
loaner bike, and DPC Racing/Tilley H- 
D's Willie McCoy. 

Jess Roeder grabbed the lead off the 
start and appeared to have the field 
amply covered as he led an eight-man 
freight train for eight laps. But then it all 
went wrong for the Ohioan, as his 
motorcycle let go, leaving Morgan, 
McCoy, Bartels’.H-D rider Shaun Rus- 
sell and Beyer to duke it out for the win.

Morgan IH used it to finish second іп the Harley-Davidson Sportster Perfomance Series final. AMA 
officials disqualified the machine after it was found that the charging system was not getting juice to 
the battery, even though the alternator was putting out the required energy. After careful inspection, 
it was determined that debris had somehow severed some of the. bike's wiring during the racing 
action. Instead of a disqualification. the AMA imposed a $50 fine.

nce upon a time, renowned and 
respected motorsports announcer 
Dave Despain had a dream, and it 
went something like this. 

Invite 15 of the best dirt track motor- 
cycle racers in the world to run at the 
best dirt motorcycle track in the world, 
pay a $50,000 purse that will attract a lot 
of attention from the motorcycle indus- 
try, lay the foundation for a Hall of 
Fame to honor the dirt track racers of 
yesteryear and thus elevate the status of 
one of the fastest, closest and most excit- 
ing forms of motorcycle racing on the 
planet. 

Just a dream? Well, it happened on 
the world's fastest dirt mile oval, at the 
Illinois State Fairgrounds in Springfield. 

Harley-Davidson / АСУ /HOG rider 
Scott Parker grabbed the lion's share of 
the $50,000 purse, picking up about 
$15,000 for 10 laps' worth of work as he 
out-dueled Corbin Racing /Ѕирегігарр 
Honda rider Rich King and former 
Harley-Davidson factory teammate 
Chris Carr to the finish line in what 
amounted to a sprint race for men who 
are used to pacing and chasing each 
other over the course of 25 laps. 









But this one had the look of a bare- 
knuckle street fight right off the bat, as 
Parker, Carr and three-time AMA 
Grand National Champion Jay Spring- 
steen battled furiously for supremacy 
in the early going before King came up 
to challenge for the big bucks. When 
AMA starter Steve Faraci threw the 
checkered flag, Parker was the last man 
standing. That probably came as no 
surprise, and maybe that's the way it 
ought to be - the all-time winningest 
dirt track racer scoring the first victory 
in what could possibly become the all- 
time most prestigious dirt track race. 
But, money aside, the significance of 
the fact that the event even took place 
was not lost on Parker. 

"This is not only about one race, this 
is about all the champions who have 
won (dirt track) races in the past," Park- 
er said. “It’s really neat to be able to win 
this with so many of those guys here 
watchin' you. The main thing is that I 
won the first one. And I think that it's 
cool, what Dave Despain and the rest of 
the investors did for us. That just goes to 
show how much people love dirt track 
racing. I appreciate everyone who did 
what they did to get us here, and I hope 
that we can build this up so that one day 
this will be like our version of The Win- 
ston (stock-car race). 

“What a bitchin’ race," Parker contin- 
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ued. “Fight to the finish. That was an 
excellent time.” 

For King, who didn’t make his pres- 
ence known until the second half of the 
10-lap dash, waiting to make a move 
was all part of the plan. 

“My Corbin Racing Honda was set 
up perfectly,” King said. “All that I had 
to do was wait for the tires to come in, 
and then I made my move on the last 
straight, but we just came up short. Scot- 
ty, Chris and Steve (Morehead) all rode 


a great race. I gotta hand it to all my. 


sponsors and to my crew. Without 
them, I wouldn’t have gotten as far as I 
am.” 

Carr was left to kick himself over 
what might have been, as a last-lap mis- 
cue - namely the fact that he found him- 
self leading off the final bend - cost him 
his shot at the big check. 

“I led the wrong lap," Carr said. "It 
sucks, leading off the last turn. But l'm 
not disappointed. I am for myself, but 
I'm happy for the sport of dirt track rac- 
ing. Oh, well - there's always tomorrow. 
We've got a good combination for tomor- 
row, but we're going to work on the rider 
a bit." 

Fourth place went to yet another vet- 
eran, F&S Harley-Davidson's Steve 
Morehead. Admittedly a little late off 
the start, the 43-year-old "Findlay Flyer" 
rode his tail off in an effort to catch the

lead group, and although he came close, 
he simply ran out of laps.

“At least I didn't fall," Fay joked after 
finishing 15th. "This place is really fast. 1 
didn't do worth a shit at this (mile rac- 
ing) 15 years ago, and I still ain't worth 
a crap at it now. I'm older and wiser. 
But it was an honor just to get to come 
and ride this race." 

Well ahead of Fay, but well behind the 
leaders, Kopp, Stanley, Murphree and 
Coolbeth were staging their own titanic 
clash, which held almost as much interest 
as the lead chase. Stanley wound up “win- 
ning" this battle, as he settled for 11th. 

"Actually, I got a real good start," 
Stanley said. "I was fifth or sixth. Then, 
going down the back straight, I got 
pinched, smacked the wall and got 
stuck outside of turn three, and the draft 
sucked me right off the groove. I kinda 
got caught up, and then I was just dicin' 
with Coolbeth and Kopp." | 

Up front, the battle was far from 
over, although it somehow fanned out a 











bit when the field took the halfway 
flags. Carr had the lead, with Parker, 
Springer, Morehead and now King in 
hot pursuit. King stepped on it a bit and 
jumped by Morehead as they went into 
turn one. Carr led lap six, but Parker 
and Springer both sucked by him on the 
back straight. Not to be outdone, Carr 
double-drafted back to the front on the 
ensuing drag race up the front chute. 
Parker then led laps eight and nine, 
setting up a classic Springfield-style 


dash to the checkers. Down the back 
straight, Carr shot to the front, with 
King second and Parker third as they 
peeled off turn four. 

“I felt that I had the strongest bike, 
but I didn't have the strongest strategy," 
Carr said. "I gapped them a bit coming 
off turn two, but I saw someone's wheel, 
and I didn't have time to check up and 
let them back by. So I just burned it in 
there and tried to hold them off. They 
just got by me. I never led off turn four 





for the whole race, апа then on the last 
lap, I find myself leading it." 

If Carr was sunk, so too, it would 
seem, was Parker, as he was third with 
the finish line rapidly approaching. But 
then King made а fatal error in judg- 
ment, electing to pull outside Carr and 
drag-race him to the line for the win. In 
doing so, the King/Carr duel created 
the perfect wind break for Parker, who 
got in the vacuum and blew past both of 
them to grab the big prize. 

"| knew that I could. not lead off the 
last corner, not with the wind the way 
that it was coming down the front 
straight,” Parker said. “You know, King 
should have drafted Chris at the line, 
but instead he decided to drag-race him. 
He was on Chris before they ever got 
out of the corner. When I saw that, I was 
like, "Thank you, baby, thank you!” 

A disappointed King realized his 
mistake as well, only it was too late to 
take it back. 

“1 actually got too good a drive off 
turn four, and I went outside of Chris, 
and that just left the whole inside for 





The racing was far from the only-happening that took place over the Hall of Fame Race weekend, as 
spectators were treated to an infield midway that featured many items of interest for the dirt track 
audience. Event sponsor Excelsior-Henderson was on hand, showing off its production-intent Super 
X cruiser along with a handful of vintage Excelsior-Henderson motorcycles. Famous dirt track 
artist Harry Miller had.a tent set up to display his dirt track art, which encompasses all generations of 
the sport. Also on the infield were a custom motorcycle show and vintage dirt track field displays. 
among other things. But the high-traffic area of the infield was definitely the Hall.of Fame tent, which 
allowed fans to come in. seek autographs and chat with the sport's legends. 


Two-time AMA Grand National Champion Dick Mann (1963, 1971). was among the legends signing 
autographs on both days, and the former Daytona 200 winner had high praise for event promoter 
Dave Despain. "This is a real neat thing that Dave has put together here," Mann said. "It's really late 
in coming, but fortunately it is finally here. We needed something like this when ! first started racing. " 


Two-time Grand National Champion Bobby Hil (1951-52) shared Mann's sentiments. And Hill said 
that he vividly remembers what it was like to tackle the old mile. "It was quite a thrill to come here,” 
Hill said. "Of course. we probably didn't realize what a thrill it was until now. When you're оп top of 
your sport, it doesn't do a thing for you to watch it. But it's really nice to be here and to have this Hall 
of Fame for us, especially for us older guys while we're still livin’. " 


The Hall of Fame race brought at least a couple of former dirt track heavies out of retirement,.as for- 
mer mile speedster Dave Durelle and former World Superbike гога racer Mike Hale showed up 
and attempted to qualify for the Hall of Fame race via the 750cc Expert Hot Shoe National. “This is 
definitely fun," Durelle said after practice. "The track is just awesome. It's hard not to have fun when 
the track is like that. l'm just glad that l'm up to speed." Hale concurred. "It's all comin" back to me 
now," said Hale, who last rode Springfield aboard a factory Honda in 1995. "The bike's really good. 
` and we're dialin' it in. It was better in my heat race than in practice." Unfortunately for them, neither 
rider made it into the big show. 


At 43, Steve Morehead certainly. wanted to win the Hall of Fame, but for reasons other than just 
the money. "Heck, | used to race with half of these guys (the "legends"? that are here," Morehead 
said. "If | won, it would be like winning one for the Gipper. Then again, (Mer? Lawwill might come 
back and start racing íf | win." 





Scotty," King said. "I always know how 
to win these things after the checkered 
flag. But my motorcycle was getting bet- 
ter and better all day. My engine was 
great. Sam Wessley put another good 
one together, and I wish I could have 
won it for him. He deserved to win this 
race more than I did." 

And with that, the first Hall of Fame 
race was in the books, and for anyone 
who thinks that this was just some sort 
of noble, one-time exercise, then you'd 
better think again.

Talk about tough: After being hospitalized on Saturday for heat prostration, Jim Davis, the 102- 
year-old former Indian factory racer and multi-time motorcycle speed-record holder, returned on Sun- 
day to. accept а standing ovation from the crowd after being introduced by Dave Despain, who start- 
ed by saying that when Davis arrived at the hospital, the doctors said that they had never had anyone 
come in with that high of a body temperature before. "The point being," Despain said, "that at 102 
years of age. Jim Davis still continues to set records. " 


Perhaps the biggest news of the weekend came not on Saturday but on Sunday, as promoter Dave 
Despain did his best Jerry Lewis impersonation and raised more than $50,000 throughout the 
course of the weekend to raise the purse of the. second annual Dirt Track Hall of Fame.race to an 
even $100,000. “I am so grateful to all the people who put up the money for the first one that | felt | 
owed it to them to.step the thing up to the next level." Despain said. “1 had a feeling that fans would 
come through, and they did.

IMOLA, ITALY, SEPT. 6 

ick Doohan showed Max Biaggi 
- and everybody else - just who 
is boss at Imola. After crashing 
out of the last race at Brno in the Czech 
Republic, and having to listen to the 
doubters crowing, he firmly put them 
all in their place with a convincing and 
committed 500cc Grand Prix victory. 

Biaggi thrilled the small but highly 
vocal 35,000-strong crowd by leading 
the first three laps on his Marlboro 
Honda, but Doohan quickly found his 
way through to second and then firmly 
into first - and the Repsol Honda was 
never headed again. 

Second went to his teammate Alex 
Criville after Biaggi took a trip across 
the gravel trap, ending up third and 
under pressure from Gresini Honda 
rider Alex Barros. 

The result, which came after 
improvements were at last made to the 
troublesome Showa front suspension, 
vindicated Doohan after his Brno tum- 
ble, and after he'd finally responded to 
Biaggi's needling remarks. 

"It's all lies and excuses," he told an 
Italian newspaper on race eve. 

The only thing Doohan couldn't 
manage was to depose Biaggi from the 
title lead in the World Championship. 
But there are just four points in it now, 
with Criville just three more adrift. The 
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bets are on, with four races left - but 
there's no doubt that Doohan is the 
favorite of the three contenders. 

Rainey Yamaha's Jean-Michel Bayle 
was fifth after qualifying on pole for 
only his second race of the year. Still 
weak after his long, injury-induced lay- 
off, he wasn't able to stay with the lead- 
ers. Teammate Norick Abe was sixth.

It was a good day at last for Suzuki 
as well. Although top rider Nobuatsu 
Aoki was only ninth, close behind two 
more Repsol Hondas (of Tadayuki 
Okada and Sete Gibernau), it came fol- 
lowing a storming ride after he'd been 
pushed down to almost 20th place on 
the first lap. 

But it was a bad day for British GP 








winner Simon Crafar and Red Bull 
Yamaha teammate Regis Laconi, the 
pair finishing 11th and 12th, respective- 
ly, and behind the recuperating Carlos 
Checa, but ahead of his MoviStar Honda 
teammate John Kocinski. 

Nor did the new Mk2 Modenas 
triples do much more than soldier on, 
with Kenny Roberts Jr. and Ralf Wald- 
mann 14th and 15th in the first race for 
the new machine. 

Californian Matt Wait was 18th, one of 
only three private Honda twins to finish. 

An up-and-down 250cc Grand Prix 
brought victory for 125cc World Cham- 
pion Valentino Rossi, with his Aprilia 
teammate Loris Capirossi prevailing 
over a close Honda battle for second. 
Stefano Perugini was third, making it an 
all-Italian rostrum. 

Although the excitable crowd may 
not all have agreed, the real hero of 
the day was Tetsuya Harada. The 
Aprilia rider had fallen and broken his 
leg in practice, but he rode on anyway, 
and was he challenging Rossi for the 
lead when he fell again on lap 17 after 
finding a false neutral as a result of his 
injuries. Undaunted, ignoring the 
pain, he ran back to his bike and 
remounted, and set fastest lap of the 
race on his way to a hard-earned 10th- 
place finish. 

For once, the 125cc Grand Prix was 
processional and rather dull - until the 
last few yards. UGT Aprilia's Tomomi 
Manako had led from start to finish, 
with teenager Marco Melandri and his 
Benetton Honda glued to his back 
wheel. The youngster pushed past into 
the last chicane, but Manako firmly put 
him back in his place on the exit to take 
his third win of the season by less than 
a tenth of a second. A little way behind, 
Masao Azuma just held off title leader 
Kazuto Sakata's UGT Aprilia for 
fourth. 


500CC GRAND PRIX 


Biaggi, Bayle, Doohan and Roberts 
were first away, the last named drop- 
ping gradually back on his triple as the 





































V-fours grouped up front. Barros was 
also well-placed, but he had a big 
moment at the first chicane after getting 
squeezed between Abe and Okada. He 
saved it, but he put Aoki almost off into 
the dirt, and at the back of the pack. 

Doohan passed Bayle on lap three, 
with Criville following him through one 
lap later. Then the Australian lined up 
Biaggi and dived inside under brakes 
into the Variante Alto - the chicane at the 
top of the hill near the end of the lap. 

Biaggi fought back, but Doohan 
wouldn't give an inch and embarked on 
his steady but inexorable move to pull 
away. It would not be he who would get 
rattled this time. 

Instead it was Biaggi who hopped 
over the curbs of one of the chicanes on 
the next lap, almost getting thrown out

Criville an inkling that his 
chance would come soon. 
One lap later it did, under 
braking for the Acque Min- 
erali chicane, and he was 
able to set off in pursuit of 
Doohan, still less than a sec- 
ond away. 

Biaggi had one more 
surprise, five laps later, 
running too fast into the 
final 90-degree chicane. He 
picked the bike up to run 
straight across the second 
part, bucking over the grav- 
el trap. 

Criville chased Doohan 
hard, trying to hold a grad- 
ually stretching gap which 





t was a case of practice interruptus, after foul weather caused minor 

flooding on the second day. It was sunny in the afternoon, but with 

wet patches under the trees and an occasional stream across the 
track, there was no chance of anybody improving times, let alone seri- 
ously testing any machine changes. 

This left Jean-Michel Bayle on pole position for the second time in 
his career, a remarkable achievement as it was only his second race 
back from his long absence due to concussion. 

"Of course, I did have some testing on the bike - but you can see the 
Yamaha is a very good machine,” he said. 

Of course, nobody could say whether he'd still have been fastest if 
there'd been another day for the others to get things together. 

The same was true of Alex Barros, in his best performance in years, 
second by four-tenths of a second - though the Brazilian was fastest in 
the Saturday afternoon half-wet session, while Bayle was 16th. His time 
was all part of a pattern, said Barros. 

"| expected to be fast immediately back on the V-four this year, but 
it took a long time for me and the team to understand the bike," Barros 
said. "Now I can be fast and consistent." 

Mick Doohan was third, having spent the first day "trying a few dif- 
ferent things, as usual." The main area of work was the front suspen- 
sion, after his rather baffling Brno crash. 

“I wasn't going faster than anyone else there; I'd already done two 

corners on the right-hand side of the tire, and it went away when I'd 
already had the throttle open for a second," he explained. "Usually, if 
you lose the front, it happens on the way into the corner.' 

Doohan seemed remarkably relaxed, given his championship posi- 
tion. 

“I reckon the pressure’s on the other guys," he said. "I've missed 
three finishes - 75 possible points - and I'm still a close third overall. 
The only thing I haven't done recently is lose the World Championship, 
and | always knew that would happen sooner or later. The other guys 
have to worry about winning it, which is a bit harder." 

Max Biaggi rounded out the front row, within almost a tenth of 
Doohan's time, and playing the “I’m just a beginner" card for all it was 
worth. 

"This is not a favorite track of mine, but the bike settings were good 
from the start, and we haven't made many changes like we usually do," 
he said. "That's lucky, because capt Saturday practice was just a waste of 
time.” 

Norick Abe led the second row on his Rainey Yamaha, saying,"Nor- 
mally I'd be happy with fifth, but with my teammate on pole, it's disap- 
pointing.” 

Alex Criville, alongside, had more to worry about, with the World 
Championship at stake. He’d been plagued throughout by a persistent 
misfire on his favorite bike that seriously interfered with his ability to work 
on suspension settings. Even after they changed the motor, it continued.

“The м thing we didn't change was the ignition coils," he said, 
which was rather a surprising omission. 

Regis Laconi was alongside, the times spreading out now so he was 
more than a second off pole, though only а handful of hundredths 
ahead of John Kocinski, running somewhat stronger at his second race 
back, though he was another to complain that the wet practice meant he 
was way short of getting the bike dialed in. 

Tadayuki Okada led row three from the Mk2 Modenas of Kenny 
Roberts Jr. 

"The new bike's stronger at the top than the old one, but it has less 
power at the bottom,” he said. "It's going good, but it’s a whole differ- 
ent package, and we need more time with it.” 

Nobuatsu Aoki's Suzuki was alongside, the rider who came second 
here last year still in search of a firm front-end feeling that will allow 
him to ride more aggressively. Carlos Checa came next; he was still 
recuperating, so he was happy enough. 

The 250s practice last, and their wet-weather problems were slightly 
different from the 500s. Friday's timed session allowed only a handful 
of laps before it started drizzling, and most riders were able to improve 
their times on Saturday at the end of the session, when most of the 
damp patches had dried out. 

There was one very significant victim of the treacherous conditions. 
Title leader Testuya Harada posted fastest time on Friday - fast enough 
to keep him on pole. But on Saturday afternoon, early in the session, he 
switched on too much power across a slightly wet section and slipped 
off. 3 

It was all fairly straightforward until he got his legs mixed up with 
the bike. The end results were a very awkward fall and a broken left 
fibula (the smaller bone in the lower leg), which made it seem unlikely 
he would be able to race. n 

Not so, as it was the home track of magic Dr. Claudio Costa, and the 
next morning Harada was out in warmup and set fastest time. 

Thé other news regarded an improvement to the Hondas, with yet 
another set of parts that put them right up among the Aprilias. 

“It’s still not fast, but it's better," said Olivier Jacque, who put his 
bike a season-best second, though by almost half a second. He was a 
similar margin ahead of Loris Capirossi's Aprilia, with yet another 
Honda up front: Tohru Ukawa's Benetton bike. 

The Japanese rider achieved that with a determined last lap, and this 
pushed Valentino Rossi to the second row. Decked out all-Italian, he 
had his leathers, helmet, fairing and hair all done in the red, white and 
green of Italy - and probably his underpants, too. He was more than a 
second down on pole, and half a second ahead of Stefano Perugini's 
Honda. Takeshi Tsujimura's Yamaha was alongside, and only then 
came Lucchi, riding the 1999 prototype for a second race. 

“It’s very sensitive and difficult to set,” Lucchi said. 











grew to two seconds only just before 
half-distance. Then he had a couple of 
slides and decided to accept second. 

"| tried, but then I made a cauple of 
mistakes," he said. 

Doohan didn't let up, keeping his 
head down and the gas open wide. 

"The front tire was pushing for the 
first few laps, probably because of the 
fuel load," Doohan explained later. “1 
pulled 1.5 seconds on Alex one lap, and 
when he came back at me one lap, I 
pushed on again. After that, it was pret- 
ty uneventful." 

After the race, he was cool and 
relaxed, while Criville was visibly phys- 
ically exhausted. 






There was plenty of action behind 
the leading trio. As Bayle dropped 
away in fourth, Barros and second 
Rainey Yamaha rider Abe were catch- 
ing up from behind. They were glued 
together at half-distance when the 
Japanese rider suddenly left the group 
after his own run into the gravel trap. 
He rejoined out of touch, while Barros 
nipped passed the tiring Bayle and 
started to close the gap on Biaggi. He 
was right with him and attacking with 
less than five laps left. But he started to 
get a little ragged, while the Italian had 
settled so he was able to up the pace - 
blaming a full fuel load for his earlier 
indiscretions. 

By the finish, Biaggi had closed up 
again to within two seconds of Criville, 
with Barros a similar distance behind. 

“I tried my best, as usual," said Biag- 
gi. "Third is better than nothing." 

Bayle was another 10 seconds down 
but still comfortably clear of the disap- 
pointed Abe. Then came another group 
who'd been battling for much of the 
race. 

Checa had led for most of the dis- 
tance after getting past Okada's Repsol 
Honda, the Japanese rider fading, com- 
plaining of a lack of fitness after his 
injury problems. Gibernau had started 
fast but when Checa passed him, he 
stayed on behind. Meanwhile, as 
Roberts went backward through the 
group, Aoki had caught up from 
behind. 

For the second half of the race, the 
four went back and forth, Checa drop- 
ping to the back of the group on lap 22 
and then losing touch. 

“І had some abdominal pain, and I 
was very tired,” he said. 

This left Gibernau in front as they 
neared the finish, with Aoki behind, 
only to lose the place again to Okada as 
they passed a backmarker. Okada 
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pulled out all the stops to also get past 
Gibernau on the last lap, and they fin- 
ished within less than a second. Aoki 
was especially pleased, having made yet 
another suspension change in the morn- 
ing that at last improved his trouble- 
some front-end feeling. 

"The bike was the best it's been all 
year - still 90 percent, but a big improve- 
ment," he said. 

Crafar had finally found his rhythm 
toward the finish, staying ahead of 
Laconi and Kocinski. The lackluster 
American complained of too-soft sus- 
pension and hoped for better things 
after forthcoming tests at Mugello 
before the next race. 

Roberts trailed home in 14th; Wald- 
mann got a shocking start and only 
gradually picked up the pace, catching 
and passing Katsuaki Fujiwara on the 
second Suzuki only in the closing laps. 
Then came the privateer V-twins, Borja 
well ahead of Wait, with Fabio Carpani 


one lap down. . 


Paolo Tessari's ancient Paton retired 
after seven laps; four more twins fol- 
lowed him into the pits: Bernard Garcia, 
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Sebastien Gimbert, Jurgen van den 
Goorbergh and Scott Smart. Suffering 
from influenza, Eskil Suter also retired 
after an impressive showing on the 
MuZ. 

The top three in the championship 
closed up again - Biaggi has 189 points, 
Doohan 185 and Criville 182. Checa has 
121, Barros 100, with Abe sixth on 88. 


250cc GRAND PRIX 


The revival of the Hondas lasted 
beyond an unusually good practice per- 
formance, with Stefano Perugini, Tohru 
Ukawa and Olivier Jacque taking off in 
the lead for the first lap. Both Harada 
and Capirossi had gotten away badly, 
finishing lap one in 10th and 12th 
respectively, while Marcelino Lucchi, 
lying sixth, crashed out on lap two 
when his bike jumped out of gear mid- 
corner. But Rossi was fourth, just behind 
the Hondas, and it took him just one 
more lap to get into a lead that he never 
lost. 

For the first nine laps or so, it was 
relatively plain sailing, but Harada 
was on a major charge, apparently not

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hampered at all by his freshly broken 
leg - Alpinestar had made him a spe- 
cial boot overnight to accommodate 
the lightweight plaster cast - and on 
lap 10 he powered past Perugini into a 
close and challenging second place. 
He stayed inches behind Rossi, push- 
ing and probing in a dangerous fash- 
ion. 
АП was not as it seemed, however. 

"Because of my injury, I was having 
trouble changing gear, and I often found 
neutral by mistake," Harada said later. 

On lap 17, he did it once too often, 
ran into the Rivazza corner too fast, lost 
the front, and slid off. Surely that would 
be the end of that. 

Not so. Apparently oblivious to the 
pain, he ran to pick up his bike, 
remounted and rejoined, down in 10th 
position. He wasn't able to improve on 
that, but he did set fastest lap of the race 
as he tried to do so. Afterward, he said, 
“1 have no idea where I found the 
strength to do that." 

This left Rossi unmolested to press 
on for his second win of the year. He 
was able to slow and play to the crowd 


and still finish with better than 2.5 sec- 
onds in hand. 

“I thought when Harada arrived that 
if I kept pushing, he might have some 
problem because of his injury," he said. 

Perugini dropped back after half-dis- 
tance, only to be caught again by the 
other two fast works Hondas; Jacque 
was now ahead of Ukawa, and they 
joined battle, slowing each other down 
in the process. 

By now, slow starter Capirossi had 
come to terms with an off-color motor 
and he closed on the Hondas and 
passed two of them in one go into the 


' Tosa Curve on lap 17. When he saw 


Harada fall, he was inspired to take 
maximum advantage. He disposed of 
Perugini one lap later and kept on push- 
ing to the maximum to take second. 

There was one more drama, as 
Jacque suddenly slowed radically with 
three laps left. At the same time, Ukawa 
got ahead of Perugini, only to be firmly 
pushed back again. 

Jacque was losing more than seven 
seconds per lap as he battled with a bike 
whose handling had gone to pot. 


Briefly... 


Title rivals Max Biaggi and Mick Doohan embarked on a war 
of words in Italy - a public conflict that has been brewing for sever- 
al races. Doohan opened the hostilities, in an interview with the 
influential Correiro della Sport newspaper. "If he's as good as. he 
says he is, he'd be much further ahead," Doohan was quoted as 
saying. “I've had tough rivals before. Max is always looking for 
excuses. We have exactly the same bikes. He's lying to make 
himself look better. He's insecure. He wants to appear strong in 
front of the fans. He worries too much about his personal appear- 
ance. Max is a product, not a person. He rides very well, and he 
knows how to get the best from the bike. But he thinks too much 
about his appearance. and loves himself too much. l'm not 
impressed by that." Expanding on the theme, Doohan continued. 
"It's all lies and excuses. He says | have a different bike. That's 
not true. They're exactly the same. I’m nobody's enemy until | get 
out onto the track - but Max started it." Biaggi responded: "1 
haven't read the article, but | understand the situation. | guess 
Mick is not used to so much pressure this late in the season. Per- 
haps he is getting too old. He says our bikes are the same, but 
they are not. He has a completely different engine, the Screamer 
instead of the Big Bang. It is not available to me because | am not 
a factory rider. Maybe it wouldn't make me faster, maybe it WBuld. 
| do not have the chance to try.” 





The silly season started to get serious at Imola, with Suzuki lead- 
ing the way with a pair of signings that cut а swathe into Team 
Roberts. Although not officially confirmed. it is believed that not 
only will Kenny Roberts Jr. move to Suzuki next year, but so 
will chief engineer Warren Willing. The pair are not expected 
to displace anybody at the Japanese factory team, which will 
increase its strength to three riders, as well as add another layer 
of on-track engineering expertise to the so-far frustrating quest 
to make their new RGV500 V-four become fully competitive. 
Current rider Nobuatsu Aoki already has а contract for next sea- 
son, while late starter Katsuaki Fujiwara - a preseason injury vic- 
tim - remains. a candidate for next year. Team manager Garry 
Taylor has frequently complained that having only two riders 
(compared with seven or more riding Honda V-fours) is a serious 


drawback to machine development, because of the limited feed- 
back available to designers and engineers. But he would not con- 
firm the signings. “We are having talks with Junior and Willing. 
and with other people, too. | cannot say anything definite at this 
stage;" he said. 


The move would seriously diminish the beleaguered Team 
Roberts, which already lost another senior engineer, Mike Sin- 
clair, at the beginning of this season. Sinclair returned to Yamaha, 
joining Team Rainey. Willing and Sinclair between them are credit- 
ed with much of the concept and overall design of the three-cylin- 
der Modenas. 


Kenny Roberts said that he intended to continue racing next 
year with the Mk2 version of the triple. "We may have two riders 
next season, but we may have none," Roberts said. "In my posi- 
tion, | have to wait until the end of the season and see who is still 
available. " 


Meanwhile, second Modenas rider Ralf Waldmann is besieged 
with offers, in the 500cc, 250cc. and Superbike classes. The four- 


stroke link is with the factory Kawasaki Superbike team, he visited : 


at the- previous round at the A1-Ring in Austria. His 250 suitors 
are various proposed or existing Aprilia teams, including the 
works-backed DocShop team, currently fielding Jurgen Fuchs. 
Waldmann has said, however, that he wants to stay in the 500cc 
class and most likely will join Yamaha importers Kurz with a pro- 
posed "satellite" V-four team, using 1998 motorcycles. | 


Yamaha is also on the prowl for riders, with rumors linking many 
of the top names to the resurgent manufacturer. Honda riders 
Max Biaggi and Alex Criville are both thought to have had talks 
with Yamaha, while Yamaha has already approached Carlos 
Checa before the British GP in July, where he crashed heavily and 
suffered life-threatening internal injuries. The Spanish rider made а 
remarkable recovery to return for the Czech Republic GP, and 
talks resumed. "| want to make a decision before the Catalunya 
GP in two weeks," Checa said. Yamaha racing chief Toshimitsu 
lio, visiting from Japan, announced at a press conference that 
there would be the same number of factory Yamahas next year as 
this - two with the factory team (now run by Wayne Rainey) and 
two more for the Red Bull-backed WCM team, There was also 


the possibility of a satellite team. Only one factory rider - Simon 
Crafar - had been confirmed for next year. 


The strong performances of Jean-Michel Bayle since his 
return two races ago also strengthened his chances of staying 
with the factory, although Norick Abe's position must be less 
secure. Yamaha's return to strength has radically changed their 
position concerning sponsors. It is thought that if Checa decides 
to move, he will bring MoviStar sponsorship with him, while Biaggi 
would come with Marlboro money. After.two years without a 
sponsor, Yamaha now may be able to choose between two. 


Honda's lineup is also not yet settled, though Mick Doohan has 
indicated that he expects to stay on for one more year at least. 
Tadayuki Okada's place in the team is far from certain, while it is 
thought that current 250cc rider Tohru Ukawa may move up to 
the 500cc class to take over the factory V-twin. Current V-twin 
rider Sete Gibernau, who has performed better than expected, 
may become a prime target for Sito Pons' team, if they lose 
Checa to Yamaha and manage to secure sufficient financial back- 
ing. John Kocinski is unlikely to stay with the team after his 
disappointing comeback season, unless HRC keeps the faith and 
pull strings on the talented but erratic American's behalf. 


Max Biaggi arrived at Imola sporting a fine crop of fresh grazes on 
his arm and body after а mountain-bike crash near his home 
at Monaco. “I fell off going downhill - it was very painful, but lucki- 
ly | was not seriously hurt;" he said. 


Former Repsol Honda rider Takuma Aoki, who is confined to a 
wheelchair after breaking his back in a preseason shakedown run on 
the latest version of the V-twin, visited Imola, ànd told a press con- 
ference that he still dreams of returning to racing. The possibility 
seems remote, but he said: "My mind is always on racing, and | feel 
my condition is improving." Aoki, the middle of the three Fireball 
brothers, explained how he crashed in very cold conditions, after 
almost saving a high-side crash, He hit the trackside barrier, but only 
at a relatively-low speed. He was conscious throughout, and knew 
immediately he was seriously injured. He has been under several dif- 
ferent types of treatment, including an herbal regime in China, and is 


` still receiving daily treatment. “After the accident, 1 told my brothers 


that they should just carry on enjoying racing." he said. 
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“It felt like the back and front wheels 
weren't connected," he said. After the 
race, he stopped to investigate, and he 
discovered that the steering damper had 


temporarily seized. "I was scared," he 
admitted. But he had enough of an 
advantage to finish almost three seconds 
ahead of Haruchika Aoki's similar bike, 
the Japanese rider battling to hold off 
the production Hondas of Luca 
Boscoscuro and Roberto Rolfo, with 
Takeshi Tsujimura's Yamaha close 
behind. 

Then came Harada, with the two 
Spanish Yamahas of Luis d'Antin and 
Jose Cardoso another 14 seconds back, 
inches apart. Franco Battaini’s Yamaha 
was a distant 13th, two seconds clear of 


Noriyasu Numata's Suzuki. Jason Vin- 


cent took the last point. 

One man missed the fun. Fast Honda 
privateer Jeremy McWilliams had start- 
ed in storming fashion, well up with the 
leaders, only to crash out on the sixth 
lap. 

arida saved his dwindling cham- 
pionship lead, which now stands at 
180 points to Capirossi's 168. Rossi has 
126, Ukawa 110, Aoki 95 and Perugini 
82. 


125cc GRAND PRIX 


This time, the 125cc race was more 


like a 500cc race of recent years. Manako · 


took off in the lead and stayed there for 
almost the full distance. Melandri stuck 
to his back wheel as though he was bolt- 
ed on. 

The only change came on the last trip 
through the final chicane. Melandri left 
his braking ultralate and dived inside 
Manako to lead. But it was too late and 
he was slow on the exit, and the Japan- 
ese Honda rider outaccelerated him to 
lead across the line by less than a tenth. 

“I knew that I had braked as late as 
possible, and when he passed me I 
thought it was a mistake," the happy 
Manako said. 

A relatively desultory group behind 
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had shrunk to three riders after half-dis- 
tance, and then two when Mirko 
Giansanti crashed his Matteoni Honda. 
This left Azuma and Sakata battling it 
out, finishing in that order, also inches 
apart. 

Masaki Tokudome had been with the 
group, too, but he dropped back after 
half-distance, safe in fifth. Some way 
back, Youichi Ui's Kurz Yamaha led 
Roberto Locatelli and Yoshi Katoh over 
the line. 

Lucio Checcinello had been with the 
leaders, but he slid off with 17 laps 
remaining. Aprilia rider Gino Borsoi 
also fell heavily and he was taken away 
with a fractured wrist. 

Sakata's title lead shrunk again, but it 
is still substantial, 198 points to 
Melandri’s 158. Manako has 147, 
Cecchinello 92, Tokudome 86 and 
Azuma 81.

Olivier Jacque may switch to Aprilia or Yamaha next year, after 
a frustrating: year on the too-slow new works 250сс Honda. 

‚ "Every race, we get new parts - new cylinders, new exhausts, 
new airboxes. It is a beautiful bike - just too slow," he said after 
qualifying a season-best second fastest in the. rain-hit practices. 
The latest parts had improved the bike considerably, though it 
was still well short of the Aprilia s speed, he said. "| have had to 
change my riding style to get the best out of it, which is not 
good." 


Aprilia, meanwhile, is keen to enlist both a strong French and a 
strong German rider, to improve market penetration in those 
countries, and is known. to have. approached Jacque's. team 
owner, Herve Poncharal. He has also been having talks with 
Yamaha, who are keen to return to the 250cc class with their fac- 
tory 250, currently making hay in the All-Japan Championship. 
They are thought to have proposed a two-rider team, with Jacque 
and their own rider, Shinya Nakano, second at the season-open- 
ing Japanese GP. 


Yet another teenager skipped school to race in the Imola GP - but 
he went back home to mommy in an ambulance, fueling doubts 
over the wisdom of opening a World Championship series in a 
dangerous sport to beardless boys. Manuel Poggiali, 15, rode 
a 125cc Honda. He crashed only once on the first day of practice, 
but on the second morning he crashed twice in one practice ses- 
sion, breaking his collarbone and suffering a concussion the sec- 
ond time. The rules were changed last year to drop thé minimum 
age from 16 to 15; allowing Marco Melandri to join in full time. He 
has won two GPs: and is a contender for the World Champi- 
onship. 


The move to bring four-strokes into GP racing appears to have 
slowed down somewhat, with the Grand’ Prix Manufacturers 
Association having gotten no further than agreeing to discuss the 
matter at their latest meeting at Imola - a similar resolution to that 
passed at the start of the season. Yamaha's Mr. lio saíd: "We 
agree that it.is time to consider the matter, and the members will 
work on their own proposals, which we will consider at the gener- 
al assembly at the end of the year. My own feeling is that we 
need to have a transition period with. twó-strokes and four- 
strokes. It will be very hard to integrate the two - very hard to find 


a formula. But it must be done if we are to continue thinking about 
this possibility. " 


Spanish manufacturer Derbi - which has won a string of manu- 
facturers' and riders’ titles in the 50/80cc and 125cc classes - is 
to return to GP racing next year. They have recruited top German 
engineer Harald Bartol, currently associated with Yamaha, for*the 
planned return to the 125cc class. 


Suzuki rider Nobuatsu Aoki was using a new rear brake at 
Imola, after his unusual style stretched existing equipment beyond 
its limits in recent races. Aoki uses the rear brake with the throttle 
open, both to tighten the cornering line and "to improve traction.” 
At the last two races in Germany and the Czech Republic; he ran 
into rear-brake problems that hampered his performarice. "We 
had the same problem last year on the 500 Honda," he' said. It 
was solved with special pad-materials, and he was trying a similar 
solution at Imola. "Anyway, this track is not so hard on the rear 
brake," he said. 


New superbike rules requiring manufacturers to make their 
works-bike kits available to all competitors at a controlled price 
were welcomed by GP authorities.

ASSEN, HOLLAND, SEPT. 6 
hat is the difference 
between championship 


хх points leader Troy Corser 
and the man in second, Aaron Slight, 
after an eventful Holland round that saw 
the fight for the World Championship 
only get closer for the top three riders. 

Neither Slight nor Corser won at race 
a the historic circuit, both suffering from 
minor troubles in the races that kept 
them from fighting for the lead. Still, 
their results were good enough that 
Corser could barely hang on to his 
points lead after he finished third in race 
one, with Slight just behind, then third 
again in race two - but with Slight one 
spot ahead. 
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The man for whom the weekend was 
most beneficial was Ducati's Carl Fogar- 
ty. The Brit ended his weekend with two 
finishes ahead of both Slight and Corser, 
taking second in race one and stealing 
the win in race two. 

Who did he steal it from? Italian Pier- 
Francesco Chili. Chili had trailed Fogar- 
ty until the second-to-last lap in the sec- 
ond race and made a decisive pass to 
take the lead. But Fogarty fought back 
and dived up the inside on the brakes 
for the final chicane. Having left the 
inside line exposed, Chili suddenly 
found Fogarty was where he wanted to 
be, and Chili crashed into the gravel 
trap, with Fogarty taking the win. The 
conflict didn't end there. Chili had won 
the first race and made up points on the 
leaders of the championship - including 
Fogarty - and looked set to gain that 
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much more until the incident with Foga- 
rty. After the race, Chili stormed after 
Fogarty in the pits and there was nearly 
a fist fight. High drama, indeed. 

With one more round and two races 
to go in Sugo, Corser, Slight and Fogarty 
each still have a chance at taking the 
title, as Fogarty is now only six points 
behind Corser. 

As it stands, Corser has 328.5 points, 
Slight 328 and Fogarty 322.5. Chili is still 
fourth, now with 289.5 points, but 
claimed in anger after the race that he 
would skip the Sugo round. Colin 
Edwards II, fifth and fourth on the day, 
is next with 271.5. 


RACE ONE 


The numerous British fans at the 
Dutch circuit got what they asked for 


. right from the start of the first race - at 


least for the first couple 
of minutes. Their hero 
Fogarty took command 
before the first corner 
after a holeshot by Peter 
Goddard. James 
Whitham, for whom the 
crowd had been chanti- 
ng "happy birthday" 
before the start of the 
race, didn't make it 
much past that first 
turn, crashing on the 
first lap and unable to 
revive his downed bike. 
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(Top) Carl Fogarty (2)

(Left) Troy Corser (11) 
was quickly into the lead 
but eventually finished 
third behind winner Pier-

After one lap, Fogarty was leading 
Corser, Chili, Goddard, Neil Hodgson, 
Akria Yanagawa and Slight. Corser took 
over on the second lap, and from that 
moment on, the three factory Ducati rid- 
ers built a lead that carried them away 
from the rest of the field. 

Corser held the lead for five laps, 
challenged mostly by Fogarty. Just 
before the halfway stage, however, the 
Australian started to drop back and 
soon found himself at the tail end of the 
leading trio, with Chili and Fogarty then 
battling it out for the lead. 

After eight laps of 16, Chili and Foga- 
rty were engaged in a fierce battle, with 
Corser a few bike lengths behind, and 
Slight well off the leaders after working 
his way back from a poor start. Slight's 
teammate Edwards had his work cut 
out for him as Goddard and Yanagawa 
were determined not to let the Texan 
have the fifth place. 

Even further back, the two Yamaha 
factory riders - Scott Russell and 
Noriyuki Haga - had been trying to cut 
loose from Hodgson and Lavilla. The 
Spaniard would eventually have to 
retire with a broken engine. 

Two laps before the end, Fogarty 
looked set to continue his winning tradi- 
tion in Assen. Chili was the only one 
able to keep the Brit within striking dis- 
tance, with Corser looking to have set- 
tled for third. 

Slight and Edwards were cruising 
solitarily in fourth and fifth, respective- 
ly. Goddard and Yanagawa were still in 
a heated battle over sixth, with Haga, 
Russell and Hodgson battling at least as 
ferociously over eighth. 

At the front of the field on the last lap 
of the race, Fogarty got a big surprise 
when Chili passed him for the lead on 
the back straight behind the paddock, 
the Italian turning in the fastest lap of 
the race in the process. Fogarty was 
helpless to respond before the end of the 
race and Chili had the win, with Fogarty 
a safe second in front of Corser. 

Both Chili and Fogarty made up a 
few points on championship leader 
Corser, though the Australian stretched 
his lead over fourth-placed Slight to 4.5 
points. 

“I want to win as many races as pos- 
sible before the season is over," said 
Chili, who is aiming at a top-three finish 
in the championship in order to guaran- 
tee a job with Ducati for next year. “For: 
a change, my start was all right, but 
after a few laps I felt some trouble with: 
the suspension, so I decided to let Carl 
pass and try to save the rear tire a bit, 
which was really suffering from the bad 
suspension setup. It all worked out very 
well, and I was happy to get back into | 
the lead on the last lap." 

For Fogarty, second was obviously 
not what he had been hoping for, but it | 
was what he had to take. 

“I was struggling at one point on the 
circuit, and that is where Frankie got 
past me," Fogarty said. "I thought 1 
could get back at him in the chicane, as I 
had been faster there than him for most 
of the race, but I made a small mistake 
just before coming to the chicane, and 
that was it." 

Early in the race, Corser had confi- 
dence that he could take the win, but he: 
found that as the race wore on he was' 
losing traction at the rear and had to set- 
tle for third. 

"The bike was working well," Corser 
said, "and my top speed was pretty 
much the same as the others. But then 
the rear tire started to spin quite a lot 
toward the end, stopping me from get- 
ting back to the two leading riders in 
that final stage." 2 
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(Above) Corser held on їо his 
championship lead with his pair of third- 
place finishes. Aaron Slight (111) finished 
fourth and second to close to within a half 
point of Corser. 





The factory Honda riders came home 
fourth and fifth, respectively. 

“I got off the line well," fourth- 
placed Slight said. "But then I was 
blocked as I tried to get to the front, and 
it cost me badly. I chose tires which 
were too hard and the suspension set- 
tings were also too hard, but that is 
down to our lack of dry time and gam- 
bling on settings for this race. I got my 
head down at one point and put in a fast 
lap, but I wasn't comfortable. After that, 
I settled down to a pace I was happy 
with, rode around and saved it for the 
second race." | 

Edwards' fifth place came after the 
Texan.had fought his way up from 
eighth. The 24-year-old was also still 
trying to learn the quick lines of the 
Assen circuit after not competing here 
for three years because of injury. 

"Like Aaron, we gambled on settings 
and I went with a machine that was set 
up very much like Aaron’s,” Edwards 
said. "But I spent half the race learning 
how to turn the machine. After that, 1 











was happy enough with my perfor- 
mance in a race which was really a glori- 
fied practice session for me." 

Sixth went to Goddard. 

"We went for a tire that would come 
into its own as the race wore on," said 
Goddard, who quickly established him- 
self in seventh and then swooped on 
rival Yanagawa to claim sixth with three 
laps to go. "Overnight, I changed the 
gearbox to give me more drive out of 
the corners, and it was a strategy that 
worked perfectly." 

Russell lost eighth place in his duel 
against his teammate Haga. 

“I didn't feel so good out there,” Rus- 
sell said. "I reckon I was at about 50 per- 
cent. The tires were working okay for 
me but there's still a few things I need to 
change for the next race. I think I was a 
little bit too cautious and probably not 
stuffing it up a few of them when I 
should have been. It took me too long to 
get Hodgson and, to begin with, I felt 
like I was riding like a girl." 


RACE TWO 


Some 40,000 spectators (51,000 over 
the whole weekend) were treated to 
even more excitement a couple of hours 
later. Goddard once again was away 
with the holeshot and he held the lead 
for about half a lap this time. Fogarty

qualifying, and one rather began to expect a replay of the previ- 

ous round's qualifying and Superpole action. But when the race 
director decided on Saturday afternoon to run Superpole according to 
the ^wet weather" formula because of the unpredictable weather condi- 
tions over the northern part of ON things took a turn toward the 
intense. 

With the track still dry but the rain clouds ic in the skies, 
James Whitham, Colin Edwards II, Neil Hodgson and Igor Jerman did 
| the thing that seemed to be the most logical at that time: As soon as the 
lights turned green, they went out and recorded sóme fast times - until 
it started raining. The foursome stayed on top of the list (in that order), 
for most of the session but after a few other factory riders had gotten 
back into the top four after à serious burst of rain let up, hell really 
broke lose with only minutes to go. 

With exactly one minute and seven seconds remaining, Whitham 
lost his provisional pole position. Hodgson took over, only to be rele- 
gated to second position by Carl Fogarty a few seconds later. And even 
before anyone knew what had happened, Chili, then Hodgson, then 
Corser and then Peter Goddard all had their moment on pole position. 

But as the checkered flag went out, there were still a few more riders 
out on the track, taking one more lap. One of them was Chili, who final- 
ly got the last word, going around even faster than Hodgson had on the 
drying track, and the Italian took his second pole position of the season. 

“Ten minutes before the end, I got out on a used tire to check the 
conditions on the track,” Chili said. “1 came back in, put on a fresh tire, 
and did two fast laps on the tire. The last one of these got me pole posi- 
tion. I want to win tomorrow in order to keep my (title) chances alive. 
And maybe that will work out, because Assen is one of my favorite cir- 
cuits. But then again, I thought the same about Brands Hatch..." 

Goddard recorded his season-best qualifying result with the second- 
fastest time. 

“I guess I had the right tire on at the right moment,” the Australian 
said. “The track was drying all the time - another lap and it would have 
been three seconds quicker. I was last but one on the circiut and the last 
man - Chili - went quicker. It was pretty scary out there, but I’m really 
happy to be on the front row for Suzuki. Assen is one of the few circuits 


І have been to in the past, but I don't know if that has been any help. 
We had a pretty good setup yesterday, but it's not perfect yet." 

The man with the most pole starts this year, Troy Corser, qualified 
third after not quite making it out for a last flying lap before the end of 


the session. 


"Front row in these conditions is good," Corser said. "We will possi- 


bly change the bike a little bit to get it steering better. But this qualify- 


ing time was all about getting out on the track at the last possible 
moment. I hoped for one more lap, but the flag beat me to it." 

Hodgson was the last man on the front row, and he explained that 
his tactics had been, like others', to push as hard as possible on the dry 
part of the circuit and then take no risks on the rest of the track. 

Fogarty, who was undoubtedly one of the most spectacular men out 
on his favorite circuit, had to settle for fifth. 

“1 had a good setup for the bike very early on, which made life a lot 
easier,” Fogarty said. "The rain spoiled everything today, but I’m sure I 


-could have taken pole position if the fuel pump hadn't lost pressure on 


the final lap. But I’m happy to be back at Assen and I hope to score big 
tomorrow." 

James Whitham, Colin Edwards Il and Aaron Slight were the other 
riders on the second row, after having held front-row grid Abonos 
until that dramatic last minute. 

"It was difficult to gauge what time to be on the track and with what 
tires," Edwards explained. "I tried my best with intermediates, but by 
the end of the session 1 could have been out there on slicks. The drama 
probably isn't over yet. We've got two races tomorrow and I'll just take 
it as it comes, wet or dry." 

Slight blamed himself for not maintaining a front-row start. 

^| left it one lap too late to come in and change from an intermediate 
to a slick," Slight admitted. "It was only when the intermediate started 
sliding around that I realized | needed the change of tire. I'm looking 
forward to the races. Starting from row two is not a problem and I'll be 
giving it everything. Right now I feel very comfortable with the Castrol 
Honda at every circuit we go to; Assen is no different." 

Scott Russell qualified ninth, with his teammate Noriyuki Haga well 
off in 15th, having suffered from two crashes during the weekend. For 
Russell, this result was some sort of a surprise, especially as he had not 
taken part in that morning's second qualifying practice because he suf- 
fered too much from the effects of a crash in Friday's first qualifying 
session. As the track was wet on Saturday morning, he decided not to 
take part and save himself for Superpole. During the Superpole 
warmup, the YZF rider found the track tricky. 

“I'm finding it hard to push with my right arm and I know I can go 
faster," Russell said. "I'm just thinking about not mowing it down the 
road.” 










over fifth place, with Whitham, Yana- 
gawa, Edwards, Goddard and Haga all 
involved. The Yamaha rider was the 
first to lose ground from this fight, but 
his race was still going better than his 


teammate's, as Russell had already gone 
down on the second lap. 

“We used a different front tire for 
this race, but it was a proven tire, so it 
was just me pushing too hard,” Russell 
said. “Perhaps the bike is too light at the 
front - it doesn’t let you know where 
you are sometimes. I had to really push, 
so when it let go, I had no warning.” 

Up front, Fogarty was setting the 
pace, with only Chili able to keep up. 
Slight and Corser, meanwhile, appeared 
to have settled for third and fourth, 
respectively. With about four laps to go 
from the end, the gap to the leader from 
third-placed Slight had grown to some 
three seconds. 

Edwards, meanwhile, looked more 
and more in control of the battle over 
fifth - despite repeated attacks from 
Whitham. 

The race for the lead came down to 
the last lap, and what a race it was. Chili 
had chipped away at Fogarty's lead and 
finally succeeded in taking over the lead 
- not at the end of the back straight, as 
everyone had expected, but a few cor- 
ners later. The Italian's lead was short- 
lived, however. Chili was still in front in 
the last corner before the infamous chi- 
cane leading to the start/finish line, but 
braking for that decisive corner, Fogarty 
got the best line on the inside putting 
Chili in a tough position. The Italian 
tried to go back to the inside, but found 
Fogarty was already there, lost the front 
end and crashed into the gravel trap. He 
frantically grabbed his bike but nearly 
the whole field rode past as he struggled 
to push the bike back onto the track to 
try to push it over the finish line. 

In the final yards, he got help from 
several spectators, who had already 
climbed the fences to celebrate Fogarty's 
win. 

Chili got his bike across the line in 
14th, but he was later disqualified for 
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having received outside help. As Chili 
had gone down, the yellow flags had of 
course gone out, precisely at the 


moment that Whitham was overtaking - 


Edwards in the last chicane. Their 
respective teams elected not to file a 
complaint because it would have been 
almost impossible for Whitham to stop 
his overtaking maneuver at that point, 
but an official report from the marshals 
didn’t allow the race directors to ignore 
the case. So Edwards was back in fourth 
after the jury meeting, with Whitham 
fifth. 

And even that wasn’t the end of the 
“Chili incident.” Chili, obviously 
angered, stormed toward Fogarty in the 
pits, and it almost came to a fist fight, 
first with a Ducati mechanic and later 
with Fogarty himself. The drama contin- 
ued later on in the postrace press confer- 
ence for the podium finishers, with the 
Italian walking in, grabbing the micro- 
phone and trying to make his point clear 
to the assembled press. Again, it almost 
came to a fight in front of an astonished 
audience. Later on, after the dust had 
settled, Chili explained why he was so 
angry. 

“Fogarty tried to push me off the 
track two times on the last lap,” Chili 
said. “That is a very dirty trick; I would 
not ride those lines. That is the differ- 
ence between a professional rider and a 
madman. I do not blame him for my 
crash in the last chicane - that was 
entirely my fault. I had hoped to get on 
the inside, but Fogarty was already 
there. But in this situation, I think it is 
better that I do not go to Japan, because 
the only thing I will want to do is to beat 
Fogarty, whatever it takes. I have noth- 
ing to lose anymore; I have lost today 
my last chances to win the title." 

For Fogarty, things were much sim- 
pler. 

“I was just riding defensively on the 
last lap," he explained after having 
claimed his 10th victory at Assen in six 
years. “Just like (Max) Biaggi said a cou- 
ple of months ago, it is not musical chairs 
out there. I wasn't going to let him 
through after having led the race for 
most of the time. I was going to fight for 
it. And when we came to the last chicane, 
I got there the quickest. I banged the bike 
into first and dove into the first corner 
first. I knew it wasn't going to be easy, 
because Chili has always been good here. 
As for the championship, things are quite 
clear: Anyone who wants the title will 
have to win the races in Sugo." 

With Chili's departure, Slight got 
home second and as a result moved to 
within half a point of Corser, who fin- 
ished one place behind. 

"It was a hard day after the weekend 
started so promisingly," the New 
Zealander said. "We just fooled our- 
selves during qualifying. We got into 
the first race with not enough practice 
time in the dry. The bike was chattering 
all over the place. For the second heat, I 
took a tire with a softer construction,

and that worked good until four or five 
laps before the end. Apparently, the 
double swingarm works the tires hard- 
er. I'm going to Sugo with winning in 
mind. I know there will be a lot of local 
wild-card riders but winning is what it 
is all about now for the three of us chas- 
ing the title." 

According to the latest rumors, 
Honda may enter eight factory RC45s in 
its home event in order to help Slight 
win the title, one of them possibly an 
unexpected wild-card rider from 
Grands Prix. 

Corser took third. 

“I had a small problem with the tires 








and ran wide in a corner when I hit neu- 
tral; that cost me third place because 
Aaron got in front," Corser said. "I tried 
the best I could; I had another go at the 
end of the race, but that did not work 
out well - in the chicane I lost my last 
chance. Now the championship will be 
decided in Sugo." 

Edwards finished fourth after having 
been passed "illegally" by Whitham in 
the last corner. 

“I tried my hardest to shake off 
Whitham, Yanagawa and Goddard, but 
there was nothing I could do," the 
Texan said. "I'm happy enough with the 
day, although a rostrum finish was my 
ambition this weekend." 

Goddard finished seventh. 

"I had rehearsed my overtaking 
move on the last three laps and I knew I 
could have picked up at least two places 
in the chicane, but then the yellow flags 
came out," Goddard said. "When I saw 
the flag, I knew I couldn't go through 
with it." 

Like Whitham, the Australian had 
suffered from a lack of grip for the last 
half of the race. 


Lavilla recorded his second zero 
score of the day of the day.

Briefl 
The historic Assen circuit will undergo a thorough revamping within the 
next year and a half. At the end of the season, the media center will be 
torn down, and at the end of the 1999 season, the circuit itself will be 
altered. The northern loop will be shortened and. the. southern loop modi- 
fied, bringing the total length of the circuit from the current 3.75 miles to 
3.16 miles. Moreover, the circuit will be widened everywhere by about 


three feet. The first races on the new circuit (which will retain the current 
characteristic of offering the possibility of а long and a short version) are 





expected to be in 2000, with the 1999 Dutch TT and World Superbike - 


round still being run on the old circuit. 


The 1999 World Superbike calendar should look something like 


this: April 4, Kyalami, South Africa; April 18, Phillip Island, Australia; May 
2, Donington Park, England; May 16, Monza, Italy; May 30, Albacete, 
Spain; June. 15, Nurburgring, Germany; June 27, Misano, Italy; July 11, 
Monterey, California; August 2, Brands Hatch, England; August 29, A1 


Ring, Austria; September 9, Assen, Holland; September 19, Hockenheim, 


Germany; October 3, Sugo, Japan. The calendar is still subject to final 
approval by the FIM. 


Things are still very confused concerning the immediate racing future of 
Suzuki. At Assen, Francis Batta announced that his Alstare Corona 
Extra team would not only defend its title in next year's official World 
Supersport Championship (with Fabrizio Pirovano and Stephane Cham- 
bon once again in the hot seats), but that Һе would also enter the official 
Suzuki team in the World Superbike Championship. The bike he plans to 
be using. will not be the TL1000R, which is now being developed by test 
rider Stephane Mertens. but the fuel-injected version of the GSX-R750. It 
is unclear what the racing future of the Japanese twin or of. the Harris 
team is, which has officially represented Suzuki in the World Superbike 
Series for the last few years. According to an insider, the Englishmen will 
once again enter official fuel-iniected GSX-Rs in the series next year, but 
this time more like an autonomous team, being able to carry out chassis - 
development work. themselves. As for the riders who might ride on the 
well-sponsored Corona Extra superbike team, Batta was considering 
Anthony Gobert, but was told by Suzuki that һе was not an option. With 


Gobert ruled out, Battà is now looking at Aaron Slight, Troy Corser and 


Carl Fogarty. 


At Yamaha, the marketing policy is not likely to make the racing depart- 
ment very happy. After the launch of the successful R1 last year, it is now 
the turn of the 600cc version of this bike - the R6 - to be let loose on the 


market. Which again leaves no room for the 750cc bike. Yamaha's strate- - 
gy is clear: in Europe, the 600cc market is very important and represents 
"an manufacturers included) about: 100,000 motorcycles sold a year. The 


750cc market, on the other hand, represents only some 60 percent of : 
this number - and the 1000cc market should lie somewhere in between. 
Yamaha can't afford to introduce а new 750cc superbike, as this could 
endanger the commercial success of the R1. In this regard, the R6 is a 
much safer option. However, in order to bring their name back in the 
game in the World Superbike series, the Japanese have agreed to bring 


. the "racing version" of the R7 to the marketplace, with a limited number 


of these bikes released and now ready to be ordered. This bike will also 
be used by the factory team. In this scenario, Noriyuki Haga (who has a 
two-year contract with Yamaha until the end of 1999) would probably stay 
in World Superbike racing instead of moving to the Grands Prix for Yama- 
ha. Scott Russell's future with Yamaha is uncertain, but according to 
some, the Georgiàn has already made arrangements to ship his camper 
back to the States in order to continue his racing career "back home." 


With the situation at Yamaha and Suzuki still far from clear, nothing much 
has changed in the rider market since the Austrian: round one week 
earlier. Both Suzuki riders - Jamie Whitham and Peter Goddard - have 
started looking for alternatives now that their team's future is up in the air. 
Honda is in negotiations with its. present riders - Aaron Slight and Colin 
Edwards ll - but both are also apparently on the shopping lists of other . 
manufacturers. At ASsen. Massimo Bordi presented a financial offer to his 
three factory riders - Pier-Francesco Chili, Troy Corser and Carl Fogarty - 
but for them. the situation is similar to that of the current Honda team- 
sters. Aprilia is. evidently interested in hiring Chili. The former Grand Prix . 
rider is a very popular rider in his native Italy and also happens to be very 
fast, and would therefore be highly valuable to the Italian company. Aprilia 
is also said to be interested in having Davide Tardozzi as a team manager. 


The latter also received an offer from Yamaha to run the 250cc Grand Prix 


team. If Tardozzi takes the Grand Prix job, that may bring Virginio Ferrari 
back into the picture, after the former racer and Ducati team manager had 
apparently had a falling: out with Ducati a week ago. At Kawasaki, where 
Akira Yanagawa is the only superbike rider having secured his 1999 ride 
thanks to a two-year contract, Harald Eckl is considering keeping Neil 
Hodgson, but is also looking at other possibilities, including Martin Crag- 
gill or Damon Buckmaster from the Australian Superbike Championship, 
or Eric or Ben Bostrom. 


The Supersport World Series race was at least as exciting as the 
second superbike heat, and it was only finally decided in the last chicane. 
After early-race leader Wilco Zeelenberg had been taken down by Paolo 
Casoli, who suffered from a brake problem, the leading trio of Vittoriano 
Guareschi, Fabrizio Pirovano and Stephané Chambon put on a great 
show, with Chambon and Guareschi fighting not only. over the race win 
but also over second place in the final championship point standings. On 
the last lap, Chambon stormed from third to first place, but got it all wrong 
in the final chicane, ran off the track and finally had to settle for third, with 
Guareschi vernice the race and taking the runner- "P pogon in the 
series.

and Swedish speedway star Tony 


Rickardsson took another step 
toward his second World crown when 
he claimed his third win of the World 
GP season at the Linkopping track in his 
home country. 

Rickardsson, who was the last rider 
ever to win a World speedway title 
under the old one-day championship 
format, mirrored his 1994 title-winning 
style as he made four perfect starts to 
lead all riders into the Big Final, and 
with his chief threat, fellow Swede 
Jimmy Nilsen, only managing to make 
the Consolation final, Rickardsson now 
looks to have a better chance than ever 
to win the title. 

And what of Californians Greg 
Hancock and Billy Hamill? Well, the 
Team Exide duo has certainly seen the 
end of their two-year reign in World 
Championship speedw ay. In fact, both 
are now faced with having to be on 
their guard for survival into next 
year's championship series, as they are 
tied for sixth place in the standings, 
and only the top eight automatically 
qualify for the '99 GPs. Hancock had 
his best GP of the year, as he finally 
made a Big Final, where he finished 
fourth, but Hamill once again strug- 
gled, and failed to make it through to 
the semis after his two qualifying rides 
were completed. 


PRE-MAIN EVENT 


Italian legend Armando Castagna 
made a flying start and completed an 
impressive ride in heat one to edge out 
Denmark's Brian Andersen, who was a 
leading contender for the title last sea- 
son. He got the start and took Andersen 
out wide in the first turn, and Andersen 
failed to get enough drive down the 
back straight to make up ground. 

Aussie Leigh Adams fired a warning 
shot to his rivals with a new-track- 
record ride of 59 seconds in heat two, 
beating the previous record set by none 
other than Rickardsson. Polish young- 
ster Piotr Protasiewicz was the surprise 
winner of heat three, ahead of former 
World Champion Hans Nielsen, with 
Toni Kasper pulling out on the second 
lap due to bike problems. 
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(Above) Tony 
Rickardsson (4) led 
Chris Louis (18), Peter 
Karlsson (23) and 
Greg Hancock (1) in 
the Big Final to card a 
victory at the Swedish 
Grand Prix. The 
Swede is the odds-on 
favorite to lift the title 
at the series finale in 
Poland. 

(Right) Title 
contenders Tomasz 
Gollob (3) and Jimmy 
Nilsen (8) suffered 
what will probably be 
fatal blows to their 
title hopes. Gollob's 
engine exploded, 
knocking him out of 
the semis, and Nilsen 
failed to transfer to 
the Big Final, all but 
assuring the title for 
Rickardsson. 
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England's Chris Louis, a colleague of 
Rickardsson in the all-conquering 
Ipswich team in the British League, pro- 
duced a sign of things to come with a 
comfortable win in heat four to make 
sure of his progress from the early 
stages. 

After every pre-main-event rider had 
one race under their belt, it was obvious 
that passing was going to be difficult on 
the wide-open spaces of the Linkopping 
track, although the surface was good, 
considering practice had been canceled 
due to the rain that had fallen 24 hours 
earlier. 


Heat five was the first race in which 
riders were eliminated and it was bad 
news for both Jesper B. Jensen and 
Zoltan Adorjan, who made their way 
home early after missing the start, 
allowing Craig Boyce and Andy Smith 
to progress. 

The best race of the pre-main event 
came in heat 7, in which Mark Loram, who 
has been a disappointment in the series so 
far, went from third to first in superb style. 
He was squeezed out in the first turn but 
managed to dive under Sebastian Ulamek, 
and then edged out Castagna to drive the 
massive crowd wild. 














There was a scare for Peter Karlsson, 
the Swedish wild-card entry, when the 
tapes went up, as he was clearly not 
ready to start heat nine. If the red lights 
had not come on, Karlsson would have 
been out of the competition through,a 
misunderstanding, but the referee put 
the stoplights on to give Karlsson a sec- 
ond chance. He took it with both hands, 
as he played his part in a thrilling reruri 
which saw Craig Boyce go from first:to 
third and thus fail to qualify. Andersen 
and Karlsson both passed him, as the 
drama started to heat up. 

Ulamek and Kasper were the victims 





of heat 10, with Englishmen Chris Louis 
and Andy Smith going through to the 
main event. 





MAIN EVENT 


Rickardsson started as he aimed to 
go on, with a stunning start in heat 11 
that allowed him to comfortably beat 
new track-record holder Leigh Adams, 
and the rest of the field knew Rickards- 
son was the man to stop. 

But Nilsen also started his night well 
with victory in heat 12, as Nielsen con- 
tinued his progress through from the 
early rounds with a steady second place. 
Big guns Hamill and Tomasz Gollob 
clashed in heat 13 against qualifiers 
Andersen and Smith, and it was Ander- 
sen who made the quick start, with 
Hamill trailing at the back. 

Hancock made a poor start with 
third place in heat 14, behind Sullivan 
and Karlsson, but at this stage it was no 
disaster, as the reigning World Champi- 
on had another chance to progress. 

Hamill had lost out in one of the 
races of the series and was done early 
again with a last place in heat 16, which 
was his last chance to go through. Jason 
Crump was a clear winner from the 
tapes, but you could have thrown a 
blanket over Hamill, Castagna and 
Hancock as they all battled for that pre- 
cious second place to keep them in the 
hunt. Hancock held on under severe 
pressure and was able to go through - 
but for Hamill, his hopes of title glory 
were ended, and he was on his way 
home. 

"There's not a lot I can say about 
this," Hamill said. "I'm not making any 
excuses, and I'd just rather put it all to 
one side and forget about it. I’m not 
worried about my place in next year's 
Grand Prix because there is a big gap 
between me and the riders below, but a 
good meeting in Poland could still put 
me on the rostrum." 

Rickardsson dominated heat 17, with 
Karlsson coming from the back to frus- 
trate Nielsen - but no rider went out at 
this stage. The next pressure race was 
heat 19, and it was bad news for Loram 
and Andersen, who had both battled 
hard to go through from the pre-main 
event, but they could do nothing to stop 
Adams and Hancock. 

"Past master" Nielsen went out in 
heat 20 to take his tally up to 60 Grand 
Prix points - one behind Hancock and 
Hamill with one round to go and still 
not a certainty for next year's series. 
Crump fell in this race, and it was 
Nilsen and Louis who progressed 
through to the final event. Despite his 
failure to qualify, Nielsen said that he 
still feels that he is more than competi- 
tive. 

"It's been a hard year, and the guys

at the top are getting tougher to catch 
for me, but I’m still enjoying it and 1 
have proved what I can do throughout 
this year,” Nielsen said. “This meeting 
was hard because I had to work my way 
through the early stages of this new for- 
mula, but it wasn't too bad for me, even 
if my final result could have been bet- 
ter." 


FINAL EVENT 


Home fans went wild as Rickardsson 
roared to victory in the first semifinal, 
and to make it a great race for Ipswich 
fans, Louis came from the back to pass 
Australians Adams and Sullivan to join 
Rickardsson in the final. 

Another Ipswich man, Tomasz Gol- 
lob, was the favorite to go through from 
the second semifinal, but he blew his 
engine, which denied him the chance. 
Nilsen trailed in third to effectively 
hand the title to Rickardsson, as Nilsen 
needed to at least match his countryman 
in order to keep the race open for the 


Polish round. Hancock and Karlsson 


made it through to the final. 

The Consolation final saw Nilsen win 
in some style ahead of Gollob, Adams 
and Sullivan, but this did nothing more 
than sort out the finishing positions. 

Rain started to fall in the latter 
stages, but it had little or no effect on 
track conditions, and it certainly failed 
to dampen the enthusiasm of Rickards- 


son. He made a flying start from the 
tapes in the Grand Final and as the rid- 
ers went down the back straight, they 
spread out, with Louis and Karlsson fol- 
lowed by Hancock. Rickardsson was a 
worthy winner, and as he celebrated by 
diving on the track in spectacular style, 
he knew he was closing in on his second 
World crown. 

"] know people will say I’m almost 
there, and | suppose that's fair com- 
ment, but I'm not prepared to celebrate 
until it is certain," Rickardsson said. "I 
felt really good about tonight. People 
started asking questions about me dur- 
ing the British GP, but I always knew I 
could do well here. I have no worries 
about going to Poland; I like that place 
and I know I can go there and finish as 
World Champion." 

Louis' second brought great joy to 
the Brit, who probably still hasn't shown 
all that he may be capable of at the 
World level, despite finishing as high as 
third in the world in 1993. 

"This was a meeting I really 
enjoyed," Louis said. "The track was 
great even though the practice was 
called off, and I'm absolutely delighted 
about the result. It was tough out there, 
but I was confident and the bikes felt 
really good for me." 

Despite his struggles in 1998, reign- 
ing champion Hancock said that his 
fourth place will allow him to keep his 











chin up, even though he still has reser- 
vations about the series format. 

"]t's been a disappointing series for 
me, but this has made me feel much bet- 
ter about it all," Hancock said. "I'm still 
not convinced about the race format. 
Bil has come here and had only two 
races, and I don't think that's right for 
World-class riders who spend time in 
the workshop, building up toward this. 

"But I'm pleased with my result," 
Hancock continued. “Апа I just hope I 
can build on this in Poland and finish 
the series in style to set me up for next 
year." €N

he KTM 125 SX is proof positive 
that racing - or, more specifically, 
winning - sells motorcycles. In 
KTM's case, however, it's the opposite 
that appears to be true, at least when it 
comes to motocross. 

KTM is a small company, relatively 
speaking, so when it comes to racing on 
the national level, KTM simply does not 
have the budget to hire the Rickv 
Carmichaels or John Dowds of this 
world, unlike the Big Four motorcycle 
manufactures in Japan. Big (not to men 
tion expensive) names equal high expo- 
sure, and high exposure usually equal: 
high sales. But without those big names 
and the subsequent high visibility, sales 
suffer, no matter how good your prod 
uct is. Here's where the KTM 125 SX 
comes in. 

The '98 125 SX is, right out of the 
crate, as strong as any 125cc production 
M Xer out there. Under the right talent, it 
has the potential of winning a National, 
but you don't see people lining up out- 
side KTM dealerships to buy one. That's 
because the KTM doesn't have a Suzuki, 
Honda, Kawasaki or Yamaha decal on 
the tank or a Reynard, Lamson, 
Carmichael or Dowd on the seat. 

But that doesn't bother KTM, really. 
They sold enough of these fire-breathing 
tiddlers to keep them happy, and, after 
riding the '99 125 SX, we believe they'll 
be even happier next year. 

The 125 SX had to be the surprise bike

of the year in 1998. After disappearing 
from the scene for a while, the KTM re- 
emerged in '98 with its muscles flexed 
and ready to brawl. KTM engineers in 
Austria breathed new life into what had 
been an anemic 125cc powerplant, and 
the end result was one of the most power- 
ful 125cc motocross bikes we've ever rid- 
den. But not everyone liked that. 





Fast guys, of course, loved the '98 
KTM's hard-hitting and powerful 
motor, but less-experienced riders had a 
harder time coming to terms with the 
SX's on/off and explosive powerband. 
Only the experts could really take 
advantage of what the '98 KTM had to 
offer. For '99, though, KTM tried reach- 
ing more of a middle ground with the 


125 SX by boosting midrange and 
smoothing out the transition from mid- 
dle to top. To accomplish this, KTM's 
engineers felt they only needed to make 
a few changes: They implemented a new 
reed-block design, went to a more sensi- 
tive reed-pedal material, and readjusted 
ignition timing. That's it. 

We're certain the new SX motor will

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get mixed reviews; the Pros will perhaps 
feel that KTM took a step backward 
because the bike isn't as explosive any- 
more and maybe isn't quite as fast on 
top, but everyone else will probably 
applaud the direction KTM went with 
the 125's motor. That's because the '99 
KTM 125 SX is far easier to ride and less 
demanding of the rider's cardiovascular 
system and forearms, which could also 
be attributed to new forks - but we'll get 
into that later. 

The SX is still plenty fast, but the 
engineers managed to take the edge off 
that sharp hit. The powerband is 
smoother and broader, so now you can 
ride this bike as fast - if not faster - than 
before and, more importantly, longer. 

Another area that prematurely wore 
riders out on the '98 KTM 125 SX was 
the rear suspension. KTM's first effort 
with the PDS nonlinkage rear-suspen- 
sion system was commendable, but 
poor damping characteristics resulted in 
a jolting ride that, combined with the 
hard-hitting motor, really knocked the 
wind out of the riders' sails on a hard- 
packed track with a lot of square-edged 
holes and bumps. KTM kept telling us 





to give the shock more time to break in, 
and, well, we're still breaking in the 
shock on the '98s and the ride is still 
harsh. 

But not anymore. 

KTM completely revalved and 
redesigned the internals of the new, sec- 
ond-generation WP PDS shock, and the 
net result is a shock that now actually 
absorbs and is far more sensitive to the 
smaller hits and holes. Overall, the back 
end is much, much improved over last 
year’s ('98) model. Same with the forks. 

KTM upgraded the 125 SX's front- 
suspension system by going to the larg- 
er, 50mm WP Extreme forks-that are 
already found on the bigger 250cc and 
Open-class KTM models. The WPs have 
better damping action and provide а 
more stable feel - especially through the 
ruts - than the previous 45mm Marzoc- 
chi Magnum forks. 

Pretty much the only other real dif- 
ference that you can feel on the track is 
the rear brake. Last year's rear binder 
was too touchy and grabby, but a small- 
er Brembo caliper on the '99 SX renders 
a better feel and a reduction in wheel 
lockup, all without really losing any

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overall braking power, since there was 
more than enough of that in the first 
place. 

Everything else about the '99 KTM 
feels pretty much the same as it did, 
which is a good thing. All of the controls 
work well and have good feel; the bike 
still has a nice, comfortable layout; and 
we have no reason to believe the KTM is 
going to fall apart anytime soon - in 
other words, it's well-built. 

KTM hit upon only the areas it need- 
ed to - the motor, shock, and forks - and 
made improvements to them. Experts 
and pros, however, might not like what 
they did to the motor. They're just 
going to have to shave off a little more 
metal in the cylinder than last year's 
bike, but everyone else won't have to 
do a thing to the '99 SX. Just buy it and 
ride it. 

Unless KTM digs a little deeper into 
their pockets and employ a Ricky 
Carmichael-caliber rider, you probably 
won't see the SX on a National podium 
next year, but that won't be the bike's 
fault. The SX is truly a machine worth 
checking out when you go 125cc shop- 
ping. CN

or a motorcycle that was 

already the best in its class, 

Yamaha sure made a lot of 
changes to the 1999 YZ125. You would 
have thought that the company would 
have left well enough alone, but Yama- 
ha has a tradition of never resting on its 
laurels. 

Just about everywhere you look, 
there is something different about the 
new YZ125. The forks have been 
refined, the shock has been lengthened 
and retuned, the swingarm and rear hub 
have been lightened, the silencer has a 
new tail cap, and even the footpegs have 
been touched up. Yamaha even made 
significant changes to the already potent 
water-cooled, case-reed-inductéd motor. 
How could they? 

The YZ's motor was considered by 
many as the class leader in '98. After all, 
how could you not fall in love with the 
YZ's broad powerband, a powerband 
that emphasized low-end and midrange 
punch? It revved out well on top, too, 
but fell just short of the screaming Suzu- 
ki and KTM machines. For '99, Yamaha 
gave itself the seemingly impossible 
goal of making the YZ's powerband 
even wider while increasing overrev. 

Here's what they did: 

Yamaha pretty much replaced the '98 
cylinder with one that features larger 
and reshaped exhaust and scavenging

ports, and fitted a new exhaust power- 
valve assembly. The new cylinder 
resulted in a new and lighter exhaust 
pipe, as well. | 

On the intake side of things, the '99 
YZ125 features a new, reduced-in-size, 
TMX36 Mikuni carburetor, which 
is 10mm shorter front to back and 
9.5mm shorter top to bottom. Plus, 
the intake path of the crankcase 




















has been changed slightly to meet the 
carburetor and cylinder changes. 

As you can see, Yamaha made some 
significant changes to an already well- 
liked motor. 

The praises for the '98 YZ125 didn't 

stop at the

just as impressive as the user-friendly 
motor, and, once again, Yamaha still 
wasn't content with what they had and 
made a number of refinements to these 
areas. 

Up front, the inverted Kayaba fork 
took on valving changes, as well as new 
oil seals, piston, and slide metal to 
reduce stiction. In addition, the taper of 
the outer fork tube near the lower triple 
clamp has been changed to increase 
rigidity. 

Out back, the shock is now 15mm 
longer (measured from mount to 
mount) and the gas capacity of the 
shock body has been increased to help 
combat fading. Like the fork, the 
shock has been revalved. As a 

result of the longer shock and a 
new mounting position (slightly 
lower in the swingarm), the 
relay arm on the linkage system 
has been changed - but not the 
ratio. 

As for the swingarm, it has 
been made lighter, and the seal- 
ing structure of the pivot section 
has been modified, as have the 

end sections, much of which has 
to do with a larger-diameter axle. 
The rear hub is also lighter and Каз 
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been redesigned, so previous sprockets 
will no longer fit on the new YZ. 

Yamaha chose not to tamper with the 
YZ's frame specs. 

You would think that with all these 
changes, the '99 YZ would have a com- 
pletely different personality on the 
track, but this simply isn't the case at all. 
You can feel differences here and there 
between the '98 and '99 but nothing too 
dramatic; this is, for all intents and pur- 
poses, not a bad thing. 

Motorwise, the '99 YZ125 still runs 
very, very strong. The bike pulls harder

in the middle of the powerband and 
continues to pull a little harder on top 
than it used to. Without question, the ‘99 
YZ has more overrev than before. The 
one area that perhaps lost out on the 
deal was bottom end, but not by much. 
We found ourselves fanning the clutch 
exiting tight, loamy turns a little bit 
more than we remembered with the ‘98. 
But this was just a small price to pay for 
a definite increase in midrange and top- 
end power. | 

Since most of our riding on the '99 has 
so far been on semitight tracks, we 
changed the final gearing slightly, going 
to a larger, 49-tooth rear sprocket, 
which is one tooth more than stock. 
The stock gearing, however, should 
work out well on fast, hard-packed 
tracks with longer 
straights. 





















Our bike has always seemed to run a 
little rich way off the bottom, but we 
have yet to ride the bike when it wasn’t 
under 100 degrees and humid outside, 
which most likely attributes to this 
minor problem. We fiddled with the car- 
buretor’s air screw and managed to 
adjust out most of the slight hesitation. 
In cooler, leaner weather, the Yamaha 
should carburate just fine. Otherwise, 
the '99 YZ runs crispy-clean. 

All of the changes to the ‘99 YZ's 
chassis did not harm the motorcycle in 
any way. It’s still 
just as stable and 
controllable as ever 
down fast,

whooped-out straights, and getting 
either end to bottom seems next to 
impossible. 

Like last year's YZ, the suspension 
feels very plush, yet it is more than 
capable of handling the big hits. That's a 
combination some of the other manufac- 
tures just haven't figured out yet - 
Yamaha has it dialed with the YZ125. 

Yet again, the new YZ handles just as 
good as last year's, which comes as no 
surprise since Yamaha did not mess 
with the frame or its geometry. This bike 
corners as well as ever and with the 
same precision that we've come to 
expect. Over jumps and in the air, the 
YZ doesn't do anything surprising or 
unpredictable - it's a definite confi- 

dence-builder. 

When we first learned of 
all the changes Yamaha 
made to the '99 YZ125, we 

were concerned that perhaps 
they had messed with a good 
thing, but we are no longer worried. 
We loved the '98 YZ125 and we love 
the '99. Despite all of the changes 
on paper, the '99 YZ is really 
pretty much the same bike on 
the track but with harder 
acceleration from the middle 
of the powerband on up. If 
there is one area we might 

not like as much as the ’98, 

it is the slight (and we 

mean slight) loss of bottom- 
end. Everywhere else, the ‘99 
feels like the ‘98, if not a little 
better. And that's a good, good 
thing. 
Now, if Yamaha could just do 
something about that blue front num- 


ber plate. CN 
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t's been a long time since Husqvarna's 
been a contender for top motocross 
honors in the two-stroke market here 
in the United States, but if the transplanted 
Swedish company (now residing in Italy 
under the Cagiva banner) has its way, this 
will no longer be the case. 

Witness the CR 125 and CR 250, 
Husky's latest offerings in the two-stroke 
MX world. While the 125 has had its share 
of changes (which we'll get to shortly), it's 
the 250 that is perhaps most significant in 
Husky's two-stroke MX push. 

Featuring an all-new 250cc powerplant, 
the quarter-liter CR is seeing its first year in 
the States. 

The new engine features a 66.4 x 72mm 
bore and stroke that has a flat-crown, two- 
ring piston sliding up and down in a totally 
redesigned cylinder. The cylinder has five 
transfer ports, as well as featuring a trans- 
fer-port shutter valve (activated by the 
power-valve's centrifugal control mecha- 
nism) that restricts flow of the air-fuel mix- 
ture through the main transfer port, thus 
increasing crankcase pressure (along with a 
new pressure-increasing crankshaft and 
inserts) at lower rpm. Big deal? Well, 
according to Husky it is, sihce it is said to 
dramatically increase bottom-end and 
midrange engine response. A new Mikuni 
TMX38 feeds the port-inducted engine, and 
new shift forks and shift shaft (as well as 
revised ratios) in the five-speed transmis- 
sion smooth out shifting and better match. 
the character of the new powerplant. A new nine-disc clutch is fitted to the 250, 
as is a new clutch housing. 

Like the rest of the Husky competition lineup, the CR 250 is now fitted with 
the 45mm Marzocchi inverted fork (in place of the previous 50mm conventional 
fork). The CR and TC (four-stroke motocross) models get an oversized steering 
stem with new dust seals and bearings said to increase steering precision. 

Some of the other changes that span the lineup are braided-steel front brake 
lines for the 260mm Brembo disc; revised settings for the rear monoshock - 
which also features a longer reservoir for improved shock cooling; new seats 
with a narrower rear section; cast footpegs with higher mounting points and 
new return springs; a new rear fender and brighter graphics; and Excel alloy 
rims. The motocross models also get aluminum handlebars. 
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~ As for model-specific changes, the CR 125 has been updated and designed to 

= mimic Chicco Chiodi's championship-winning machine. Design elements from 
i Chiodi's engine - slight motor mods in the form of a new head, new centrifugally 
& controlled power valve and redesigned cylinder on the 54 x 54.5mm powerplant, as 
z well as revised suspension settings, are the major functional changes to the six- 
D speed CR 125.

several changes were made to help improve reliability, changes that also extend to 
the TE 410. New crankcases feature a new gear-driven oil-pump - in addition to the 
reed-activated oiling system - to help improve lubrication on the World Champi- 
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onship-winning thumper, as well as a new, crank, апа a 
new, high-capacity oil-filter was added. The stroke was 
lengthened and a longer connecting rod was fitted to 
help improve torque. The TE and TC models also have 
new stainless-steel exhausts and silencers and new skid 
plates. 

On the off-road side of the two-stroke Husky lineup, 
the changes that were wrought on the CR motocrossers 
also apply to the WR models - except for the steering 
stem. The WR models get the benefit of O-ring chains 
for better durability in those nasty enduros, and also 
have new lights and 130-watt lighting coils (shared 
with the four-stroke off-road line). The off-road models 
all have USFS spark arrestors, new enduro odometers 
and rear shock mud guards. 

Prices for the new models were unavailable at press 
time. 

We were initially expecting the TE 610e dual sport 
model to make it to our shores - an exciting prospect 
because it features the all-new four-stroke powerplant 
with right-side kick and electric start, and a counterbal- 
ancer. Cagiva USA had even asked us if we wanted a 
test bike. Unfortunately, problems getting the bike DOT 
certified have halted things for the moment. 

“At this point we plan to bring it in, but it is depen- 
dent upon homologation issues, and if we do bring it 
in, we don't really know what form or fashion it is 
going to take," a Cagiva USA spokesman said. 

For now, I guess we'll have to keep ourselves busy 
with the new CRs. €N 
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onda is getting very serious 
about wanting to get back on top 
of the motocross scene. Over the 
last couple of years, Big Red's race results 
haven't been what they used to be and, 
as a result, neither have its sales num- 
bers. And Honda does not like either sit- 
uation. 

On the racing front, Honda appears 
to be stacking the deck with a four-man 
rotation for next year's outdoor Nation- 
al and Supercross series, and if that rota- 
tion does in fact come together, the red 
hghting squadron - which could quite 
possibly be made up of Ezra Lusk, 
Kevin Windham, Sebastien Tortelli and 
Mickael Pichon - will be incredibly 
tough to shoot down. . 

But what about the bikes they will be 
riding? Will they be just as tough? Obvi- 
ously, the CRs they ride are highly mod- 
ified racing machines that are littered 
with works parts and are maintained 
and prepped by some of the best 
mechanics and technicians in the world. 
But sometimes even the best tuners and 
a dump truck full of works parts can't 
win championships without a solid 
foundation on which to build. Having 
experienced this as of late, Honda went 
to work on the '99 production CRs and 
made many refinements to both the 
CR250 and 125 (but mostly to the 250). 

Even though Honda is hungry for a 
title, they didn't forget about the local 
weekend racer. Honda representatives 
said they wanted to find that fine line

between building a firm base for its race 
team and keeping the CRs tame enough 
for us mere mortals to ride, which is 
something the engineers tried especially 
hard to do this year. Recently, we got 
the chance to spin a few laps on both the 
"99 CR250 and the 125, and our initial 
impression is that Honda has come very 
close to accomplishing its goals. 

Starting with the 250, it's no secret 
that the CR's motor simply rips, and has 
for many years now - only the Kawasaki 
KX250's powerplant rivals the Honda's 
powerful motor. But Honda felt there 
was still room for improvement, mainly 
in the bottom-end department. The 
answer was to go to more-sensitive, six- 
petal carbon reed valves, fiddle with 
cylinder porting, tweak the cylinder 
head, reprogram the ignition, build a 
new exhaust pipe, and, in a surprising 
move, eliminate the Power Jet on the 
new 38mm, flat-slide Keihin carburetor, 
which now features a dual-taper needle 
and a reshaped slow-jet circuit. Honda 
claims that it simply could not get the 
kind of bottom end they were looking 
for with the Power Jet system. 

Even though we haven't put much 
time on the bike, we feel this could be the 
best CR250 motor yet. Picture last year's 
hard-hitting, high-revving motor but with 
more pull off the bottom and you'll have a 
good idea what the '99 CR250R is all 
about. This bike is plenty fast and power- 
ful (what else is new?) but it now hooks 
up better and is more tractable than ever - 
before. The motor is awesome. Period. 

Our bike came jetted a little on the 












rich side, but a slight repositioning of 
the needle cured that right up. 

The Honda's motor, however, has 
never really been questioned in recent 
years. What was questioned was the 
bike's quirky handling traits - traits that 
can be blamed for the CR's recent slump 
in popularity. Whether or not the alu- 
minum-constructed frame is to blame 
(some say it is, some say it's not), the 
recent CR250Rs flat out beats you up and 
wears you out on the track. With a motor 
like the Honda's, the last thing you want 
is an ill-handling chassis - such as the 
Honda's. The word “plush” has not been 
in the Honda's vocabulary as of late. 

Honda, however, is trying very hard 
to change this and, as a result, made 
many refinements to the '99 CR250's 
chassis to help stabilize things on the 
track and to provide a less punishing 
ride. Up front, the 250's 47mm Showa 
cartridge fork (the CR125R uses Kayaba 
forks) features new spring rates, going 
to stiffer .42 coils with new, lighter 
damping settings. In addition, there's 
less stiction thanks to a new low-friction 
oil-seal lip and a more rigid stanchion 
tube with an internal shape change to 
reduce side-load friction. Changes to the 
top spring rate and air-pressure ratio, 
along with a new, two-piece piston 
bushing, combine efforts to resist bot- 
toming. 

In the back, a new Showa shock is 
Imm shorter, resulting in a 0.6-inch- 
lower seat height, a more relaxed caster 
angle and increased trail (plus 4mm to 
113.4). Like the fork, the shock features 
new spring and damping rates. The link- 
age ratio has also been altered slightly. 

Although we are still in the early 
stages of testing, we feel that it's safe to 
say the CR250 is a better-handling 
machine. The bike feels less twitchy and 
nervous than before, the back end tracks 
straight over the acceleration bumps, 
and the fork does have a more plush feel 
- at least on tracks with semi-loamy dirt, 
rolling-type whoops, and large jumps. 
We have yet to ride the CRs on a hard- 
packed track with a lot of square-edged 
holes, which, in the past, have given the 
CR250 and its riders a lot of trouble. We 
did however, experience, some confi- 


dence-rattling head shake over sharp 
braking bumps at speed, so we're not 
entirely sure the CR250 is completely 
out of the woods when it comes to its 
past handling woes. 

We found that small damping adjust- 
ments make big differences with the CR's 
suspension. Those who have ridden our 
CR250 have had to make only small 
adjustments to meet their initial needs. 

Over the next few weeks, we'll visit 
more tracks on the CR250, but for now, 
we're happy with what Honda has done 
to the '99 CR250's chassis, and especially 
the motor. 

Everything else about the ‘99 CR250R 
is typical Honda: The brakes are awe- 
some, the transmission works beautiful- 
ly, the seat is comfortable (and now a lit- 
tle softer), the controls need little effort to 
operate, and there's less vibration thanks 
to the new rubber-mounted handlebars. 

The CR125R received many of the 
same type of chassis upgrades as the 
250, but the 125 was already a better- 
handling machine, which no doubt had 
a lot to do with the fact that it is inher- 
ently lighter, has softer suspension set- 
tings and less horsepower than the 250. 
Suspension and handling weren't a big 
complaint with the ‘98 CR125R but a 
lack of top end was, so we were a little 
surprised when we first heard that 
Honda didn't really do a whole lot to 
the motor. Some people were hoping 
that Honda would simply stuff the 
much-liked '97 motor back into the alu- 
minum frame; instead Honda stuck with 
last year's five-speed motor but made a 
few changes to it, like going to the car- 
bon reed valves and the new dual-taper 
needle in the 36mm Keihin carburetor. 
The 125 now has the same 16-bit, 3-D 
map-type ignition as the 250. This pretty 
much sums up all the changes to the 
CR125R's motor. 

Like the 250, we have only had a few 
rides on the '99 CR125, and the bike 
made a good first impression on us. We 
like the way the engine responds to the 
throttle - quickly and cleanly - but we 
are - so far - hard-pressed to feel any 
real great horsepower gain anywhere in 
the powerband. Overall, it's not the kind 
of motor that wows you but is instead

kind of businesslike: It just gets the job 
done - nothing more, nothing less. 

We have no major complaints with 
the 12575 chassis or suspension, just like 
last year. Similar to the 250, the new 125 
feels perhaps a little more stable down 
the straights апа through the whoops, 
and in spite of the nice, plush ride, we 
have yet to bottom the suspension at 





In all, we feel that both the new CRs 
are improved motorcycles, but we won't 
know for sure just how improved until 
we put more time on the bikes and start 
comparing them to the other new mod- 
els - back to back. But, for now, we can 
say with confidence that Honda has 
done its homework, but will that be

t an age when many dirt track- 
ers are paying almost as much 
attention to their 401K plan as 
they are to their gearing and tire selec- 
tions, or are perhaps contemplating rid- 
ing the Senior class, George "Ricky the 
Rocket" Richtmeyer is about to (re) 
enter the Pro ranks. 

Those of you who follow vintage dirt 
track know “Ricky the Rocket" as one of 
the hottest shoes in vintage racing. One 
of the most diversely talented riders in 
AHRMA, it often seems as though he 
rides (and wins) every event on the pro- 
gram. Richtmeyer, now in his mid-40s, 
decided that the recent Days of Glory 
AHRMA National would be his last vin- 
tage event before returning to the Pro 
wars. (He was originally scheduled to 
ride his first Pro event there as well, but 
a paperwork snafu held up his license.) 
Riding a rigid/brakeless T100 Triumph, 
a 250cc Montesa and a 750cc Yamaha 
(prepared by tuner Ed Albright) all on 
the same day would be enough for most 
of us. At the National, Richtmeyer 
added а Champion-framed 350cc Yama- 





ha (prepared by Bill Anderson) to the 


mix - and rode the Dash For Cash. as 
well. He won the Sportsman 600cc class 
on the 350cc Yamaha, won the 750cc 
class and finished third in the 250cc 
race. His fourth-place finish in the three- 
lap Dash For Cash was his only finish 
off the box. 

Between events, "Ricky the Rocket" 
slowed down long enough to tell Cycle 
News about the latest developments in 
his 29-year career, as well as fill us in on 
a little personal history. 


You've been a competitive dirt tracker 
since you were a kid. How did you get 
started? 


My brother had a go kart, I wanted a go 


kart, (but) he got rid of the go kart and 
bought a motorcycle the next day, so I 
learned how to ride a motorcycle. My 
first bike was a 50cc Sears - it only lasted 
two weeks. For my 14th birthday I got a 
90cc Kawasaki. The following week I 
started racing and I won 15 straight 
races in a row. I won the championship 
(District 3, 100cc) my first year. l'd never 
ridden a motorcycle before. I went to the 
race track every day (Electric City short 
track, in Schenectady, New York) and 
rode all day. My dad gave me one shot 
at racing. I won, so we kept going. That 
was in 1969. 

Obviously you were quite successful 
as an amateur. Can you give us a little 
background on that aspect of your 
career? 

I rode amateur for four years, until I was 
old enough to ride as an AMA Novice. 1 
had to wait until I was 18 because the 
AMA changed the age requirement 
from 16 to 18. I was actually 17 ^: before 
they got things changed back around. In 
'71 I rode as an AMA Novice; the next 
year I rode as a Junior. The following 
year (73) I turned Expert. I rode an Ossa 
DMR as a Novice and a Bill Bradshaw- 
prepared BSA as a Junior and Expert. 
During the time I was employed as a 
frame builder by Yankee Motors. 

Most amateur racers can only dream of 
turning Pro. What was your first 
impression of Pro racing? 

I had a tough time my first year as a Pro 
Expert. I'd been racing a lot of the same 
guys (in combined Junior/Expert 
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events). When I went Expert, it took me 
like five races to calm down and start 
winning. I raced mainly in the east, 
although we did run the Houston 
Astrodome. 

What were some of the highlights of 
your pro career? 

Making the program at the Houston TT 
in 74, riding the Nationals at Middle- 
town (New York) and Harrington 
(Delaware). I always did well at Har- 
rington. 

You were really in your prime when 
you decided to retire. What led to that 
decision? 

Well, I had some family business that 
needed attention, and I'd promised 
myself that when I got my National 
number, I'd retire - I wanted to retire on 
my own terms, which I did. I went to 
Florida in '88, made all of the programs 
and then retired. I gave everything 
away, except one helmet, and called it a 
day. We built a new house, I did some 
snow skiing, a little sailing - I really 
didn't do much. 

What brought you out of retirement 
and into vintage racing? 

In 1994 a friend, Steve Boyd, asked me 
to ride his Husky on the indoors at 
Middletown, New York. We finished 
second overall against guys like Robert 
Crabbe, Ken Coolbeth and Mike Hack- 
er. I ran Boyd's Triumph the following 
summer in some vintage events, and 
that was it. 

You've had an outstanding career in 
vintage racing. What were the high 
points? 

Going to Daytona this year and winning 
all three classes - 250cc, Classic 500cc 
and 750cc. It's been neat to ride the same

places I rode as a Pro, but now it's time 
to go back to the pros. 

What led you to that decision? 

I think I have enough talent; my tuner, 
Ed Albright, has asked me a few times if 
I wanted to try it again; my wife sup- 
ports my decision - and basically, I’ve 
got nothing to lose. I was a Pro; I think 
itd be neat go back. Hopefully, if I can 
make a few programs, it'll inspire some 
of the guys to return either to vintage 
racing or the Pros. I’m riding better now 
than I ever have in my life. I’m more 
mature, I think about what I'm doing 
out there instead of just running on 
instinct, and I've got a good motorcycle. 
How did you get hooked up with your 
tuner and sponsor, Ed Albright? 

Right here at Weedsport (New York). 
About 4 ^ years ago, I showed up with- 
out a motorcycle to ride, and Ed had а 
250cc Montesa and no rider. Jimmy 
Weinert (yes, that Jimmy Weinert) intro- 
duced me to Ed and | won the race on 
his bike. We’ve been together ever since. 
You'll be riding a bike that hasn’t been 
competitive in GNC racing for quite a 
while - a 750cc Yamaha in a Champion 
frame. Do you think it can be competi- 
tive? 

This one’s more competitive than most. 
Гуе ridden lots of bikes and this one's 
pretty special. I rode it down in Pennsyl- 
vania against some pretty good Pros on 
XR750s and it held its own. We just need 
to get it into the program or even come 
real close and we'll be happy. 

Bottom line: Do you think you will be 
competitive? 

I'll be competitive. I’m ready. Ed and I 
are going as a team. We'll do what we 
have to do. | €x

GDYNIA, POLAND, AUG. 30 
D" here are but two riders who 
L| matter in the fight for the 250cc 

World Championship - Stefan 
Everts and Sebastien Tortelli - and they 
continued their epic title battle as the 
series made its stop at the sandy 
Kamionka MX track in Poland. 

This time it was Everts who was in 
control, as the Belgian Honda rider 
leaped off the gate in the first moto and 
ran away with the win, while Tortelli got 
off to a slow start and was unable to reel 
in the speedy Everts. In the second moto, 
it looked like Everts was off for a ride in 
the park once again, but a combination 
of slow lapped riders and one very fast 
Frenchman saw Tortelli reel in the Bel- 
gian and challenge for the lead. Unfortu- 
nately, a crash took Tortelli out of con- 
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tention for the lead - though he was able 
to remount without losing second place. 
As a result, Tortelli finished second 
overall to Everts' first overall, and lost 
14 points to him in the process. 

With two rounds remaining, Everts 
leads with 497 points to Tortelli's 483, 
and German Pit Beirer - third overall 
after 4-3 moto scores - is a distant third 
with 342 points. 

Overnight rain on the sandy Gdynia 
track left conditions good for Sunday's 
races, and no one was happier than 
Everts. 

^| have been here five times, and I 
think this is the best the track has been,” 
Everts said. "For me, this is very good." 

Tortelli wasn't quite as pleased with 
the prevailing conditions but seemed 
prepared to deal with them and do what 
was necessary to keep his title hopes 
alive. 


"It's muddy and slippery, and the 
rocks are a problem, but we all will race 
on the same track, and I don't have any 
fear of this place," Tortelli said. 

Tallon Vohland's sentiments were 
similar to Tortelli's, but he was a little 
more critical. 

“I don't really like it,” Vohland said. 
“If you get a poor start, then those big 
rocks are going to cause problems. I'm 
sure all the riders feel the same." 

Vohland's concerns about the track 
were compounded by potentially dan- 
gerous mechanical troubles. 

"The throttle is sticking and I hope 
we have it fixed," Vohland said. "They 
have some nice, big downhill jumps here 
- I don't want to crash on one of those." 

As the riders entered their start posi- 
tions, Everts and Tortelli (as has been 
the case all year long) sat side by side, 
Everts again looking cool, and Tortelli

making his usual goggle adjustments. A 
sign of what was to come was evident as 
the gate dropped and Everts immediate- 
ly rode his machine into the path of 
Tortelli, blocking the Kawasaki-mount- 
ed Frenchman and taking second place 
into turn one behind Finland's Miska 
Aaltonen on his KTM. 

Aaltonen would prove to be a stub- 
born leader but Everts was not about to 
play around and he took the lead with a 
move most wouldn't try. 

"| had to be aggressive," Everts said. 
“I wanted the lead and I really drove 
into him." 

Surpringly, Aaltonen wasn't angered 
by Everts and his aggressive, full-con- 
tact pass. 








“Не is much faster than me and I 
don't have trouble with what he did," 
Aaltonen said. "I was in the corner and 
he crashed into my bike, broke my front 
brake and raced off." 

With the lead, Everts was soon sever- 
al bike lengths ahead of Aaltonen on lap 
one, with Joachim Karlsson in third 
place, Tortelli in fourth and Frederic 
Bolley in fifth. 

Well back in the pack was Honda 
rider Pit Beirer in 11th, while Yamaha- 
mounted Vohland's pre-race throttle- 
sticking fears had been realized. 

"The throttle stuck going over the 
first tabletop jump," Vohland said. "I 
just hit the ground and hurt my back. 
Man, I' m scared if I have to race the sec- 
ond moto." 

With laps ticking away, Everts had 
pulled out to a seven-second lead ahead 
of Tortelli, who had also passed Aalto- 
nen, with Bolley fighting with the KTM 
rider for third place. 

About a hundred Everts supporters 
had made their way to Poland, and the 
flags and horns of the Belgian people 
inspired Everts to even greater heights, 
pulling out to a lead of more than 20 
seconds over Tortelli, and with no time 
remaining in the moto, that was how it 
finished - Tortelli miles behind, with 
Bolley third, Bierer fourth, and Aaltonen 
fifth. 

Everts was again telling the usual 
story. 

"The bike just bolts out of the start," 
Everts said. "I was getting some bad 
starts before Honda gave me this new 
motor, and now it's Sebastien who is 
getting in trouble early." 

Tortelli was at least smiling, but he 
wasn't all that happy about the start. 

“I’m not sure what type of tires he's 
using, but he is fast off the line and then 


he moves over on me. I have no hope,” 
Tortelli said. 

Beirer had made a nice race for him- 
self with his fourth place. 

“І was so slow out of the start - it's 
been a problem for me," the German 
said. "I had to fight again; but then 
again, I cannot complain - that's my 
nature." 

With a win to his name, Everts was 
not about to stop there. When the 
machines entered the first corner in the 
second moto, it was Everts who once 
again had his nose in front while Tortelli 
was again around fifth place. But the 
French rider fought through to second 
place by the end of the second lap. 

It was to no avail, though, as Everts 
was already gone. Lap after lap, Everts 
cruised and Tortelli charged, and for a 
time it looked like a futile attack; but 
with around. half the race distance cov- 
ered, Tortelli made his move. 

“I found some nice lines and my pit 
crew was telling me I was making time 
on Stefan," Tortelli said. 

According to Everts, it wasn't so 
much Tortelli's “nice lines" that were 
helping him close in, but the fact that 
the Belgian was being held up by a 
lapped rider, something he had com- 
plained about in the first moto. 

"| was having real trouble with 
lapped riders - there were no blue flags 
showing the lapped rider I was com- 
ing," Everts said. "It was a nightmare." 

Vohland, meanwhile, was still wor- 
ried about his potential mechanical trou- 
bles, and after starting in around 17th 
place, he was cruising in 10th and still 
feeling the after-effects of his moto-one 
get-off. 

“I don't feel good at all,” Vohland 
said. "I got some painkillers for my 
back. I'm just about living off those 
things lately." 





By the halfway mark, Tortelli had 
moved onto Everts' back wheel, but the 
Belgian looked cool and calm, while 
Tortelli appeared to be riding on the 
edge. 

Then, as the rider arrived at one of 
the large downhill jumps, Tortelli's bike 
kicked sideways and threw the second- 
placed man down the track. : 

"The bike just went over and over - it 
was a big one," Tortelli said of his crash. 

With time now on his side, Everts 
cruised to his sixth overall win of the 
season, while Tortelli remounted to fin- 
ish second again. 

Beirer was third, and unsure of what 
his next step will be. 

“I am not stupid, but I cannot race 
with Everts and Tortelli - they are just 
too fast. Maybe I should change 
brands," smiled Beirer, talking about his 
move to Kawasaki in 1999. 

Vohland, meanwhile, had made up 
some time on the leaders, but he was 
still only ninth at the end of the race. 

Frederic Bolley had some bad luck in 
the race. The second factory Honda 
rider crashed on one of the large jumps 
and broke a bone in his hand, putting an 
end to his season and rendering him 
unable to fill his place on the French 
Motocross des Nations team. 

As for Everts, he felt he was at the 
top of his form, and his hopes for mak- 
ing up some points in the championship 
were realized with this win. In addition, 
the Belgian is contesting the 13 points he 
was docked after being disqualified 
from the Brazilian GP for a too-loud 
exhaust. 

“I felt I just rode one of the best races 
of my year," Everts said of his win. "I 


really felt in control. The bike is great, 


and it will take a really strong effort by 
Sebastien to get back the points he had 
lost." 





Everts came out the big winner on the 
sandy Gydnia track, taking both moto 
wins in front of second-overall Tortelli. 





“It’s going through the courts in Eng- 
land," said Dave Grant, Everts’ manag- 
er. ^We feel we have been wrongly dis- 
qualified, and expect to get the points 
back." 

If, in fact, the Honda rider gets his 
points back, then the race for the 1998 
World 250cc Motocross Championship 
is just about over. Or is it? CN

fter clinching the National Enduro 
A Series Championship two 
_/ № rounds earlier at the Rhode 
Island round, it would have been easy 
for Mike Lafferty to rest on the laurels of 
his season's accomplishments - especial- 
ly with the championship finally made 
real when AMA's Hugh Flemming pre- 
sented Lafferty with the number-one 
plate here in Michigan. 

But Lafferty didn't rest, demonstrat- 
ing his intention to take the overall win 
just 3.2 miles after the start of the 
Stumpjumpers Motorcycle Club-hosted 
eventwhen he bettered the scores of all 
his competitors at the first check with a 
score of one; 13 other riders vying for 
top berths in the championship all card- 
ed twos. From there on, Lafferty was 
either equal to or better than anyone on 
the course and rode to the win with a 
score of 21. His nearest rival on the day 
was Blair Bersano, who, in: addition to 
finishing second overall on 23 points, 
was also first in the 250cc class. Third on 
the day was Minnesota native Matt 
Stavish. Stavish ran close to Lafftery's 
scores in the early sections, but after 
some late higher scores, dropped off the 
1998 champion's pace and was ultimate- 
ly edged by Bersano. 














As mentioned, Lafferty got off to a 
great start with a score of one, and he 
continued to lead the way in the second 
section, one that had two emergency 
checks. Lafferty, who had the bolt that 
attached the clutch cable loosen to the 
point that it stopped the clutch from 
working, nonetheless ripped through 
this section with the top score, a 5:11. 
Close on his heels were Honda-mounted 
Stavish with a 5:26 and Mark Spence 
with а 5:35. Yamaha's Doug Blackwell 
went a 5:37, while Michigan aces 
Bersano and Jon Eric Burleson recored a 
5:54 and a 5:57, respectively. Eas Coast 
rider Bill Atkinson and Michigan's 
David Lipovsky, both on row 22, had 
the next-best scores, both riders coming 
in just over six minutes late.

At the first gas, Lafferty held a slim 
margin with six points, while Stavish, 
Spence, Blackwell and Burleson had 
seven. Bersano, Atkinson, Lipovsky, 
Dick Burleson, California's Pat Garra- 
han, Ron Scharphorn, Rich Lafferty and 
Scott Luca all had eight. 

The two sections from first gas to sec- 
ond gas pulled two riders ahead of the 
rest: Lafferty and Bersano each dropped 
seven total points, while the rest of the 
field went nine or more. This left Laffer- 
ty with 13 and Bersano with 15, while 
Stavish, Spence, Blackwell and Burleson 
had 16 apiece. A host of top National 
and AA Michigan riders were still in the 
hunt with 17. 

Lafferty, however, left no doubt as to 
who was the top man on the course in 
the fifth section. It was short - 3.6 miles 
long - and full of glacier-formed whoops 
and handlebar-tight trees. Lafferty 
cranked off a 4:19, some 26 seconds bet- 
ter than Stavish's 4:45. Burleson, 
Bersano and Atkinson were the only 
other riders to make it through with 
scores under five. Blackwell, who com- 
pleted the last half of the section minus 
one Barkbuster, came in just over five. 

Lafferty led by two points going into 
the last section and everyone knew that 
only a total collapse on his part could 
keep him off the top of the podium. The 
collapse didn't come and the KTM pilot 
once again turned in the top score, 
pulling in around the middle of the 
fourth minute to take the win. Bersano 
was closest in the section, pulling in just 
under five, with Blackwell, Scharphorn, 
Stavish, Garrahan and Lipovsky the 
only others to card a five in the section. 
Other contenders weren't so lucky. For- 
mer ECEA champion Spence was third 
overall until problems in the final sec- 
tion knocked him out of the race. And 
Jon Erik Burleson's day was over only a 
few miles from the finish, costing him a 
fairly certain top-five finish.

WACHTERSBACH, GERMANY, AUG. 30 

oel Smets had time to voluntarily 

stop for three seconds near the 

end of the first moto and still win 
with ease in the final round of the 
World 500cc Motocross Series. Even a 
momentary lapse of concentration, 
which cost him a potential fifth two- 
moto sweep in the 12-round series, 
couldn't prevent the three-time World 
Champion from confirming his number- 
one ranking with his sixth Grand Prix 
win of the year. 

America was also represented in the 
results at the track set in a basin above 
the Kinzig Valley to the northeast of 
Frankfurt in central Germany, with 
AMA Four-Stroke Champion Lance 
Smail celebrating his GP debut with a 
top-10 finish aboard his 380cc two- 
stroke KTM. 

Smets dominated the first moto from 
start to finish, cruising along with a 
comfortable lead after only three or four 
laps. Suddenly he stopped in the final 


corner as he came through to complete. 


18 laps. 

“My mechanic, Glenn, had signaled 
me the lap before that it would be close 
to the 40 minutes (mark) next time 
around," Smets said. "I had a big lead, 
so I looked up as I came around the last 
corner and saw that if I waited for three 
seconds I would have one lap less to 
race." 

A furious battle ensued in his wake. 

Shayne King was initially third 
behind Bernd Eckenbach, but he slowed 
dramatically after a few laps. 

"The track felt completely different to 
yesterday and this morning," Shayne King 
said. "There was just no grip, and I got 
severe arm pump trying to compensate." 












He wasn't the only one. His brother 
Darryll King, Chris Burnham, Siggi 
Bauer, Smail and Rob Herring were all 
slithering to the ground on the slick sur- 
face. Herring, fastest by a second during 
qualifying, had another reason for his 
troubles. 

"My throttle grip was loose from the 
second lap, and I didn't have that fine 
control necessary on this surface," he 
said. 

Peter Johansson was eventually sec- 
ond after completing the first lap in 10th 
place. 

“I wheelied out of the gate," Johans- 
son said. "I also had arm pump early on 
and had to relax and find my rhythm

‘again. I didn't find it difficult to pass, 


though, as I had some good lines. Only 
Darryll King was a problem. He block- 
passed me back a few times after I had 
ridden around him." 

The final, decisive move came seven 
corners from the finish. Husqvarna's 
Darryll King had been shielding his 
teammate Eckenbach from Gert-Jan Van 
Doorn until his late fall, but the Dutch- 
man wanted a podium finish in his final 
GP. In doing so, he showed that he has 
lost none of the style that highlighted 
his 17-year GP career with a hard, inside 
block-pass which took Eckenbach into 
the tapes. 

"That's why they called me Rambo,” 
Van Doorn said at the trophy presenta- 
tion. | 
Eckenbach, meanwhile, admitted 
that the Dutchman had caught him by 
surprise. 

“It was hard, but fair," Eckenbach 
said. “I knew he would do it, but I 
didn't expect him to try there, so I didn't 
defend the inside line." 

Smail was an excellent 10th in his 
first GP ride. 


“I’m still getting used to the extra 
power of the 380, but I got a fair start," 
Smail explained. “Then I fell over and 
had to pass a lot of guys to come back. It 
took me a long time to pass (Jochen) 
Jasinski on the factory Yamaha - he was 
just so much faster on the straights - so

it was quite a long way to ninth by the 
time I got past, and I settled for a safe 
score in my first ride over here." 
Eckenbach, needing at least a third 
place to pass Bartolini in the standings, 
got the perfect start in race two with the 
holeshot. It mattered little that Smets 
deposed him from the lead on lap four 
as the German ensured that the chasing 
Shayne King, Herring, Van Doorn and 
Johansson never got right onto his rear 
wheel. King later went out "with à 
bang" as his motor exploded, while 
Johansson had to pit for repairs when 
the throttle stuck wide open. Unfortu- 
nately, the Swede stopped outside the 


| designated area and had been signaled 


long before he crossed the line in ninth 
that he would be excluded. 

Van Doorn was content to finish à 
distant fourth, ahead of an off-form Dar- 
ryll King. 

“I knew I only had to keep my eye on 
Herring," Van Doorn said. "I didn't 
want to risk throwing away the number- 
six plate with a crash." 

When Jochen Jasinski, who had 
advanced from 17th to seventh in а 
much stronger ride than in the opener 
on the absent Bartolini's factory 
YZMAOOF, lost a complete lap after 
stalling the motor under braking, the 
Yamaha threat to Husaberg for the Man- 
ufacturers' title was buried. Still, there 
was plenty of drama in the closing laps. 

Herring was pushing closer and clos- 
er to Eckenbach until he suddenly came 
to a halt at the top of the track. He dis- 
mounted, then got back on to continue 
at his usual heated pace to still finish 
third. 

"My knee just popped out of its sock- 
et as I was riding along," Herring said. 
"It's happened three times this year 
now. АП I have to do is to put my body 
weight on it and it goes back in, but ГП 
get an operation during the winter." 

And then, with less than half a lap to 
the finish, Smets momentarily let his 
concentration lapse in a downhill turn. 
He slithered to the ground in the ensu- 
ing crash, handing a popular home- 













country moto win to Eckenbach - a kind 

of bonus on his way to depriving Bar- 

tolini of next year's number-four plate. 
Smail again rode well. 

“I tangled with Rossi and got pushed 
off the track to the left at the first turn, 
so my start wasn't so good this time and 
[ was happy to be able to get back to 
ninth," Smail said. "I can believe this 
isn't the most technical track in Europe, 
but I was pleased how I lasted the 45 
minutes. It only felt like 35 and I still 
had energy left." CN

LONG POND, PA, AUG. 30 

ur racers arrived at Pocono Interna- 
tional Raceway for the final rounds 
of the 1998 Sunoco Formula USA 
Championship with a shot at the series 
crown. After two close races and a pair of 
third-place finishes behind the victorious 
Fast By Ferracci Ducatis ridden by Tom 
Kipp and Canadian Jordan Szoke, Barnes 
earned the Formula USA crown - his first 
championship as a professional. 

Joining the series at round two at 
Pikes Peak after team owner Dave 
Schlosser opted to split from longtime 
team leader Fritz Kling, Barnes wasn't 
expected to challenge for the title. How- 
ever, consistent results, including a pair 
of victories at Portland, put "Barney" in 
title contention. Twice beating series 
rivals Tray Batey, Eric Wood and Grant 
Lopez at Pocono put Barnes out front in 
the points chase. 

In the winner's circle following race 

two, an emotional Barnes admitted: “It 
really hasn't sunk in. We've been trying 
so hard to win this thing. Maybe tonight 
I'll know what it's like." 
. The 29-year-old Floridian, so long on 
the edge of a career breakthrough, 
focused his efforts on heaping thanks on 
team owner Schlosser and all of the 
Dutchman crew. In addition to Barnes 
taking the title, Dutchman also won the 
Team Owners Championship. 

Fast By Ferracci Ducati 996-mounted 
AMA regular Kipp made a perfect 
Pocono debut, the popular veteran earn- 
ing both Formula USA wins. In each 
instance Kipp was chased across the line 
by his new FBF partner, Canadian 
Superbike Championship points leader 
Szoke. The teenage sensation qualified 
second on the grid, just three-tenths of 
second behind his pole-sitting team- 
mate. 

In both races, Barnes got the best of a 
battle for third with the Kawasaki ZX- 
9R of newly crowned Canadian Open 
Sport Bike champ Michael Taylor. After 


giving his team's R1 Yamaha a strong 
debut at the previous round in Loudon, 
Barnes opted to run the proven YZF1000 
at Pocono. 

The Pocono event was a big success 
in terms of attendance, with Formula 
USA owner Doug Gonda listing the 
total crowd at "just under 40,000." Pad- 
dock construction involving the demoli- 
tion of some old structures to make way 
for new NASCAR garages gave the 
infield a Beirut look, but overall the 
LRRS co-sanctioned event was popular 
with both fans and racers. 

First qualifying on Saturday morning 
for the Formula USA racers took place 
in hot, sunny and humid conditions, 
which was typical of the weekend's 
weather. Turning lots of laps while get- 
ting use to the track and his twin, Szoke 
took the provisional pole at 1:38.94, fol- 
lowed by Kipp at 1:39.4. 

Third quickest was Taylor at 1:39.4 
on his just-rebuilt Leitner and Bush/ 
Dunlop/Elf ZX-9R, his crew repairing 
the top end of the engine with parts 
flown in from Muzzy's on Friday. 
Barnes was fourth, followed by points 
leader Batey on the first of the Valvoline 
Emgo Suzuki entries. 

Kipp picked up the pace in session 
two aboard the DKNY Men/Agip/ 
Michelin/Pro Grip/Kerker-backed 
Ducati, setting a best lap of 1:38.659 - 
well under the old lap record. Unhappy 
with the configuration of the first turn, 
Batey still moved his GSXR840 up to 
second with a 1:40.1 effort, followed by 
the Zlock ZX-9R entry of Loudon dou- 
ble winner Wood, Szoke, Barnes, and 
Dave Estok on the first of the BAM 
Kawasakis. 

Taylor's bike suffered a damaged 
radiator and he was forced to sit out sec- 
ond qualifying. Also unhappy was 
Kling, who traded bikes with Estok for 


the weekend. Following a frustrating 


practice and qualifying, Kling opted to 
skip the race and head home to Michi- 
gan. 

Kipp's second-session effort was 
enough to earn pole. Szoke and Taylor- 


Szoke both times. 


were next up with their 
first-session times. The 
front row was complet- 
ed by 1996 Formula 
USA champ Batey, who 
was expected to retire 
following the Pocono 
race. 

Race one opened 
with the two Ferracci 
entries running side by side into the 
infield, with Szoke getting the lead as 
Kipp hooked on to his tail. Barnes was 
quickly up to third, chased by Taylor, 
Batey and Wood. 

The first of the title protagonists to 
get in trouble was Batey. The veteran 
road racer ran off the track in turn four 
while in close company with Barnes, 
returning to the pavement behind Grigg 
in 10th place. Taylor got ahead of Barnes 
on the south infield, but the Yamamon- 
ster rider took third back with a brave 
move on the brakes heading into turn 
one at the start of lap four. 

By lap four, Kipp and Szoke were 
clear of the pack, running in formation, 
while Barnes had a small gap over Tay- 
lor and Wood in the race for third - and 
also for the title. On lap five, Batey ran 
wide in turn six, coming off the 
NASCAR oval section, and he lost fur- 
ther time getting back on track. 

Also getting in too deep on the 
brakes was Szoke, who ran straight at 
the old Chicane and returned in sixth - 
chasing Wood. This gave Kipp a safe 
lead, with Barnes second from a charg- 
ing Taylor. 

The man on the move, however, was 
Szoke, who pushed the Ducati through 
to take second back from Barnes on lap 
nine of 13. Szoke actually closed on a 
cruising Kipp on the final lap, the two- 
tenths-of-a-second margin of victory 
making the race look closer than it was. 

This set the rostrum order, with 
Barnes chaser Taylor for fourth, well 
ahead of Wood. Making up for a slow 
start, Grant Lopez netted sixth from 
Estok, who survived a high-speed 
motocross incident in the north infield. 
Grigg, Haskovec and Sullivan complet- 
ed the top 10. 

At the start of race two, Kipp moved 
slightly and then stopped, giving Szoke 
the jump. It was “Jordan of the Jungle" 
grabbing the lead from Kipp, Taylor and 
Barnes. On lap two there was a big crash 
on the exit of the first turn, with Keith 
Marquez and his GSXR750 tumbling 
through the grass.

Using the impressive top speed of his 
Yamaha on the long back straight, 
Barnes briefly got by Szoke, allowing 
Kipp to pull away. By midrace, howev- 
er, Szoke had caught back up to Kipp, 
and for the rest of the event he tried his 
best to find a way past his unruffled 
teammate. 

At the same time, a good dice devel- 
oped for third, with Taylor doing his 
best with his down-on-top-speed 
Kawasaki to stay ahead of Barnes. Tay- 
lor made several passes in the infield, 
especially a daring move on the brakes 
in turn two on lap nine, but Barnes 
always got the spot right back on the 
banking. 

On the last lap, Szoke tried his hard- 
est on the tight, south infield portion, 
but came up short. Kipp won by just 
nine-hundredths of a second in an excit- 
ing finish. Barnes finished third, just 
clear of Taylor, while Lopez was a lone- 
ly fifth after getting the best of an earlier 
dice with his teammate Batey. Wood, 
Estok, Grigg and Hayes completed the 
list of front-runners. 

In the 126 Horsepower race, Vincent 
Haskovec quickly took the lead from 
Taylor, only to see a red flag stop the 
action. Hayes led from Wood and Tay- 
lor on the second start, but Haskovec 
was again the man on the move. Second 
on lap two, he powered by Hayes on the 
third tour and began to pull clear, tak- 
ing the victory over Taylor and Hayes. 

The Pro Tek 103 Horsepower catego- 
ry was all about Valvoline Emgo Suzu- 
ki-mounted Joshua Hayes. Hayes was 
the points leader coming to Loudon, 
and rival Mark Junge was out of action 
following his big fall at Loudon. With 
the pressure off, Michelin man Hayes 
was still fastest in both qualifying ses- 
sions, started from pole and led the 
whole race en route to clinching the 
championship. | CN

tain Hare Scrambles finally went off, and 
Patrick Timothy topped the field after an 
early battle with Tom Norton, who later 
suffered mechanical trouble and finished 
seventh. Ken Law finished second, with 
Chris Panzella third overall. 

The club laid out a 16.5-mile course 
consisting mainly of cart roads, snow- 
mobile trails and cross country skiing 
trails. The trails continually ran up and 
down the hills, with several washed-out, 
rocky downhills. There was one bridge 
that was more than 100 feet long, cross- 
ing a nasty, swampy mudhole. 

Just three days before the race was to 
get under way, the original starting area 
was blocked by a disgruntled land 
owner, forcing the club to find a new 
location. Parking was tight at the new 
location, but with the low turnout of 
only 175 riders, everyone managed to 
find a spot. 

The riders lined up Blackwater style 
at 1 p.m., Experts, Amateurs and 
Novices combined, and with only a 13- 
minute delay, the flag was dropped. 
Midtown Kawaski/Clarkie-Steelhy / C- 
Cycle/Specro/FMF-backed Timothy 
was the only rider on the front row. 
Brian Tucker and Law followed on the 
second row, with Tom Norton on the 
third row. Tucker immediately got a flat 
front tire and had to return to the pits. 
Norton quickly got by Law and hooked 
right up with Timothy. 

"| came up to the mudhole and there 
were two spectators standing on the 
side, pointing," Timothy said. "I got tun- 
nel vision looking at them and didn't see 
the bridge going over the mud on the 
left side. I went right for them and 
slammed to a dead stop in the mud. 1 
just caught Norton in the corner of my 
eye, crossing over the bridge. I just went 
nuts when I saw him cruise over the 
bridge. I just ripped my bike out of the 
mud." 

It took a while for Timothy to get his 
bike out and cross the mud, but Norton 
wasn't going anywhere fast. 

“Once we got off the Junior course, 
the trail was completely virgin - not a 
mark on it - and the branches were hang- 
ing over everywhere, making it difficult 
to see the arrows ahead," Norton said. 
“If you went fast, you'd get killed. So we 
had to just plug along. Timothy came 
flying up behind me and got right on my 
tail, so I moved over and let him go. Not 
a hundred yards later, he put his hand 
up and let me lead again." 

The two riders just hung together 
until the final mile, when they came back 
onto open trail. Timothy grabbed the 
lead, coming around just seconds ahead 
of Norton. Both riders stopped to pit for 
‘gas апа came out side by side. In third, 
some three minutes behind, was Law. It 
was an all-out battle for fourth place 
between Expert 250cc riders Josh Hack- 
ett, Dennis Decker and Jeffrey Staples. 
The trio came around with less than five 
seconds between them. 

By the second lap, the groove was 
made and the riders started picking up 
the pace. Timothy got out in front and 
put 20 seconds on Norton at the end of 
the second lap. But it wasn't over yet, as 
on adjusted time Norton only had to fin- 
ish within 10 seconds of Timothy. He had 
closed to within this time not halfway 
into the final lap when disaster struck. 

“T bounced off a rock and the back 














end of my bike slammed sideways into a 
tree," Norton said. "It wasn't that bad of 
a hit but it broke my chain guide. It 
made that instant grinding sound that 
makes your stomach sink to your feet. I 
had to take my rear wheel completely 
off. Luckily I had my fanny bag and two 
sweepers who had just passed me 
turned around to help. But I lost almost 
10 minutes." 

Norton finished the race but not until 
after several riders passed him, moving 
him back into seventh for the day. 

Timothy went on to take the check- 
ered flag, tying up the year-end champi- 
onship points with Norton. It will be an 
interesting final two races. 

Law took second overall for the day, 
just edging out third-place finisher 
Panzella by three seconds. MSR/Wil-

lows MS/Lyons and Billards-backed 
Panzella started out on the ninth row 
and had quickly moved himself up into 
the pack, coming around in sixth place at 
the end of the second lap. 

“I knew it was going to be a long day 
and the course would take its toll on 
everyone,” WR400-mounted Panzella 
said. “I kept picking off riders each lap, 
two or three àt a time, and on the final 
lap I just went for it. It must have been 
my fastest lap of the day." 

Along with taking third overall for 
the day, Panzella also earned himself the 
Expert-class overall. VMR/Spectro's D.J. 
Lis finished fourth overall and took first- 
place honors in the Expert 250cc class. 

The Junior class, run earlier in the day 
on a 6-mile loop for four laps, was won 
by Robert Langenback. Langenback 





started on the second row but took the 
lead early and put more than 25 seconds 
on second-placed Ryan Dellaghelfa by 
the end of the first lap. But the race had 
just begun and by end of the second lap, 
Langenback had Dellaghelfa and 
Thomas Sheehan knocking on his rear 
fender. The race was tight at the finish, 
with Langenback taking the checkered 
flag just a second ahead of Dellaghelfa. 
Sheehan ran into problems on the final 
lap and finished third a minute behind. 

In the Mini class, Paul Dellaghelfa 
jumped out to a 13-second lead over 
William Rowe, but Rowe came back 
strong and passed Dellaghelfa to run 
away to victory with a four-minure mar- 
gin over second-placed Scott DeCosta. 
Dellaghelfa dropped back to third. 

Heidi Landon was the only rider in 
the Women's class to finish all four laps, 
taking the class win. CN

For the first time this year, Billy 
Graef did not win the Harley Sportster 
race, but it wasn't through lack of effort 








on his part, as he had a race-long battle 
with eventual winner Mike Ciccotto. 
Through much of the nine-lap race, the 
pair crested the hill to charge toward the 
final turn side by side, with both riders 
taking turns in the lead spot at one point 
or another.

Hibbs wins at Watkins MX

АЙ Star Promotions (which is comprised of Den- 
nis Montoya, Matt Cortez and former Colorado 
Pro motocrossers Andy Atkins, Scott Fulcher 
and Dave Newell) hosted round five of the 
Rocky Mountain Motocross Association's Spring 
Series at Watkins Raceway in Aurora, Colorado, 
and Mike Hibbs shook off the cobwebs for a 
clean 1-1 sweep in the Over 30 class. This is all 
the more remarkable as Hibbs returned to racing 
only recently after an 11-year hiatus. 

Marking the midway point in the series, one 
would think the rainy season would have ended 
months ago; not so. Week-long rains throughout 
the area left the track in a less than favorable 
condition, but thanks to the promoters' hard 
work and a few track alterations, everyone 
enjoyed a spectacular day of racing. Except for a 
few nasty ruts that developed, the track turned 
out to be in excellent condition, with fabulous 
traction. 

With lightning crashing down all around, 
the wind kicking up and a light rain beginning 
to fall, the Over 30 C class rocketed from the 
line, with Dale Tanaka grabbing the holeshot. 
Kevin Geiger and Frederick Strong followed. 
The three Honda-mounted riders were quickly 
under fire from the KTM-saddled Hibbs, and 
Nels Danielson on Kawasaki. Within one lap, 
Hibbs assumed the lead and began to pull away. 
Ten seconds back from the leader, Tanaka and 
Strong dueled and swapped positions for sec- 
ond. As Geiger and Danielson slipped out of the 
top five, Brian McDonald jockeyed his YZ400F 
into fourth, with Fay Meyers-backed Barry Hall 
motoring his KX into fifth. Hibbs comfortably 
crossed the checkers with 10 seconds to spare. 
With Tanaka falling to seventh, Strong was able 
to collect a clean second, with McDonald taking 
third. Howard Viean charged up from the back 
of the pack on his YZ to claim fourth, and Hall 
came in fifth. 

“I’m used to tight, narrow single-track riding 
up in the mountains, so all the deep ruts out 
there didn't bother me too much - I really liked 
the track,” said a happy Hibbs in between 
motos. 

Moto two got under way with Tanaka again 
launching his CR from the line and grabbing the 
holeshot. Unfortunately, seconds later, he drifted 
wide in a corner and his bike got stuck in some 
thick mud, allowing the entire pack to go by. On 
fire, Hibbs capitalized on Tanaka's error and 
jumped into the lead. Danielson held down sec- 
ond and kept Hibbs honest by staying within five 
bike lengths of him. Hall got off the line in third 
and maintained the spot for two laps until Viean 
moved up from fifth to capture the position. The 
four front-runners proceeded to pull a command- 
ing lead on the rest of the field. The white flag 
appeared and Hibbs turned up the wick a bit on 
his final circuit as he enjoyed a five-second cush- 
ion on second. Hall outmaneuvered Viean in the 
back whoop section on the last lap to gain third. 
Hibbs came across the line in first, with Daniel- 
son second, Hall third and Viean fourth. Brian 
Smith, aboard a Honda, collected fifth.

Shafer's a "Shark" at 
Pleasure Riders Hillclimb

GEORGETOWN, IL, AUG. 22 
Mark Shafer was the fastest man on the hill, 
while Jason Northrup, Mark Goodman and Bob 
Fisher each were double class winners at the 
Pleasure Riders hillclimb on August 22. Shafer, 
from Arcola, Illinois, delivered his fast-time run 
in the 600cc class on his second ride. “Fast 
. Andy" Fortner had run an excellent 3.153 sec- 
onds on his first ride to take the first-round lead, 





ahead of Shafer, who had run a good 3.226 sec- 
onds. Fortner was hoping for both a class win 
and another fast-time trophy, but he saw the 
fast-time award go to Jason Northrup when 
Northrup nailed a 3.080-second time in the 750cc 
first-round action. Then Shafer, like a shark 
waiting in ambush, blasted over the hill in sec- 
ond-round action in a blistering 3.032 seconds to 
take the 600cc-class win away from Fortner and 
the fast-time trophy away from Northrup. Fort- 
ner challenged hard on his second ride, but his 
3.116-second time was still only good enough 
for second. Northrup finished third, followed by 
Kelly Brady and Scott Petty. 

Northrup picked up two class wins, his first- 
round 3.080-second run on his Hondasaki triple 
taking the win in the 750cc class, with Andy 
Fortner running second on his triple in 3.273 sec- 
onds. John Hillard and Dan Walstad finished 
third and fourth. 

Northrup's second win was in the 400cc 
class, in which he rode his stock Sportland 
Yamaha YZ400F thumper over in 3.982 seconds 
for the win, just ahead of Steve Shafer, who ran 
a good 4.064 seconds on his newly rebuilt 
YZ400. Mike Hillard was close behind Shafer 
with a 4.10-second ride on his Yamazuki, with 
Steve Dougherty and his KTM 273 close behind 
him with a 4.185-second time. Bill Stark picked 
up fifth place on his Honda 360. 

Goodman's first win came in the 200cc class, 
in which he was the only rider to break the four- 
second mark, turning a fine 3.910 seconds on his 
KX125. Kevin Ryan came closest to him, taking 
second place with а good 4.232-second run on 
his KX125, followed by Scott Sheets and his 
KDX200 in 4.414 seconds. Goodman picked up 
another win in exhibition action, taking the 
Stock-class win on his KX250 with a good 3.758- 
second run. This was well ahead of Jason 
Northrup, who ran his thumper over in 4.033 
seconds for second place, and Andy Fortner, 
who ran a 4.135-second time on his CR250. 

Fisher's two wins came on his Superior 


- Cycle Sportster, as he claimed the Open-class 


win with a good 3.993-second time, slipping by 
Steve Shafer, who ran a 4.161-second time on his 
Harley. The two had a rematch in Pushrod-class 
action, and "Flyin'" Fisher came out on top 
again, blasting his Harley over the top in 3.970 
seconds, with Shafer stopping the clock in 4.092 
seconds. Dan Walstad took third place on his 
BSA, with Tim Wiggins coming in fourth on his 
Triumph. 

Kevin Weaver returned to his winning ways 
in the Senior class, topping the hill in 4.314 sec- 
onds on his CR500 to claim the win, ruining Bob 
Glenn's hopes for that honor. Glenn posted a 
4.326-second time on his KTM 550 and was in 
first place at intermission. Keith Klett, riding 
Andy Fortner's RM250, pulled in third place 
with a 4.398-second run, with Mark Goodman 
Jr. and Dan Walstad finishing fourth and fifth. 

Blake Cappello didn't quite make the top of 
the hill on his Lem, but his 110-foot effort was 
just good enough to take the 50cc-class win as he 
barely beat Donnie Robbins and his JR50 with a 
106-foot effort. Dylan Brady took third place. 

Chris Rivers snagged the 85cc-class win with 
a nice 4.857-second run on his RM80, the only 
rider in the class to break into the fours. Eric 


Skaggs waS close, however, turning а 5.007-sec- 
ond time on his Suzuki for second place, just 
ahead of Becka Williams, who ran 5.055 seconds 
on her KX80 for third place. Damon Mayon 
topped the hill in 5.105 seconds on his КХВО for 
fourth, while his brother Nick took the fifth-place 
trophy on his CR80 with a 5.168-second time. 

Andy Fortner pulled off a win in the one-run 
dash-for-cash King Of The Hill class, coming in 
ahead of Jason Northrup, Mark Goodman Jr.

Asheboro, North Carolina, rider Eric Cox may 
have just come to terms with B-class motocross 
racing in the Southeast. Cox piloted his Yamaha 
YZ125 to a couple of hard-fought overall victo- 
ries at the final round of the Ballzee Grand 
Championship Series in grand style. 

Cox advanced earlier in the season and has 
been steadily chipping away at the competi- 
tion with a moto win here and there. On this 
day, which was made for racing, he put it all 
together and took top honors in the 125cc B 
class with a double moto sweep. Cox would 
back it up with the Unlimited B/C overall with 
his tally of 1-2. While Cox worked hard for his 
Unlimited win, he did catch a small break 
when second-moto winner Jason Baldwin 
struggled some in moto one, posting a finish of 
seventh. Cox's consistent riding would: prove 
to be the key to his taking the win. Baldwin 
took third overall behind the ever-present 
Jason Laplante. 

Cox's hard work to gain speed paid off as 
he bested young Suzuki rider Doug Earls in 
both motos of 125cc B racing. Laplante was 
right back in action against Cox in the 125cc B 
contest but allowed Earls to split them up. Cox 


would have to make his way past more than а 


few riders in both outings of 125cc B action, but 
he found his way to the front each time. Earls 
never gave up and would record a pair of sec- 
ond-place rides, pushing Laplante to third with 
a pair of threes. The remaining field of 125 B 
riders was anything but consistent, as Jamel 
Hassell nabbed fourth with a score of 6-5, best- 
ing the DNF-4 score served up by Brian Hun- 
sucker. : 

Pro action was totally dominated by 
Greensboro, North Carolina's fastest son, Jim 
Neese. Many locals are looking to Neese to stop 
Honda of Troy's Mike Brown when next 
month's Fall Classic kicks off its series here at 
Birch Creek. With his smooth performance on 
this day, he may be in a good position to make 
the grade. 

While Neese was in total control at the head 
of the field in 125cc and 250cc Pro racing 
throughout the day, the battle for second 
became a dogfight in all four Pro motos between 
the same two riders. Tri-City Yamaha/Sitec Rac- 
ing's Brandon Turlington matched up against JT 
Motorsports' Jason Conlon out of Maryland for 
four intense motos. The tall and slender Turling- 
ton used his fluid riding style to capture second 
place in both 125cc Pro motos, just edging out 
Conlon in third both times. Conlon, however, 
returned the favor aboard the 250cc machines 
and scored the runner-up spot to Neese in both 
outings, pushing Turlington to third. 

Young Zach Osborne out of Abingdon, Vir- 
ginia, was quite impressive as he pulled off a 
copycat performance of Neese's, posting four 
dominating moto rides in mini racing. Osborne 
took on all comers and walked away with both

Crippa captures

"This is the best I’ve felt in 30 years," was 49- 
year-old Eric Crippa's reaction after winning the 
Veteran Over 30 Novice class at Carlsbad

“I want to race against younger kids, 
because it pushes me," said Crippa.

Crippa pushed his 1999 Honda 250 in the 
second moto to lead the second-place finisher by 
35 seconds. 

"This is the fastest they've worked here this 
year," Crippa said ecstatically. "There was a 20- 
year span where I wasn't racing, but the last cou- 
ple of years I’ve been trying to get back into it. I 
really missed it." 

The day's feature, though, was the 80cc mini 
race. Race organizers initially fretted over the 
decision, since the national 80cc competition was 
being held a few miles away in San Diego, but 
the turnout of riders proved that the decision to 
hold the race was a wise one. Eleven racers in 
three classes participated, with Austin Hodges 
finishing first in the 80cc Beginner class, Tristan 
Kallas placing first in the 80cc Novice class, and 
Jason Jeffrey leading the 80cc Intermediates. 

In the Open Pro class, Willy Musgrave shot 
out to the front and led the field, taking the 
holeshot in the second moto and finishing 50 
seconds ahead of his nearest opponent. 

In the Veteran Over 40 Novice class, Zack 
Lindberg rode his Yamaha to first-place finishes 
in both motos. Barry Wondaal placed second in 
the first moto, and Jim Myerson was able to 
build his fourth-place first-moto finish into a sec- 
ond-place overall finish by placing second in the 
second moto. 

Carlsbad Motocross Racing Series organizers 
had to add a sixth race to the day's schedule due 
to the sheer number of riders participating, espe- 
cially in the 125cc Novice class. Rob Wilshire led 
both motos, while Glen Rhoads was able to 
squeak out à second-place finish in the class. The 
second moto was a tight race for the second and 
third places in the early laps. In the third lap, 
second-placed Billy Arnone crashed his bike, 
allowing Rhoads to pass and take second. 
Rhoads chased Wilshire the rest of the race but 
was unable to get a lead on him. 

Veteran Over 30 Novice winner Fric Crippa 
best summed up the day's events: "This is a 
good, fun track."

“I was haying trouble getting used to this 
400, but by the'end of the race I felt pretty com- 
fortable on it." 

As the final laps of the two-hour race 
approached, Klimm whittled away at DiPasquale's 
lead. With half a lap to go, Klimm slammed the 
door on DiPasquale going into the woods, taking 
over the lead for the rest of the race. 

“Т wanted to win that race real bad,” 
DiPasquale said, “but I was just too tired to 
hang on at the end." 

Another strong performance came from B- 
class points leader Larry Barger. Aaron Hall led 
the class with Barger in tow for most of the race. 
Both riders moved past the A-class riders in their 
heated battle. Barger made а daring pass going 
into the scoring area, with only а lap to go. Barg- 
er secured the lead and the win, finishing fifth 
out of all the classes for the day. 

"] thought we were on the last lap," Barger 
explained, "so I made'a banzai pass at the finish. 
It turned out we had another lap to go, so I had 
to really push to stay ahead of Hall." 

In a season-long battle with riding pal Mark 
Brunk, Topeka Cycle's Kevin Long came away 
with the 250cc-class win. On the start, Ryan Weid- 
ner grabbed the holeshot. Long block-passed Wei- 
dner in a turn heading into the woods. Soon 
after, Brunk passed Weidner, reeling in Long 
and pushing hard to the last lap. Brunk tipped 
over, letting Long cruise in for the win - and the 
edge in the series point chase.

Shafer, Stewart fast at 
Indiana State Championship | HC

CAYUGA, IN, AUG. 23 

The Pleasure Riders hosted the 1998 Indiana 
State Championship hillclimb at their club- 
grounds near Cayuga, Indiana. The club did a 
fine job of preparing the hill and the grounds, 
and the event ran very smoothly. The most 
interesting thing about the event was that there 
were no multiple-class winners in the District 
15 amateur event. Brent Stewart, Mark Good- 
man Jr., Jason Northrup, Andy Fortner and 
Dan Walstad all claimed two wins, but they all

picked up their seconds in Exhibition-class 
action. 

Mark “The Shark” Shafer, from Arcola, Mi- 
nois, nailed his second consecutive fast-time 
award. He flew over the top of the 120-foot hill 
on his KX500 in a blazing 3.085 seconds to take 
the 600cc-class win and the fast-time trophy. 
Unlike the night before, Shafer carded this time 
on his first run and waited to see if anyone 
could beat it. No one did in the amateur-class 
racing, but Brent Stewart, from Galva, Illinois, 
shot his KTM 380 over in a breathtaking 3.084 
seconds in the 400cc Exhibition class to set the 
overall fast time of the day. The trophy, of 
course, goes to the fastest amateur-class rider. 

Andy Fortner was the closest challenger to 
Shafer in the 600сс class, as he delivered times of 
3.161 and 3.173 seconds on his Honda, while Jason 
Northrup finished third on his Sportland Honda 
with a 3.320-second time. Kelly Brady and Darrell 
Trent, both riding Hondas, filled out the top five. 

The most interesting class to watch was the 
750cc class, as Jason Northrup was having big- 
time troubles with his Hondasaki triple. The 
bike had developed carburetor-float problems 
the night before and nearly didn’t make it to the 









line then. When it did, Northrup flew it over in 
3.080 seconds, setting the fast time up to that 
point. After Mark Shafer turned in his 3.032, 
Northrup stripped his kickstarter shaft trying to 
get the troublesome triple running again, and he 
didn’t take a second run to try to retake the fast 
time. On Sunday, with much help from his 
friends, including Andy Fortner, the Shafers and 
Brent Stewart, he push-started the big triple and 
turned in a respectable 3.579-second run on his 
first ride to set the first-round lead, hoping it 
would stand up. But Andy Fortner blitzed the 
hill in 3.294 seconds on his second run on his 
Hondasaki triple to take the lead, then went to 
the pits to help Northrup start his bike. 
Northrup brought the bike to the line and shot it 
over the first breaker under full throttle, landed 
past the second breaker with power on and flew 
over the top in 3.145 seconds, taking the 750cc- 
class title from Fortner and coming within six- 
hundredths of a second of Shafer's fast time. It's 
amazing how willing these hillclimbers are to 
help their fellow riders get their bikes to the line, 
even though they might be aiding their own 
most threatening opponents. This behavior has 
been seen time and time again.

Paulsen perfect at 
Dutch Sport Motocross

BLOOMINGDALE, MI, AUG. 22-23 

Corey Paulsen took his Majic/K&W /MCR/ 
FMF/Guts YZ to the win on both days in the 
125cc Youth division. Saturday was the easier 
win, with Corey pulling both holeshots and 
checking out on the field. Sunday wasn't as easy, 
as Paulsen had to work to the front after a bad 
start in the second moto. Judd Bagladi, Mitch 
Pilat and Mitch Dervin gave Paulsen fits early on. 

Dutch Sport Park had the facility in great 
shape, with the addition of a north extension to 
the track. The additional track tested the skills of 
riders, with clay-rutted switchbacks and a sand- 
box section that got some great whoops. 

Saturday's 12-15 Youth division opening 
moto saw Paulsen rip the holeshot around the 
right-hand corner, with Mitch Pilat on his Suzu- 
ki second and Anthony Milks third. Paulsen 
opened up a small advantage after the pack 
reappeared out of the sand section. Milks had 
gotten past Pilat in the sand switchbacks for sec- 
ond. Completing the opening lap, it was Paulsen 
first, with Milks within striking distance, Pilat 
third, Mitch Dervin fourth, and Mitch Sluder in 
close pursuit in fifth. Paulsen continued to lead 
the pack, pulling away from Milks and the field 
through the third lap. Dervin got by Pilat with 
an inside line under Pilat in the Stadium section 
of the track. The pass came in а tight left-hand 
corner leading into a sections of jumps. This got 
Dervin up to the third spot on the track. Pilat 
stayed close to Dervin, but he would eventually 
end up in fourth for the moto. 

Fifth-spot runner Sluder was under attack by 
James Taylor on his YZ. Taylor found the way 
past in the woods rockers to take over the fifth 
spot. Just as it looked as though Taylor had 
found his rhythm, he clipped a corner tire, bend- 
ing the shifter around the footpeg. This took the 
steam out of Taylor's charge in a big way. 


Paulsen cruised home for the win with a 
four-second lead over Milks. The third spot 
went to Dervin, Pilat took fourth, and Brandon 
Slager got by Sluder late in the moto for a top- 
five finish. 

The second moto saw Paulsen again rip a 
holeshot over the field. Judd Bagladi gated sec- 
ond, with Taylor coming out on fire in the third 
spot. 

Things went bad for Bagladi in the second 
corner, which was a left-hand corner leading 
onto the track. Bagladi dropped the borrowed 
YZ, making the field behind him scramble for 
positions. Completing the first lap, the running 
order was Paulsen in the lead, with Taylor sec- 
ond, Dervin third, Pilat fourth, and Milks in 
fifth. Bagladi had remounted and was up to 
eighth. 

Paulsen picked up the pace and left the pack 
in his dust, setting his cruise control on the win 
pace. 

There was a scary moment when Pilat tried 
an inside pass over Dervin who got his boot 
caught in Pilat's rear wheel. Dervin had to bail 
off his YZ to keep pace with Pilat. Pilat stopped 
and Dervin got his foot out with only a minor 
bruise. 

This was a break for Bagladi, because the 
field bunched up with the Dervin/Pilat con- 
frontation. Bagladi had charged through the 
field up to the second spot, but the charge ended 
there, as Paulsen had built up a huge lead. 

Paulsen came home with the win 

"| like coming to Dutch Sport Park," Paulsen 
said later. "They always take care of the track. It 
went pretty easy, getting both of the holeshots. 
The rockers are my favorite section of the track. 
I'd like to thank my sponsors for assisting me.

F&S Suzuki dominates 
Wyoming State Fair MX |

Two team riders from F&S Suzuki of Dayton 
teamed up to take three of the top six pro spots. 
Kenny Bertram from Stillwater, Oklahoma, and 
Erik Janssen from Elizabeth, Colorado, raced 
together for the first time at the Checkered Flag 
Productions race, combining fast stadium super- 
cross action with flat-track racing. The Wyoming 
stadium was standing-room-only, ready for 
exciting racing action. 

Jon Hedden from Wichita and Trent Hansen 
combined to take the other three top spots in the 
pro classes. 

The pro mains were close, with exciting action. 
There were several lead changes, and the winner 
was not certain until the checkered flag dropped. 
The track was very technical, with lots of timing 
jumps. It was a special challenge for the SX bikes, 
as it included a seven-eighths lap around the flat 
track with a hairpin turn returning to the triple. 

Trent Hansen dominated the starts, leading 
all pro motos out of the gate. In the 125cc main, 
Janssen was in his second pro race following a 
national amateur ranking at Loretta Lynn's rid- 
ing the F&S/Scott/GSMXS/ Alpinestars / White 
Brothers Suzuki. Hedden was in close pursuit, 
with Bertram tied up in traffic. Bertram quickly 
made а move on Janssen, who protected his 
lines for two laps when Bertram passed and 
quickly made his way forward, getting right on 
Hansen's rear tire. Bertram passed once, only to 
be retaken quickly by Hansen on the flat-track 
section. Bertram kept showing Hansen wheels, 
and in the final lap he took over first, barely 
holding it through to the finish. Janssen was in 
close pursuit, waiting for the possibility that 
Bertram and Hansen might take each other out. 

In the 250cc main, Hansen quickly took the 
lead, with Bertram coming out of the gate last. 
Janssen made a quick charge through the whoops, 
obtaining second for a few feet, but he caught a 
peg on a bale, launching, himself into the air and 
out of contention for the lead, though he eventual- 
ly took fifth. Hedden quickly took up the chal- 
lenge for first, with Bertram making it through the 
pack to join the leaders. Hedden did #smart 
inside-out maneuver, only to hold first for about 
half a lap. Bertram again showed Hansen a wheel 
several times but was unable to pass and make it 
stick. Hedden followed closely to take third.

Fedorchak finest at 
KB Supercross

Brian Fedorchak, on a Motocross Headquarters- 
backed Honda CR125, topped a full class of rid- 
ers to take the overall win in the highly competi- 
tive Schoolboy Beginner division at KB Racing 


















Promotions' Friday Night Supercross. Fedor- 
chak was the most consistent rider in the class, 
earning the win without taking à single moto 
victory. His win puts him in prime position with 
three rounds remaining in the MC 
Concepts / Holeshot Moto Accessories / 
Carmichael Honda-sponsored Northern Califor- 
nia Fall Motocross Series. 

Fedorchak grabbed the holeshot in the first 
moto of the Schoolboy Beginner class, which is 
just for budding riders 16 years of age and 
younger on full-sized motorcycles. Behind him 
and pressuring for the lead were Holeshot 
Moto-sponsored Josh Jenkins, Capitol Yamaha- 
backed Chris Van Meter, Brian Fetrow and 
Kawasaki Power Sports of Vallejo’s Garry Gran- 
field, on a Kawasaki. Fedorchak appeared to be 
in control of the lead as Van Meter and Jenkins 
battled for the second-place position. These two 
riders have been trading victories for the second 
half of the season in very exciting and even 
match-ups. This time, however, Van Meter got 
the better of Jenkins, and on lap two he squirted 
his Yamaha into second and to within striking 
distance of Fedorchak. Fedorchak held on to first 
as Jenkins retaliated on lap four and regained 
second place from Van Meter. Jenkins main- 
tained his momentum into the next laps and, 
with Van Meter in two, zapped Fedorchak for 
the number-one spot. The riders in the top posi- 
tions held on till the checkers, with Jenkins tak- 
ing the win, Van Meter second, Fedorchak third, 
and Granfield and No Toil’s Joel Tenney fourth 
and fifth, respectively. 

Moto two saw a new face up front, as Racers 
Pit Shop-sponsored “Radical” Cam Foster 
smoked out a holeshot and the early lead over 
Fedorchak, Tenney, Fetrow and Jenkins. Foster 
was in charge, clearly in control on his ultratrick 
Yamaha out of Cameron Park. Van Meter was 
caught sleeping and rounded the first lap mid- 
pack. He did not waste any time and raged past 
Eric Echols and Jenkins on the next lap, moving 
up to fifth. Again, the Jenkins/Van Meter battle 
developed, with Jenkins making his move on 
Van Meter on the fourth lap. Van Meter got the 
better of Jenkins this moto with a wire-to-wire 
win over Fedorchak in second. Tenney finished 
solidly in third over Fetrow, while Van Meter 
held on for fifth.

There was bar-banging action on every part of 
the track at Saddleback Race Park in Sioux Falls, 
South Dakota, as more than 30 young racers 
competed in the three "Mini" classes. The young 
lions of the sport gave their all in quest of the 
number-one trophy. Riders such as Tony Bissell 
(who had ап up-and-down night - literally), 
Ryan Deighton and Luke Lambrecht would 
bring home the top honors in their respective 
classes. 

The Mini 50cc class would be the first to line 
up, and the 10 riders nervously revved and 
repositioned their machines. Alex Jorgensen got 
the jump on the field and took the holeshot hon- 
ors. Luke Lambrecht, Thomey Dertien and Derik 
Laddusaw stayed right on the rear fender of Jor- 
gensen during the first lap. The second group of 
riders - including Brady Reinke, Anthony Bauer, 
Greg Nordquist and Jeremy Feigen - were 
locked in a battle of their own. Up front, Jor- 
gensen led the Advanced Motorsports-backed 
Lambrecht by only à couple of bike lengths as 
the pair began to put distance between them- 
selves and third-placed Dertien. Riley Johnson 
joined the dogfight of the second group as Bauer 
hit the-dirt'and was sidelined. 

Just past the midway point, Nordquist made 
his way past Reinke to take over the fifth posi- 
tion. Jorgensen continued to be hounded by 
Lambrecht as they maintained their lead over 
third-placed Dertien. With only a few laps to go, 
Feigen and Johnson began putting pressure on 
Reinke. Feigen would make the pass, but Reinke 
would hold off Johnson during the closing laps. 
Lambrecht had closed on Jorgensen by use of 
the high line as the pair took the white flag. 
Going down the back stretch for the final time, 
Jorgensen was pinched off by a lapped rider, 
and Lambrecht made the pass on the top side. 
Jorgensen tried to rebound through turns three 
and four, but Lambrecht held on for the win. 

Several of the 50cc riders also lined up for 
the Mini 60cc class, which made for another 
large group of little riders. Tony Bissell grabbed 
the holeshot in front of Jacob Ahl, Colton Trende 
and Caleb Sullivan. Ahl and Trende began to 
trade paint and rubber as they battled for the 
second-place spot. Back in the pack, 50cc riders 
Thomey Dertien and Alex Jorgensen were bat- 
tling for the fifth position, with Derik Laddusaw 
close behind. Up front, Bissell began to rocket 
away from second-placed Ahl. The tight battles 
made the race exciting for the parents and fans, 
even though very few passes were actually 
made. Bissell was flat out smoking, and he took 
the win. Ahl held off Trende for second, while 
Sullivan and Dertien rounded out the top five. 

The Mini 80cc class saw points leader Ryan 
Deighton line up next to the 60cc main-event 
winner, Bissell. Instant Bail Bonds-backed 
Deighton launched his Honda off the line first, 
with Bissell, Caleb Sullivan and Devin Wenz 
close behind. Determined to repeat, Bissell pow- 
ered in on Deighton but found himself taking a 
soil sample. Bissell's crash moved Sullivan to 
second, with A-Tech Cycle/L&R Racing-backed 
Wenz in hot pursuit. Colton Trende and Jacob 
Ahl completed the first lap behind fifth-placed 
rider Robert Thompson but then began a march 
to the front. Trende slipped to fourth, behind 
Wenz, when the race was red-flagged for a 
crash. The field was shuffled dramatically on the 
restart, but Deighton was still in charge, with 
Trende and Wenz following. Wenz would 
secure second with two laps to go as Thompson 
made his way to third. Sullivan made it back to 
fourth after dropping to sixth on the restart. 
Deighton took the win, with Wenz, Thompson, 
Sullivan and Ahl rounding out the top five.

Johnson and Sellards win at 
Frozen Ocean Arena-Cross

AUBURN, NY, AUG. 22 

Casey Johnson held up under the scrutiny of the 
bright lights at Frozen Ocean Motocross Park's 
Pro Night Arena-Cross race, taking charge to 
win the 125cc Pro class ahead of an impressive 
field of riders. 

In the 125cc heat, Florida's Anthony 
Pocorobba jumped into the lead early and 
pulled away from the pack. Casey Johnson and 
the other pro riders were looking for the faster 
lines while doing battle with the fast local riders. 
Brock Sellards, Casey Johnson, Jiri Dostal and 
young local pro Paul Carpenter had a frenzied 
battle as they rode through the pack, wooing the 
crowd with long leaps through the track's huge 
triple jumps. Pocorobba, a past Pro Night race 
winner, pulled away and cruised to a heat win 
by four seconds. 

In the 125cc main, it seemed as though Brock 
Sellards was about to take charge. Sellards shot 
out ahead of Casey Johnson, and it looked like it 
might be his night. On lap two, Sellards saw dis- 
aster strike, when he blew through a huge berm 
and lost his two-second lead. Casey Johnson 
inherited the lead, with Sellards now in second, 
Joel Oehlhof in third, Pocorobba in fourth and 
the hard-charging Carpenter in fifth. 

By midrace, Carpenter had moved up to

third place, leaving Pocorobba in fourth, trying 
to hold back Barry Carsten. Johnson, who was 
slowed by а lapped rider, was then passed by 
Sellards in a set of huge triple jumps. Johnson 
recovered during the next lap and made a great 
pass in the rocker section. The next lap brought 
out the white flag, and Johnson held off Sellards 
for the win. 

The 125cc Dash For Cash was a replay of the 
125cc heat race, with Pocorobba getting out front 
early and holding on to take the win in the six- 
lap race. 

The 250cc heat had Pocorobba out front 
again, Sellards battled past Carpenter for second 
place. Ty Wallace and Barry Carsten were pick- 
ing up the pace during the heat race, foreshad- 
owing a potential for wide-open race action in 
the main. 

The 250cc main began with Carlo Coen grab- 
bing the holeshot, but with Sellards dogging 
him hard on lap one. By lap two, Sellards had 
moved into the lead, followed by Oehlhof, Car- 
penter and Davey Yezak. Carpenter picked up 
the pace to leap into second place and set the 
stage for his run at winning the $1000 first-place 
money. For a while it looked like the young local 
pro was making believers of the huge crowd, 
melting Sellards' lead from 3.5 seconds to 1.5 
seconds. 

By midrace it had become evident that the 
young rider could not hold the pace. During the 
last two laps, Carsten closed in amid lapped 
traffic to make a pass on the race-worn Carpen- 
ter. Ty Wallace rode hard to earn a fourth-place 
finish. Sellards gathered in his $1600 share of the 
$6000 purse with the win. In his postrace inter- 
view, Brock said it was worth the long trip from 
Ohio to make new friends and fans in New York 
State. 

In other race action, Bob Kiniry continued 
his great run in the 80cc class with a win. Young 
Mike Case had a great race, winning his heat 
and main races in the 50cc class. Bob Butler took 
the 125cc Beginner heat and moto wins.

Jenson lands last win at 
Putnam Park Road Race

MOUNT MERIDIAN, IL, AUG. 8-9 

The rain held off at Putnam Park for the run- 
ning of the seventh round of action for the 
GLRRA, and the last impression of the race 
weekend that spectators received was made 
by Tom Jenson. The Amateur Heavyweight 
Supersport race was the last event to take 
place here this year, and Jenson, a second-year 
rider out of Oxford, Michigan, was gridded 
next to Matt Ames. Ames knows how to use 
elbows, knees and bikes to win races, and up 
to this point he had four wins for the week- 
end. 

At the drop of the flag, it was Jenson getting 
out front and around the bend first, with Eric 
Twigg and Ames in pursuit. Twigg gave chase 
for the first lap, with Ames shadowing him. Lap 
two saw Ames move around Twigg, and lapped 
traffic gave Ames a chance to get a closer look at 
Jenson. Ames went high and Jenson went low, 
and Ames shortened the gap between himself 
and Jenson, but Jenson had too much motor and 
was able to take the win. 

"Accutec Carbon Fiber Motor Works, Jeff 
Vos and Jamie McNaughton do all my motor 
work," Jenson gleamed. "This track is smooth 
and fun to ride, but I can only get a couple of 
races out of a tire. My favorite track is Road 
Atlanta." 














Jenson wants to run some AMA nationals, 
and he said he ran some times which would grid 
him in the front half of the pack at the Mid-Ohio 
and Road America national events. 

"Dunlop tires, EBC brakes, GMD Compu- 
track, and Mom and Dad all sponsor me,” Jen- 
son added. 

One of the best rides of the day came in,the 
Amateur Heavyweight Superbike event on Sat- 
urday. Jenson won the race by a good margin. 
One rider who was a constant threat was Brent 
Dudley, who was one second late for the call to 
arms. Dudley hit Hot Pit Lane and was riding to 
the grid as the timer counted down, "15, 10, 5, 
stop!!” just as Dudley hit the entrance mark. Out 
of time, and mad and frustrated, he stayed there 
until the last rider passed his point at the start. 
He would have to start from Hot Pit Lane and 
work his way through the field. Thirty-nine rid- 
ers started the j journey, and by lap three 15 had 
been passed by Dudley. By the end of the race, 
Dudley had put away 32 of them to take sev- 
enth. 

"Putnam Park is a nice, safe, fun track to ride 
and it's one of my favorites," said Matt Ames 
after a first-place finish in the Amateur GTU. 

Aaron Risinger was the quickest gun at the 
start. He showed Mike Rop, Eric Twigg, Charlie 
p and Matt Ames the way to turn one. 
Three laps into the contest, Ames made a move 
to take fourth from Vaughn, while Rop had 
taken first from Risinger. Rop showed the way 
for six laps while Ames worked on Twigg to 
soften him up. Tiring of the noise from Ames’ 
motor and the wheel stuck next to him in several 
turns, Twigg gave in to Ames. 

"1 had a good start and could see the lead- 
ers," Ames said. "I chose hard-compound tires 
and had to get them good and warm.” 

The eighth time around the track saw Ames 
take the lead. With the lapped traffic now in 
play, Ames could nail the coffin shut. 

“I didn't go any faster during the race,’ 
Ames stated. “My lap times were the same 
throughout the race. I think everyone got tired 
or their tires must have cooked.” 

Ames took four wins, three seconds, and one 
11th in the two days of competition.

Bast fast at Auburn Speedway

AUBURN, CA, AUG. 21 

Former Junior rider Ian Ferris led the way in the 
Handicap main at the Fast Fridays Speedway 
event at the Gold Country Fairgrounds. Current 
Northern California points leader Bart "Simp- 
son" Bast ran away with the Scratch main victo- 
ry, marking his second straight week finishing 
atop the night's premier podium spot. David 
Booth won his second Division Two main of the 
season, while newcomer Sean McDougall made 
the trek north from Bakersfield to take the Third 
Division finale. 

Another former standout Junior rider, Billy 
Janniro, drew the pole for the Scratch main. 
Fanned out to Janniro's right in lanes two 
through four were Bobby Hedden, Bart Bast and 
Bob Hicks. Hicks was the first to react as the 
tapes snapped skyward. Bast was also away 
quickly and entered the turns inside of and 
slightly ahead of Hicks, effectively blocking his 
line and sending him wide into the turn-two 
Netherlands. Meanwhile, Janniro also got a fair- 
ly decent gate of his own and was driving up 
underneath Bast on the inside groove as the field 
rushed down the back straight for the first time. 
But Bast was fast, keeping himself in front of 
Janniro, who could stay close but couldn't get 
the speed off the corners that he needed to over- 
take the crafty Bast. Bast kept his back wheel on 
the edge of the dirt and rode his Auburn Toy- 
ota /Peterich Cycle/Tavares Racing / Maier Man- 
ufacturing Jawa flawlessly to the checkered flag. 
Janniro stayed in the neighborhood, entertaining 
the crowd with his wild riding, antics, but ulti- 
mately he had to settle for second place. Bobby 
Hedden, who missed two weeks of racing to 
attend his own wedding and Hawaiian honey- 
moon, ran third for much of the race but 
dropped to fourth place on the last lap after 
Hicks. Hicks, who was seen hastily rebuilding 
his clutch in the pits just prior to the event, took 
back the show spot. 

In the Handicap main, lan Ferris began the 
race in front of the pack from his 10-yard-line 
starting position. Following Ferris into the first 
turn was Curry, who started on the 20, and for- 
mer Junior National Speedway Champion Matt 
Becker, who came off the 30. Charlie Venegas, 
who was the quickest of the back-yardage guys 
into the first turn, pushed Becker from third place 
as the pack sorted itself out in the opening lap. As 
Curry and Venegas followed Ferris around the 
track in single-file fashion, Rose Racing's Jimmy 
Sisemore appeared to grow tired of the freight 
train. Coming from the 40-yard line with Bast fol- 
lowing close behind, Sisemore pushed his way 
inside of Venegas on lap three. On lap four he 
created a space inside of Curry and took over sec- 
ond place. Sisemore ran out of laps in his quest to 
catch Ferris. Sisemore may not have been able to 
catch the smooth-running 19-year-old anyway, 
who had his first main-event win of the 1998 
Speedway season aboard his Peterich 
Cycle/ Arai/Off Beat/Surf & Skate GM. 

"I won a Handicap main last year, and | 
didn't really think it would take this long to win 
another this year," said Ferris, clutching his 
handsome first-place trophy. "I'm ready to do 
this again next week." 

Second place went to Sisemore. Bast finished 
third, and Curry managed to hold off Venegas 
to claim the fourth spot. 

The first Division Junior main-event win went 
to a visitor from out of town: Garden Grove's 
Donny Robinson rode his Jawa to victory ahead of 
Eric Carillo, Bryan Yarrow and J.J. Martynse. €N

“just one survives: the Belgian 500cc 


Motocross Grand Prix, on a sinuous 
track which winds its way around the 


parkland of the ancient fortress over- ` 


looking the Wallonian capital of Namur 
- La Citadelle. 

The very name evokes a tingling sen- 
sation in the spine comparable to the 
mention of the Alamo for Wild West 
freaks. It’s a combination of broken tar- 
mac and gravel tracks, along which rid- 
ers speed flat out in top gear straight at 
the castle wall, after slamming past the 
gates of a children’s playground and 
roadside bars full of Stella-saturated 
revelers, Also, there are dirt pathways 
through the woods, with century-old 
trees never more than a few feet away. 
There’s also a final four-stepped hill 
with an average gradient of one in two 
for 200 yards, and a start/finish arena - 
the Esplanade - where you could lay out 
a Class C short track in front of the 
crumbling ruins of a grandstand built in 
long-distant times by an architect with 
an obsession for antiquity. 

And La Citadelle has a new King - 
Stefan Everts. 

Like a Roman emperor, the World 
250cc Champion came, saw and con- 
quered. 

He not only won both motos in his 
first race at the track (12 months ago, 
Andrea Bartolini became the first rider 
ever to win even one moto on his debut 
at the imposing venue), Everts had time 
to stop in the pit box on the final lap to 
accept a cup of iced tea from his father, 
Harry, before crossing the line as win- 
ner.

Lee. Lee had a personal reason for want- 
ing to encourage kids to stay clean after 
the heartbreak he suffered personally 
with the way drugs and bureaucracy 
had wrecked the career - and inevitably 
carried over into the social life - of his 
son Michael, the 1980 World Speedway 
Champion. 

And that was where this not-particu- 
larly-talented other kid got caught. He 
had smoked a kind of cocktail during 
the week. Well, he got away with it 
before, but this time his intake was 
probably somewhat stronger in sub- 
stance, and the testing procedure had 
become more sensitive.

cough mixture. That cough mixture - 
whose only positive effect was to clear 
his head and throat and make him a 
safer rider on the track because he could 
concentrate better - included banned 
substances.

I don't know what you call it in 
America, but in Germanic countries 
over here, they give infants a thing 
called “Traubenzucker” (dream sugar) 
as sweets. I first encountered these kids' 
sweets back in the mid-'80s and, purely 
by chance, I discovered that, when you 
start to get near that 4 a.m. "dead hour" 
state of collapse during an all-night 
drive from one race to the next, one of 
these lozenges shakes you out of your 
semistupor for 10 or 15 minutes. As I 
said, we give these to kids as sweets. 
Ever wondered why some kids are 
hyperactive? 

What makes the situation surround- 
ing the "banned substances" list even 
more intolerable in my eyes is that the 
self-righteous cretins who compile and 
insist on enforcement of the list are 
invariably geriatrics who need a large 
personal daily intake of many of those 
substances, not to mention the gin cock- 
tails they sip at their gentile parties, just 
to stay alive. 

Yeah, life is hard. "Nice people" 
applaud the actions of "our boys at the 
front line" in conflicts the world over 
without realizing that many of them, 
certainly the special commando units, 
are on speed.
